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GLADSTONE AND THE IRISH 


HOW HIS SCHEME OF HOME RULE 
MAY BE BROUGHT ABOUT. 
WILL IT BE WITH THE LIBERALS IN OPPO- 

SITION OR IN POWER—PARLIAMENT 
PERHAPS TO BE DISSOLVED, 
By Commercial Cabie from Our Own Corre- 
spondent. 

Lonpon, Dec. 17.—Mr. Parnell has won. 
To-day’s news removes the last doubt that Mr. 
Gladstone will concede home rule of asweep- 
ing kind. Of course, the details of the eventual 
compromise are unknowable, but it is believed 
that beyond stipulating for free trade and ex- 
acting guarantees of protection for the loyal 
minority in Ireland, everything will be yielded 
to Mr. Parnell. As the Gladstone programme is 
outlined, it contains a proviso that Ireland shall 
continue to send members to Westminster, but 
itis likely that he will give way on this point, as 
the Irish do not wish imperial representation. 
There will be a Dublin Parliament supreme 
over Irish affairs—over the police, taxation, the 
courts, and all internal matters. This much 
seems certain. But how it will be brought about 
is doubtful. There is no question of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s ability to carry the great bulk of the 
Liberals for the measure, as the Liberal papers 
are rapidly vaulting to the Home Rule side, but 
whether it will be done while the Liberals are in 
opposition or after their return to power is not 
seen. It must be remembered, too, that Lord 
Salisbury has it in his power to dissolve Parlia- 
ment before the thing is Gone, and it is quite 
likely that be will do this, zoing to the country 
on a strenuous anti-Irish cry. Thereis immense 
excitement in London to-night over the news. 
A dispatch from Dublin says the public is in- 
tensely enthusiastic. 


Lonpon, Dec. 17.—The following dispatch

HAWARDEN, Dec. 17. 

The scheme for home rule in Irelana, pub- 
lished in the Standard this morning, and pur- 
Sos aged to be my plan for the settlement of the 

Trish question, is an inaccurate representation 
of my views. I presume it is a speculation upon 
them. It was published without my knowiedge 
or authority. 

The Pail Mali Gazette this afternoon announces 
that, despite the partial denial of Mr. Gladstone, 
a Liberal scheme for home rule in Ireland has 
been decided upon. This scheme, the Gazette 
intimates, provides for the creation of an Irish 
Parliament at Dublin, the acts of which the 
Crown will reserve the right to veto only. upon 
the advice of the Irish Ministrr. The Irish mem- 
bers will! continue to stt in the Imperiai Parlia- 
ment at Westminster, and take part in imperial 
legislation. The scheme further provides that 
Ireland shall have control of the loca) police, and 
requires Mr. Parnell to furnish guarantees that 
the rights of the minority and the interests or 
landlords shall be protected. 

The opinions of various leaders have been 
sought on the subject of the irish Home Rule 
proposals, which have caused a great sensation 
in political circles. The Pa!l Mall Gazette having 
alleged that Earl Spencer has acquiesced in the 
scheme, Kar! Spencer telegraphs: ‘‘ No scheme 
ot Home Rule has received my approval.” Mr. 
Childers telegraphs thet he has no knowledge 
whatever of Mr. Gladstone’s alleged eroponnie. 
Sir Charles Dilke says it is premature to 
discuss the subject. Mr. Healy says he cannot 
express an Opinion on the subject before his 
party meets. Mr. O’Connor deciares tbat Ireland 
will not be satisfied with less than Canada en- 
joys, and will not contribute to the British Ex- 
echequer. Mayor Sullivan, of Dublin, says: “I 
cannot understand how any assembiy can save 
what landlords call thoir interests. They will 
perish by the inexorable law of nature. The 
minorities creed of politics isassafeir Ireland 
asin England. Larger Home Rule will be more 
certain to work satisfactorily to both parties.” 
Mr. Chamberlain says that if Mr. Parnell 
should approach the Liberal Party in a 
reasonable and considerate spirit, they 
would fairly and impartially examine any 
proposais he might make and adopt them if 
they agreed with Mr. Gladstone’s principies. 
Mr. Chamberlain made a vigorotis speech at 
Birmingham to-night. He claimed that the 
bulk of the Liberal members of the House of 
Commons were Radicals and that the future 
policy of the party would therefore be a Rad- 
ical policy. He doubted whether it would 
be wise for the Liberals to accept office 
until the Tories had drank to its dregs 
the cup of humiliation. He confirmed 
the ctatements made in these dispatches 
of Saturday last,and said that the Parnellites 
were making overtures, not Mr. Gladstone. The 
speaker warned Parneliites, Whigs, and Radicals 
equal'y to maintain the integrity of the empire. 
The United States Government, he said, poured 
out blood and treasure like water and fought 
and won the greatest contest of modern times 
to preserve the Union. If Englishmen retained 
the courage and stubborn determination which 
were the ancient characteristics of the race, and 
both of which were so couspicuously displayed 
in the American struggle, they would not allow 
temptation and threats to shake their resolve to 
maintain unimpaired an effective union of the 
three kingdoms. 

Earl Granville, being asked his opinion of the 
reported Home Rule scheme, said: ** Mr. Glad- 
atone’s message in regard to the Standard's alle- 
gations is sufficient. 
say more.” 


Lonpnon, Dec. 18.—The following addi- 
tional telegram was received from Mr. Giad- 
stone at a late hour last night: 

‘My repiy in regard to the Standard’s state- 
ments applies also to those of the Pall Mail Ga- 
zette and Daily News. Although those statements 
were unauthorized, proposals may convenientiy 
be canvassed. Oaly an Irish Parliament will meet 
the case. Local councils, &c., would be useless. 
The right to veto the acts of an: Irish Ministry 
would be an illusion. I propose instead the ex- 
ercise of sovereign power on the advice of a 
Minister responsible to the imperial Par- 
liament. The suggestion of ani Irish 
Privy Council is unworthy of attention. 
The Privy Council survives only asa relic. The 
substitute isa Cabinet. The questions of com- 
merce and police are aifficult ones; but with 
limitations, I believe that HomejRule may safely 
be granted, and that it would tend to raise the 
character of the Irish members.” 

The Standard this morning deplores Mr. Glad- 
stone’s political profligacy. The Morning Post 
predicts civil war. The Times says: ‘*The 
real danger is that amid endless protestations 
against separation and illusory safeguards of 
imperial unity the control of the Commons 
will be gone, and will never be recovered 
except by civil war. Wetrust Englishmen will 

erceive this before it is too late. It would be 
better to cut off connection absolutely and to 
provide fair dealing with Ireland asan open 
foe than to arm traitors by the force of pretend- 
ing to maintain unity without the power to en- 
force a single law disapproved at Dublin.” 

The Press Association saysthat Mr. Gladstone, 
foreseeing the increase in strength of the Par- 
nell party, drafted a scheme four months ago 
for the government of Ireland, according to 
which the power of veto by the Crown could 
be exercised only on the advice of a Privy 
Council convened especially toadiseuss the sub- 
ject in question. The other points in the scheme 
were the same as already published. The project 
was submitted to a few political friends of Mr. 
Gladstone. Since the elections there have been 
no formal consultations on the subject, 
and = it not known whether or not 
the details of the scheme have since been modi- 
fied. Itissupposed that Mr. Goschen, who is 
almost certain to be Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer in the next Gladstone Cabinet, will sup- 

rtthescheme. Mr. Parnell was at Chester on 
Wednesday, but had no interview with Mr. 
Gladstone or apy one connected with the ex- 
Premier. : 

Sir Charles Dilke, in a speech at Chelsea last 
night, expressed anger at the action of the Con- 
pervatives in rejecting proffered support. He 
said it was imbossible for Lord Saiisbury to ex- 
pect the Liberals to give hima vote of confidence 
in addition to permitting him to remaic in 
power. Sir Charlies adhered to the views previ- 
ously expressed by him on the Irish question. 


DPuBLIN, Dec. 17.—A special from Lon- 
don to the Freeman’s Journal says: “ Earl Spen- 
cer and Ear! Granville approve Mr. Gladstone’s 
scheme of home rule for Ireland. Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain, Sir Charles Dilke, and the Marquis

But we are willing to re- 
strict the power of protection in order to 
assure England that our purpose is nota hostile 
one, We wish Mr. Gladstone godspeed. We 
beseech Irishmen to remember his difficulties 
and to be prepared to accept a reasonable com- 
promise on our extreme rights if a sacrifice of 
our principal rights be not involved.” The 
foregoing article was inspired by Mr. Parnell.

AES AES 
A BREAK 1N THE PONT NEUF. 

Paris, Dec. 17.—A sensation was caused 
here to-day by the collapse of a portion of the 
Pont Neuf, which connects the Ile de la Cité, on 
which is situated the Cathedral Church of Notre 


Dame, with both sides of the river Seine. Itis the 
largest bridge in Paris and one of the oldest, 
having been reconstructed in 1852. In its centre 
isa bronze statue of Henry IV. Thousands of 
people have gathered in the vicinity watching 
the bridge, as it is feared that it will collapse 
altogether. A heavy rise in the Seine caused the 
disaster to the bridge. The water continues to 
rise and disastrous floods are feared. 

The central pier of the Pont Neuf settled at 6 
A. M. There was little traffic at the time. Large 
lumps of masonry fell into the river, and gaping 
fissures have appeared in the roadway. The 
lamps on the bridge toppled and the gas mains 
were broken. A workman who was sent to cut 
off the gus was nearly suffocated, Other piers 
of the bridge are askew.

Mrs. Morgan O'Connell, a nicce of Daniel 
O’Connell, the Irish liberator. has again quar- 
reled with the tenants on her estate at Kilay- 
sart. She has refused to grant a reduction of 20 
per cent, in their rentals, and threatened to re- 
sort to the courts to secure the eviction of all 
tenants who do not pay the rents she demands. 
The tenants have established a defense fund, 
Earl Fitzwilliam has granted the tenants on his 
Irish estates a reduction of 50 per cent. in their 
rentals. 

The meeting to devise means for erecting me- 
moria!s tc the Fenian martyrs in Glasnevin 
Cemetery was held this evening according to 
announcement. Tbe attendance was very 
small, and the absence of prominent National- 
ists caused much complaint. Subscriptions 
were taxen to the amount of £27. Michael 
Davitt in a speech said that the men who had 
dared prison and scaffold had made possible Ire- 
land’s coming triumph. ‘The Lord Mayor also 
spoke. 

Lonpon, Dec. 17.—Sir John A. Macdon- 
ald, the Premier of Canada, was granted the 
treedom of tbe Turners Company to-day in ac- 
knowledgment of his services tu Canada, 

The British steamer Sussex, Capt. Robinson, 
from Baitimore Dec. 2, for London, went ashore 
on Marden Bower, northwest of Scilly, this 
morning during a dense fog. She will probably 
be submerged at high tide. The cattle in the 
after hold have been drowned. Attempts are 
being made to save those in the fore hold. The 
vessel will be a total wreck. The crew have 
been saved. 


RanGoon, Dec. 17.—Advices from Man- 
dalay state that dakoits made a raid in the 
vicinity of that place and fired on the British 
outposts, wounding Major Walker and killing e 
native. The British returned the fire, killing 
seven dakoita.

DIAMOND ROBBERS CAPTURED.

A GANG THAT HAS BEEN OPERATING IN CIN- 
CINNATI-ANP LOUISVILLE. 

LovIsvItyeE, Ky.; Dec. 17.—Chief Whailen, 
Detective Blich, and Officers Mahar and Fow 
have succeeded in running down and incarcerat- 
ing Charles Willson and Edward Kennedy, of 
Montreal, two of the most successful and artistic 
diamond robbers ever found here. , During the 
last three months numerous diamond and jew- 
elry thefts have been committed in this city and 


Cincinnati, and the capture of these men re- 
veais the secret of them all, and fully $7,000 
worth of stolen stuff has been recovered. They 
operated here, sending the stolen goods to 
Cincinnati pawnbrokers, and what they stole 
there was sent to pawnbrokers here. Wilson 
was arrested last week and Kennedy last night, 
but the latter, since his arrest, has been con- 
fined in a private house. Among the residences 
of wealthy citizens robbed here were those of 
Mrs. John Bull, William Cromey, Mr. Eliwell, 
and Treumling's dry goods stor2. When arrest- 
ed Kennedy puiled a 42-calibre pistol on the 
officers, and attempted to shoot, but Chief 
Whalien prevented him. Both prisoners are 
held to answer at a preliminary trial next week.

SOLD TO THE UNITED LINES COMPANY. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 17.—The property 
of the Bankers and Merchants’ Telegraph Com- 
pany in Maryland was soldat auction in this 


city to-day. It included all the wires, poles, and 
other effects within the limits of the State. The 
purchaser was the United Lines Company, for 
$25,000. Before the sale ail the wires were cut, 
and the existence of the old corporation ceased. 
About $10,000 of the purchase money was paid 
as eoon as the property was sold. After the sale 
and the payment or the $10,000 the purchaser 
went before Judge Brown und asked for an or- 
der to connect the wires, that business might go 
on. As the case was before Judge Fisher Juage 
Brown declined to interfere, and the Receivers 
would not consent tu the proposed connection 
unless security was given forthe remainder of 
the purchase money. The United Lines then 
made the connections, but to-night, by order of 
the Rectivers, all the wires were again cut, and 
there is no communication in any Girection. The 
muddie appears to be greater than before, and 
unless the remainder of the purchase money is 
paid or security produced for the payment no 
business can be done.

SMALLPOX IN NEW-YORK. 

Krineston, N. Y., Dec. 17.—The Health 
Officer of this city has received a letter from Dr. 
John T. Nagle, Register of Vital Statistics, No. 
801 Mott-street, New-York, in regard to the 
death of Cornelius Longendyke, who, it now ap- 
pears, died of smallpox at the north side of One 
Hundred and Sixty-third-street, first house 
west of Trinity-avenue, New-York, on Dec. 9. 
Dr. Nagle, in his letter, thanks the Health 
Officer for the information given regarding the 
affair, which he states was the means of un- 
earthing three other cases in the same family. 
The physician who attended Longendyke stated 
that there was no eruption of smallpox. A man 
by the name of Dwight S. Longendyke, of this 
city, who the Board of Health considers was 
sufficiently exposed to the Longendyke smallpox 
case, has been ordered to keep himself confined 
to the house.

THE OFFICE OF PRESIDENT 


PASSING THE SUCCESSION BILL IN 
THE SENATE, 

MR. EVARTS MAKES AN EARNEST SPEECH IN 
ITS SUPPORT—THE DEBATE ON THE 
HOUSE RULES—MR. HEDDEN’S FOES. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—UContrary to gen- 
eral expectation, the making of speeches upon 
the Presidential Succession bill came to an end in 
the Senate this afternoon, and the bil! was passed 
and immediately sent to the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Mr. Edmunds was very earnest in his 
opposition to the section which does away with 
the special Presidential elections now. provided 
for by law, but his efforts to have it stricken 
out were unavailing. The chief speech of 
the day owas made by Mr. Evarts, 
who received close attention from more Sen- 
ators than are usually found in the Chamber 
when long speeches are in order. Mr. Evarts 
spoke from Mr. Dawes’s seat, on the centre 
aisle,and the Senators gathered around him. 

Mr. Edmunds especially allowed none or the 

New-York Senator's utterances to escape him, 

for he intended to oppose the views of Mr. 

Evarts. The latter spoke slowly and carefully 

as he argued that the only constitutional right 

of Congress to meddle with Presidential elec- 
tions in any way was to fix the days forsuch elec- 
tions; that the President pro tem. of the Senate 
or the Speaker of the House couid not be Presi- 
dent of the United States under the Constitution, 
and that the law on the subject which has been 
on the statute books nearly a century, was un- 
constitutional, The reply of Mr. Edmunds was 
very earnest and he received marked attention 
as he pointed_out_ how wide a difference there 
was between Mr. Evarts’s interpretation of the 
Constitution and that of the fathers who 
framed that instrument, There was a brief 
reply from Mr. Evarts and then the vote 
was taken on the motion of Mr. Ed«- 
munds, made yesterday, to kill the section 
repealing sections 147, 148, 149, and 150 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. Seventeen Repubhcans and 
three Democrats—Messrs. Cockrell, Vance, and 

Vest—joined Mr. Edmunds in voting for the 

amendment, but it was defeated by the votes of 

the 87 other Senators present, of whom 13 were 

Republicans. After this, Mr. McMillan expressed 

his regret that Mr. Edmunds had been defeated, 

and the bill was passed without a division, no- 
body voting in the negative. Before the final 
vote was taken, Mr. Edmunds announced that 
he had concluded not to offer the Electoral

If any of the adherents of Mr. Randa)l who 
have been talking so loudly about a reaction in 
the views of Representatives, which would en- 
able the distinguished Pennsylvanian to de- 
feat the adoption of the Morrison rules in 
the House, were really in earnest in their asser- 
tions they must have had their faith weakened 
by the temper displayed by a great majority of 
the members to-day. Although no positive teat 
vote was reached before the adjournment the 
result of such votes as were taken was not 
comforting to Mr. Randall and his friends. In- 
cidentally, too, the men who want to have the 
Hennepin Canal built by the Government were 
treated toa dash of cold water. Mr. Morrison 
succeeded in cutting off generai debate on the 
rules at 4 o’clock, after speeches had been made 
by Messrs. Long, McMillin, McAdoo, Kelley, Lore, 
Hatch, Phelps, and others, and a briet sum- 
ming up by Mr. Randail on one side 
and Mr. Burrows on the other. The proposed 
rules were then taken up for amendment, 
speeches being limited to five minutee each. The 
first amendment to attract attention was offerea 
by Mr. Hammond, whe wanted the membership 
of the Appropriations Committee increased from 
15 to 21, a proceeding not at all necessary if the 
work of the committee was to be lightened un- 
der the proposed rules. When this amendment 
was putto vote the chorus of ‘* Nays’ was so 
decided and emphatic in comparison with the 
few scattered ** Yeas’ that Mr. Hammond ex- 
hibited no desire to call for a division of 
the House. Thon Mr. Springer tried to have 
the Committee on Railroads and Canals made 
a canal committee only. Mr. Murphy, of Iowa, 
the special custodian of the Hennepin Canal in- 
terests, made a speech advocating the amend- 
mentand the canal, and the .propesition was 
killed ay a vote of 94 to 133. Mr. Springer want- 
ed the Committees on Manufactures, Militix, 
and Revision of the Laws. and the eight special 
committees on expenditures in the various Gov- 
ernment departments cut out because they were 
useless. Oneach vote the Illinois member was 
beaten by decisive majorities, as was every other 
proposition to change the rules as reported from 
the Committee on Rules. 

It was quite late in the day when the House 
reached the provisions directly affecting the 
power of the Appropriations Committee, It was 
on these propositions that the real test of the 
strength of the adherents and opponents of Mr. 
Randall was to be had, and Mr. Morrison, yield- 
ing to asuggestion that it was time for dinner, 
consented to an adjournment, thus _post- 

oning until to-morrow the decisive battle. 

t was plainly evident to-day that a 
majority of the Representatives were prepared 
to stand by the report of the Committee on 
Rules, and conversations with members on both 
sides of the Chamber reveal no signs of the al- 
leged turn of the tide in Mr. Randall’s favor. 
When advocates of the new rules speak of this 
matter they refer with smiles to the boasts 
made in Mr. Randall’s behalf two years ago, 
when he was seeking the Speakership of the 
House, and they ask, also with smiles, where the 
boasters were when the Democratic caucus was 
held. ewer. s

Hereafter all nominations sent to the Senate 
by the President wili be published from day to 
day in the Congresstonal Record, together with 
all confirmations and. rejections decided upon 
behind the closed doors of executive sessions. 
This is an entirely new departure on the part of 
the conservative Senate, and some of the Demo- 
cratic members of that body think there 
must be on the part of the Repub- 
lican majority sume concealed object in 
this move, designed to hurt their party 
prospects or the Administration. They did not 
seem to be quite certain how the publication or 
nominations in the Record is going to hurt them, 
but they distrust the Republicans and are on the 
lookout for traps. Apparently overlooking the 
fact that nominations, confirmations, and re- 
jections are now given to the public through the 
newspapers, these Senators fear that in some way 
the new departure is to be used to aid Republican 
office holders in retaining their officesand to keep 
out adherents of the party now in control 
of the Administration. Other Scnators say the 
proposed publication fs purely a matter of con- 
venience to all Senators, giving them in a handy 
way the means of keeping posted on what per- 
sons are beforethem for confirmation or rejec- 
tion. Thus far none of the bundreds of nomi- 
nations now pending in the Senate has been 
acted upon, but the various committees are 
getting to work, and many of the names 
wil! soon be rapidly disposed of, It is under- 
stood that some of the Senators are 
anxious to investigate all the cases in which 
office holders have been removed because of 
* offensive partisanship,” and that to aid in this 
work they have induced the Senate to call for 
the charges In each of these cases. Removals 
for ‘‘ offensive partisanship” have been numer- 
ous, especially in the cases of Postmasters, and 
itis feared by some that if the Senate under- 
takes to investigate such charges in many in- 
stances it may be the prelude to bitter party 
contests,

A resoiution will probably be offered in the 
Senate to-morrow calling for an investigation 
of the alleged undervaluation of goods import- 


ed through the New-York Custom House. This 
action will be ostensibly based on certain pas- 
sages in the annual report of Secretary Manning 
on the subject of undervaluations, but there is 
a weil founded belief that in reality the object 
ot the resolution is one that will directiy uffect 
the chances of Mr. Hedden for confirmation as 
Collector of the Port of New-York, or at least 
that the proposed investigations will lead 
up to that result. The opponents. of 
Collector Hedden are making  stren- 
uous efforts to accomplish his rejection by 
the Senate, and it is believed to be due to their 
efforts that his name has not yet beén sent in by 
the President, although it is expected that the 
formal nomination will go to the Senate this 
week. In addition to the members of the 
Veterans’ Rights Association, who are doing 
what they can against Mr. Hedden, the Collector 
is opposed by a number of importers and mer- 
cbants of other cities as well as New-York, who 
charge that certain importers are enabled to 
bring in goods from foreign countries at a 
vaiuationf{considerably below that imposed upon 
importers in other places, to the manifest dis- 
advantage of the latter. Tbey broadiy intimate 
that there is something very like a ring 
in the New-York Custom House, which looks 
out for the interests of the favored importers 
and that this something has succeeded in deceiv- 
ing Mr. Hedden into following suggestions made 
to him by men under its influence. It is as- 
serted that the investigation of undervaluations 
to be asked for, will disclose this situation of 
affairs, and that the result will be to delay action 
upon the nomination of Mr. Hedden tor some 
time to come, evenif it does not finally resuitin 
his rejection. It is not unlikely that Surveyor 
Beattie, whose nomination is now before the 
Senate, wiil also be compelled to wait a little be- 
fore he learns what action the Senate will take 
in his case.

WHY HE KILLED THE DOCTOR. 


PRINTER SWEET ON TRIAL FOR MURDER 
TELLS HIS STORY IN COURT. 


Cuicaao, Dec. 17.—lt is now a little more 
than three months since Printer Jasper E. Sweet 
followed Dr. Thomas Waugh down Jackson- 
street early in the evening and shot the doctor 
for alleged intimacy with Mrs. Sweet, the print- 
er’s wife. Dr. Waugh died, and Sweet is now on 
trial for murder. The defense does not deny 
the murder, but it is trying to show that 
Sweet was not alone morally irresponsible, 
but was justified in shooting Waugh. 
Sweet took the stand to-day, pale, 
but cool and collected, and told bis story, the 
substance of which was as follows: His wife was 
ili, and he employed Waugh to attend her. Be- 
coming suspicious of their relations he cut a 
hole in a partition, which permitted him to see 
into his wife’s room, and on ty > Thad his sus- 
picions verified. He said that he was so over- 
come by what he saw that he was completely 
prostrated and nearly fainted. He did not 
try to force an entrance, but went down 
town. Three days later he accused his wife 
of the crime in the presence of her sister and 
she confessed. She eaid that Dr. Waugh first 
took advantage of her in his office, and did so 
atterward repeatediy, threatening her if sbe 
divulged the secret. Sweet says he went to 
Waugh’s office intending to kill him with a 
pocket knife, but Waugh was notin. He after- 
ward wrote to him, accusing him ot the crime, 
but Waugh did not answer the letter. He 
boughta revolver with the intention of com- 
mittine suicide, but the thought of bis little 
boy restrained him from doing so. Then he 
went to Waugh’s office several times without 
seeing him. The night of the shooting he had 

ot thinking about Waugh and went around to 

is office. When near the office he saw Waugh 
cross the street andenter a saloon. He waited 
for him and then followed him, but when he 
hailed him Dr. Waugh only walked faster. He 
had no recollec ion of firing the shot, but sup- 
posed that he did. 
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A GREASE TANK EXPLODES. 
ONE MAN KILLED AND ANOTHER SERIOUSLY 
WOUNDED. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 17.—An explo- 
sion to-day at the pork packing establishment 
of Hart & Hensley shook houses for many 
squares around to their foundations. Hundreds 
of persons quickly assembled, and found that a 
grease tank in the boiler sheds had exploded. 
Cries for help were heard from the débris where 
the sheds had stood, and undera pile of brick 
James McWhirter, the fireman, and Henry War- 
nacke,a lard wheeler, were found. The latter 
was dead and presented a most sickening sight, 
his face, head, hands, and legs having been hor- 
ribly scalded by grease. His right leg was 
broken at the knee and internal injuries had 
been received. McWhirter was alive, but 
was badly bruised, ard had been severely scald- 
ed. The tank was made of boiler iron, with a 
capacity of 60 barrels. It contained about 10 
barrels of grease. The cocks became choked, 
and the excess of gas caused the explosion. 
Lumber, brick, and pieces of the tank were scat- 
tered far and wide. Surrounding trees were 
covered with grease and pieces of the 
tank were hanging from the limbs. 
A piece of scantling was driven tnrough 
the roof of a house which adjoins the factory. 
A part of the tank, weighing 500 pounds, was 
hurled through three partition fences into a 
slaughter pen. The boiler shed, slaughter pens, 
and the gable end of the lard sheds were blown 
over an area of haif anacre. One of the boilers 
was covered with débris. A brick wall was 
thrown down, and it was under this that the 
men were caught. The manhead of the tank 
was blown 150 yards into a yard, burying itself 
in the ground. Twenty-five chickens roosting 
in the rearof the shed were killed. Warnacke 
leaves a widow and children. 
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SAVED BY POLITICIANS. 


HOW A REPRIEVE FOR TWO MURDERERS 
WAS SECURED IN LOUISIANA. 

NEw-Or.EANS, Dec. 17.—James D. Hous- 
ton, the principal factor in the Louisiana State 
Government, returned frora Europe by way of 
New-York on Saturday night, and' on Sunday 
appeared befove the Board of Pardons to plead 
for the commutation of sentence’ of ford 
and Murpby. The board refused to recede 
from their former action. He left yesterday for 
Baton Rouge, and to-day was successful in ob- 
taining from the Governor an order of reprieve. 


He was backed up by a petition signed by a 
large number of politicians, bankers, merchants, 
and others, asking fora respite * in the interest 
of society,’ which is construed to mean that 
no white man shall be hanged for mur- 
der in New-Orleans, and that office holders 
are to be regarded us a privileged class. Much 
feeling exists outside of these hallowed circles, 
and, with regard to the Governor’s action, the 
Picayune (conservative Democratic) asks: ** How 
loug istbis thing goirg to last? Howlong’are the 
people of this State going to submit to this 
domination? How long will they stand the 
just imputation that the power of pun- 
ishment does not rest in the law and 
in the tribunals institutea by law, 
but in the fiat of a gang of politicians? How 
long will they allow the finger of scorn to be 
pointed at them with the contemptuous taunt 
that they may be able to hang a poor negro ora 
friendless tramp, but that the humblest retain- 
er of the powers that be, no matter how attro- 
cious his crime, is as secure as cradled inno- 
cence from the extreme penaity of the law ?”

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ARSON FOLLOWS MURDER 


BUT THE TRACES OF AN AWFUL 
CRIME NOT DESTROYED. 

A DISCOVERY WHICH DEEPENS THE TRAGEDY 
OF THE OBLITERATION OF THE KNOCH 
FAMILY IN MICHIGAN. 

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 17.—The fire trage- 
dy near Woodmere Cemetery, by which Frank 
Knoch, his wife, and two children lost their 
lives yesterday morning, now proves to have 
been a murder of the most appalling character. 
This noon the rumors of foul play bad become 
so numerous that the Prosecuting Attorney di- 
rected Dr. F. W. Owen, the County Physician, 
to make a searching investigation upon the 
few remains that survived the fire. After ex- 
amining the trunks of the bodies search 
was begun upon the brains. To do this 
the remains of the man were laid out on 
& board. The first discovery was a clot of 
blood, which caused Dr. Owen to make an 
exclamation. Heat once declared that it was 
an ante-mortem clot. The blood had time to 
coagulate before the fire had destroyed the rest 
of the body. The search was continued in haste, 
and a moment later the doctor said: ** Here is a 
bullet.” He held up as he spoke a small bullet, 
No. 22 calibre. Its cuurse was then traced 
through the brain, It entered the left temple 
and passed to the posterior lobe on the right 
side. -The tissue of the brain was well preserved, 


but as it was exposed to view the clotted blood 
lay in a matrix over it,and even bad the bullet not 
been found,science wasthus able to declare that 
murder had been done. The coagulation of ‘the 
blood was unmistakably of a considerable period 
before death, but the finding of the builet of 
course dispelled every shadow of doubt. The 
other fragments of the bodies were then care- 
fully inspected. Piece after piece, some as small 
as a hickory nut and others as large as the two 
fists of a man, were put on one side after un- 
dergoing the doctor’s keen scrutiny. -A pieve of 
cioth, a button, a hairpin, some melted metal, 
probably a cheap ornament, were one after an- 
other laid aside, for now nothing was too triflins 
to be passed over. Atlast the doctor said: * 
have found the brain of an adult. It 1s, of 
course, that of the woman. It is the only piece 
left that I couid have told what it was."? Bring- 
ing the tissue to the window he bent over it 
with his knife, and a second later he produced 
another bullet, the counterpart of the first. it 
was lodged in the tissue of the brain, but it was 
impossible to tell what part of it. The brain 
had been burned so much that only alittle of 
it remained, and it was in that part that the bu!- 
let was found. Here was the indisputable evi- 
denceof crime. There could benomistake. That 
the murder was deliberate was proved by the 
fact that the bullet had, in the cases of both the 
Manand woman, been carefully planted in a 
vital part, and must have been fired at short 
range. Under what circumstances this tragedy 
was committed is as yet unknown. he mur- 
dered couple are not known to have had any 
enemies, and robbery is supposed to have been 
the motive. The man wasathrifty and indus- 
trious market gardener, and always kept a small 
amount of money in the house, but never, so 
far as known, a sum that would excite the 
cupidity of any one. Still, his steady work and 
frugal habits may have given rise to suspicions 
that he bad considerable accumulations of his 
earnings secreted in his little dwelling. <A 22- 
calibre pistol has been found in the ruins of the 
house, which was undoubtedly used to perpe- 
trate the crime. 

The funeral over the few remains of the 
fatber, mother, and their two children was held 
this afternoon with services according to the 
simple rites of the Lutheran Church, to which 
the murdered couple belonged. The relatives 
of young Knoch presented a noticeably indiffer- 
ent demeanor during the affecting ceremonies, 
while the family connections of the young wife 
were almost overcome with grief and nearly 
drowned the voice of the preacher with their 
continuous wailings, The funeral cortége 
passed the still smoking ruins of the house on 
its way to the neighboring cemetery. <A careful 
search among the ashes of the burned house is 
now going on tosee if evidence may perchance 
be found that shall reveal or point to the iden- 
t ty of the perpetrator of this horrible crime. 


BISHOP KRAUTBAUVUER DEAD. 
THE LIFE RECORD OF A SINCERE AND 
ZEALOUS CATHOLIC PRELATE. 

GREEN Bay, Wis., Dee. 17.—The Right 
Rey. Francis Xavier Krautbauer, Bishop of the 
Diocese of Green Bay, was found dead in bed 
at 8 o’clock this morning. The cause of 
death was apoplexy. His body was still warm 
when the discovery was made. No noticeable 
sickness preceded his death, and he had been feel- 
ing very much 4s usual. The funeral will occur 
next Tuesday morning at 10 o’clock, from the 


cathedral. The body is being embalmed and 
will lie in%’state after Saturday. 

Bishop Krautbauer was born in Bruck, Bava- 
ria, Jan. 12, 1824. He was educated at Ratisbon 
and Munich, and was ordained a priest at the 
former place July 16, 1850. He came to America 
in the Fall of that year, and Jabored for eight 
years in the missions of the Diocese of Buffalo, 
N. Y., and the city of Rochester. He removed 
to Milwaukee in 1859 to take the place in Notre 
Dame Convent of the Rev. A. Urbanck, who 
lost his life in a_ steamboat explosion 
on the Mississippi River. Father Kraut- 
bauer was Chaplain of Notre Dame Con- 
vent until 187o, when he was consecrated second 
Bisnop of Green Bay,jon June 29. He resided 
there until his death. Bishop Krautbauer was 
one of the kindest hearted and most generous of 
men. In his priestly and episcopal career he 
distinguished himseif by true apostolic zeal. 

Apart from his priestly duties and functions 
proper, be devoted his talent especially to build- 
ing and architectural work. It was he who 
built up Notre Dame Convent from small 
beginnings to its present magnitude, and 
at Green Bay he erected one of 
the finest cathedrals in the West. For 
many years Bishop Krautbauer had 
been affected with a stomach trouble, and his 
nervous system received a severe shock at the 
shipwreck of the steamship Ironsides on Lake 
Michigan, Sept. 14, 1874, from which he never 
fully recovered. The disease always appeared 
to affect him more in the Winter season. A 
yearago he wept to New-Orleans and Fiorida, 
where he remained forseverul weeks. This year 
the Bishop had been advised by his friends to 
spend the Winter at the home of one of his 
priests from the Island of Sicily. For some rea- 
son he did not go. He was by all odds the most 
conspicuous Catholic divine in the Northwest. 


PROTESTING AGAINST THEIR TAXES. 

CLEVELAND, Ohie, Dec. 17.—Thirteen na- 
tional banks—the First, Union, Commercial, Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce, Ohio, Mercantile, and 
National City, of Cleveland; the Mahoning, 
Commercial, First, and Second, of Youngstown, 
and the National Bank of Elyria—filed a petition 


in the United States Circuit Court in this city 
to-day praying for &n injunction to restrain the 
County Treasurer ot the counties in which they 
are situated—H. M. Whittbeck, of Cuyahoga; 
George W. Cantield, of Mahoning, and E. G. 
Wiliams, of Loraine—from collecting from 
them “excessive taxation.” The banks aver 
thatthe State Board of Equalization has fixed 
their valuation too high and largely in excess 
of the valuation placed on other properties and 
business. Judge Wiiker allowed a restraining 
order, under which the banks are to pay into the 
County Treasuries what they deem a just and 
equitable amount of taxation. The balance is 
to be withheld until the court has passed upon 
the controversy. 








MORTGAGES FORECLOSED. 

Cuicaeo, Dec. 17.—Judge Gresham to- 
day decided the suit of the United States Mort- 
gage Company against Anson Sperry as guardi- 
an of Henry W. Kingsbury. This was.a bill to 
foreclose for non-payment of interest three 
mortgages tor an aggregate of $340,000, with in- 
terest at 9 per cent. The defense was that the 


county court had no power to give the guardian 
authority to execute the mortgages, and that 
the rate of interest was illegal, being more than 
the company’s charter allowed it to collect. In 
September last the Judge decided the case so far 
as to hoid the mortgages valid and the rate of 
interest legal, and to-day, tue parties having 
failed to compromise in accordance with his 
suggestions, he decided the amount due. The 
estate is considered worth at present from $600,- 
000 to $800,000. while during the panic it was not 
worth the indebtedness on if. 


PASTOR OF AN OLD CHURCH. 
New-Haven, Conn., Dee. 17.—1n Wall- 
ingford to-day the Key. Charles H. Dickinson, a 
graduate of Amherst College in 1881, and of the 


Yale Theological School-in 1884. was installed 
Pastor of the Congregational Church. This 
church was formaliy organized in 1675, and in its 
existence of over 200 years had but six Pastors, 
Mr. Dickinson being the seventh,

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A SENSATION SPOILED. 


BISHOP IRELAND’S ANSWER TO LAWYER

O’CONNOR’S SUIT. 
MILWAUKEE, Dec. 17.—A sensation was 
created a few weeks ago by John O’Connor, a 
prominent lawyer, suing Bishop Ireland, of St. 
Paul, for $1,500 which he alleged the Bishop 
owed him and refused to pay. Bishop Ireland 
filed his answer in the United States Court to- 
day, and all of O’Connor’s charges and insinua- 
tions are refuted. The substance of the answer 
is thatin the Spring of 1884 an agreement was 
made by Bishop Ireland with O’Connor by which, 
if O’Connor should sell any of the lands in ques- 
tion, he should be entitled to a commission of 
10 per cent. on the sale, and that during that 
Summer ne did sell a small portion of the lands 
and received his commission: Afterward a dif- 
ferent arrangement was made, by whick it was 
agreed that, if O’Connor should sell the lands at 
wholesale cn terms and conditions satisfactory 
to the Bishop, he should receive a certain com- 
mission agreed on. Thesale was to be for cash 
or its equivalent. There wasto be no expense 
in any way to the Bishop unless a sat- 
isfactory sale should be made, and the com- 
mission to be received by O’Connor in case 
of such asale wastobein full for all services 
and expensesinthe matter. Some time after 
this O’Connor went to see one Fredericksen, u 
jand operator in Chicago, relative to these lands, 
and the interview resulted in a correspondence 
and conversations between oe Ireland and 
Fredericksen on the subject. inally it was 
agreed that Fredericksen should submit to the 
Bishop a proposition in writing. Fredericksen 
made an offer, but it was not accepted 
by the Bishop, the terms not beine satisfac- 
tory. The main objection to the proposition 
was that Fredericksen offered to make a cash 
ayment of only $500 on a sale involving about 
.000. The answer alleges that during the 
negotiations with Fredericksen the understand- 
ing with O’Connor was that if a sale should be 
made O’Connor was to receive his commission 
as Fredericksen paid for the lands, but that the 
terms proposed by Fredericksen not being satis- 
factory no sale was made, and that the lands are 
still the property and in possession of Frederick- 
sen. The answer also alieges false and fraudu- 
lent representations by O’Connor to the Bishop 
for the purpose of seeking to induce him to sell 
the lands to Fredericksen, so that O’Connor 
might get hiscommission. It was at first repre- 
sented that the suit would develop a big sensa- 
tion, but to-day’s proceedings puta quietus to 
all such reports. 





THE JACKSONVILLE FIRE. 


ONE FIREMAN KILLED, OTHERS INJURED, 
AND THE LOSSES HEAVY, 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla, Dec. 17.—A_ fire: 
which broke out yesterday in Hubbard’s 
warehouses, in Bay-street, spread to the 
Abell Block, in which were the Herald 
newspaper, Hazen’s billiard parlors, Kurtz 
Brothers,’ and several others. The _build- 
ings in the rear of McConbie’s, Huboard’s and 
Abell’s blocks on the wharf, with their contents, 
are destroyed.» Hubbard’s loss is estimated on 
building and stock, $180,000; insurance, $90,000; 
Benedict & Co., on warehouse, loss $15,000. Abell’s 
block is badly gutted. ‘The loss is $25,000; partiy 
insured. Hazen’s loss is $5,000; Kurtz Brothers’ 
loss, $18.000; insurance, $5,000. Heraid newspaper, 
loss, $2,000; partly insured. Huan & Co., tohacco, 
loss, $5,000; partly, insured. Julius Siager, loss, 
$5,000; partiy insured. Office of Judge Dawkins 
and library and papers of the Masonic Grand 
Lodge of Florida were destroyed. 

A portion of tbe front wall of the Abell Block 
fell, crushing four colored firemen, one of 
whom—William Bradley—was instently killed. 
The other three were badly vut not fatally in- 
jured. A white fireman named Goff was badly 
cut on the head by falling brick. During the 
day a man working among the débris was suffo- 
cated by smoke and carried to the nospitalina 
helpless condition. The firemen arestill playing 
on the smoldering ruins.

THE CAMDEN MISER BURIED.

cent, making the basis $1 10a galion. The limit 
of production was reduced from 40 to 3344 per 
cent. of capacity, and the assessment to pay the 
closed houses and expenses of the pool was made 
16 cents per bushel of goods consumed, with a 
rebate ot 25 cents on each bushel of goods run 
under the limit. Running 28 per cent., as most 
of the houses will, the manufacture will be 
about 37,000 bushels a day. This is no more than 
the market will stand, and the 2,000,000 gallons 
produced during the break up of the pooi in ex- 
cess Of what the market could stand will soon 
be worked off by exportation or otherwise.”

THOMAS POTTER'S DEFENSE 


THE REMARKABLE STORY OF THE 
PLUME LIBEL SUIT. 
A YOUNG MAN’S RECITAL OF THE PERSECUs 
TIONS OF HIS MOTHER AND HIMSELF BY 
THE DEFENDANT. 


In the suit of Robert C. Plume against 
Tnomas Potter for libel both the plaintiff and 
the defendant spoke yesterday from the witness 
stand. The attendance at both sessions of the 
court was large, including not only many old 
friends of tne plaintiff's mother and of the 
wealthy and influentiai defendant, but many 
who were attracted by tie strange nature of the 
case. In thelatter part of both sessions the at- 
tendance was increased by some ofthe Jersey 
City school teachers, associates with Mrs. Plume 
during the years that she was engaged at public 
school teaching. Judge Knapp’s room in the 
Hudson County Court House might have been 
enlarged and yet have been none too spacious 
for those who went there to hear yesterday’s 
proceedings. 

Mrs. Plume sat with her son until he was called 
to the stand; then she gave the closest attention 
to his testimony, allowing herself to be diverted 
from it only for an occasional suggestion to the 
lawyers. Sometimes she would smile approval 
at what he said. As the young man grew earnest 
in the narration of the annoyances that he had 
suffered from Potter the mother’s cheeks 
glowed with indignation. Ths conduct and 
manner of both mother and son were notice- 
ably aggressive. Mr. Potter’s manner was quite 
different. Hesat with his counsel}. but let them 
do the work. He did not try to meet young 
Plume’s eye, but his glance often turned toward 
Mrs. Plume. She ignored him completely. 

There was a spice of expectation in yesterday’s 
proceedings based on the prospect of some ex- 
planation that would appeal to common feeling 
and experience in regard to the relations that 
had existed’ between Potter and Mrs. Plume, 
which carried with them the strongest devotion 
on the part of a man with a wife and i4 children 
toward a woman who tolerated and then de- 
spised him. She was grateful to him for having 
befriended her in her early widowhood, buit 
when he carried his attentions to the point of 
torcing himself upon her company on every 
possible occasion, and by bis conduct call- 
ing such attention to their acquaintance as to 
invite remark, she grew tired of it. That 
was her story, as it was her son's. She 
denied that the relations of Potter and herseif 
had ever overstepped propriety, and not an in- 
timation to the contrary has appeared in the 
case. From intense and conspicuous devotion 
Potter’s conduct became viciously malevolent 
after the son had taken the mother out of reach. 
He could not keep his pen dry, and in one of 
his letters to Mrs. Plume he wrote that in his 
will he bad devoted one-third of his fortune to 
pursuing herand her son:to the “uttermost 
parts of the earth.”’ Such of this account as diu 
not appear in the testimony yesterday came be- 
fore the jury by the remarks of counsel and 
otherwise. 

Mr. Plume ran over the first part of his story 
rapidly. For about three years, ending in 
August, 1884, he was in Potter’semploy. In July, 
1883, Potter had a dredging contract at Boston. 
Tre witness went on to superintend it. He kept 
books for Potter. _No charge of theft or embez- 
ziement was made against him during all that 
time. On Oct. 6, 1884, the witness baving gone 
on to Boston to be married, he beard that Potter 
was making charges against him. He said he 
could explain any charges, but did not go to see 
Potter on the subject, because he thought the 
talk of charges was oniy a device of Potter's to 
make the wedding unhappy. rotter knew that 
the witness was going Wess with his mother, 
and was violently oppose? to it. The 
witness assumed that Potters wild talk 
was traceable only to ehagrin. The 
day after the wedding the witness, with nis 
bride and his mother, started for Portland, 
Oregon. He had not been loag at his new home 
when bis neighbor, Mr. Atwood, received a Iet- 
ter from Potter, warning Atwood that Plume 
was anembezzier. ‘*On accountof the old love 
Ihave for the young man’s mother,” Potter 
wrote, “i would be only too glad t» exonerate 
him. Ithought I had discoverea an explana- 
tion of the discrepancy. hutit proved to be in- 
correct.. Ihave waited six montis to bear from 
him, but as he has not written i have caused a 
warrant to be issued from the Crimina! Court of 
Boston, which will be served when he returns 
East.. I hear be has boasted of his intention to 
bring a suit for siander against me. 1 hope tbe 
will.” Mr, Plume identitied also this letter from 
Potter to C. L. Fay, of Portiand: 

* Youand yourgood wife are not likely to be proud of 
too great intimacy with the Piumes, mother and son. 
She left her position here as a public school teac 
under compulsion. He left my employ with a dise 
ancy in his accounts, the only one of ny employes 
ever did so. Young Mrs. Plume is 2n estimable girl, 
who seems to have made # mistake. If they deny 
what I say Idare them to face me, and | am resvonal- 
bie for what I say.”’ 

When the witness saw these letters he made 
immediate preparation to return. OnJune lg 
he appeared in court in Boston demanding a 
trial. He then learned that the charge was that 
in July, 1883, he had received a check of $100 
from Potterand had credited Potter on the books 
for only $50, thus making an apparent discrep- 
ancy of $50. He explained the transaction satis- 
faciorily in Boston and was acquitted of the 
charge. There bad been two entries of $50 in 
separate accounts. As Potter had hounded the 
witness 3,500 miles, and had written letters to 


} the witness’s relatives intended to ruin his char- 


acter, the witness thought Potter ought 
not to be allowed to sneak away in silence 
when the charges were disproved. “hat was 
‘why the present suit for libel was brought. Mr. 
‘Plume referred to several letters formerly intro- 
duced to show how Potter bad defamed bim. 
‘Phe letter to the witness’s mother, threatening 
to pursue the mother andsonto the uttermost 
parts of the earth, was written on Dec. 9, 1884. 
Mr. Plume identified a letter and telegram to his 
mother from Potter exonerating bim; but they 
eame after the damage had been done, and at a 
time when Potter had reason to fear that he 
rnight be calied to account for his persecution. 

The.opening for the defense by ex-Mayor Col- 
lins foreshadowed Mr. Potter's testimony, which 
oecupied the rest of the day. Koth were de- 
signed to lessen the damages which Mr. Plume 
has set at $10,000. Neither claimed that Potter’s 
charges or his letters were justified, under the 
circumstances. Ex-Mayor Cojlins asked the jury 
to excuse Potter for being violent in expression, 
us he was a positive man, accustomed to 
atrong lapguage. Potter, on the stand, said 
the discovery of a false charse in the cash 
book pained him, while exciting his sus- 

vicion. He tried to see Plume and Mrs. 

Thame, but failing in that effort, he felt 
bound to carry the case tocourt. This was at 
about the time set for the young man’s wed- 
éing. The case was prepared and everything 
was ready. “All went along,’ Potter said, bis 
voice sinking while his eyes dwelt upon the 
now scornful and averted face of Mrs. Piume, 
* until it came to my signing the complaint. I 
couldn’t do it.” 

** Why not ?” 

The witness paused and cleared his throat. 
Then he looked at Mrs. Plume. After another 
pause he replied: ** Because—beCcause he was his 
raother’s son.” 

Mr. Potter explained that the extra $50 in the 
$100 check was to pay for Mrs. Piume’s enter- 
tainment when she went to visit berson in Bos- 
ton in July, 1883. Proper charges were made, as 
lume had testified. Potter said he was still $50 
out, however, and couldn’t account for it until 
he came across a check for $50 representing a 
loan be © in. 1883 to a Capt. Young. That 
cleared his doubts, and as soon as te had satistied 
himself that Plume’s accounts were right 
he tried to make amends for the injustice he 
had done Plume by writing to everybody whom 
he had formerly addressed explanations of the 
raistake. On cross-examination Mr. Potter said 
he had paid T. F. Crawford, Superintendent of 
Schools at Portland, Oregon, $150 or $200 for 
gervices, and a Mrs. Usherwood, of the same 
place, $5 or $10. He also had an advertisement 
inserted in the Portland Oregonian. The services 
of these agents and the advertisement were part 
of his fight against Mrs. Plume her son, Os- 
tengibly on account of an embezzlement of $350.

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MONSIEUR AND MADAME 


AN AMERICAN COMMISSION IN: 
DAUPHINY. 
UNRAVELING >THE *THREADS OF A DIVORCE 
SUIT IN AN ANCIENT CHATEAU AND 

ON THE BANKS OF THE RHONE. 

The chateau of La Motte, in Dauphiny, 
nortn of Provence, east of the Italian Alps, 
was built early‘ in the fourteenth century. 
It was erected of solid blocks of granite, close 
by the Drac, which runs down the valley to meet 
the Isére. Its turrets and drawbridge faced the 
Alps. For centuries it was the fortress of 
Dauphiny, ang was stoutly held and lost by the 
freebooting barons of the period. In 1692 the 
troops of Prince Eugéne ravaged the coun- 
try, but spared the chfiteau. The sans-cu- 
lottes of the Revolution were not so kind; 
they applied the torch and droye the 
arrogant old Count La Motte into exile. 
In 1830 some healing springs were discovered in 
the neighborhood, and the the chfiteau, whose 
walls were standing, was restored to catch the 
goid of the wealthy invalid. Butis was off the 
beaten road of travel, and its fame had spread 
hardly further than Grenoble. It was known 
only to lovers of seclusion. In 188arich French 
lady sought out the spot, an@ whiled away the 
Bummer days with an escort whose rejations 
with her were a matter of opinion. She was 
young, lovely, and vivacious; her black eyes 


fiashed lustre on an olive complexion, and her 
well rounded figure was set off with exquisite 
Parisian costumes. He was an ex-officer of 
Algiers, erect, stately, and bronzed with ex- 
posure, age about 45, Like every body in France 
he was decorated. She claimed that the ex-officer 
was her father, but her husband in New-York 
bad nevertheles, filed against her a libel of 
divorce, 

So it came to pass in the following year that a 
commission from the Supreme Court of the 
State of New-York was journeying down to 
take evidence in the divorce suit of Moreau 
against Moreau. The party which left the rail- 
way at Vizille on a June day to travel down by 
diligence was made up of Washington Farnham, 
the Commissioner who was also American 
Consul-General at Lyons, Victor Moreau, the 
libelant, and his counsel, Marshall Fee, Mme. 
Moreau, the respondent, and her English solic- 
itor, Scarlett Tape, and two interpreters. Mon- 
sieur and party were perched on the roof of the 
diligence, Madame and j gid occupied the inside. 
She was disdainful and would not notice Mon- 
gieur; he surveyed the landscape unconcerned. 
Between the cracks of the postilions’ whips M. 
Moreau’s party, animated by the vinous air and 
sunny prospect, mellowed into reminiscence 
and threw jests about. Even Madame melted 
and captivated her staid English solicitor with 
fine conversational powers. Dida quaint way- 
side inn appear, Mr. Fee, the gallant and con- 
vivial counsel, always said there was nothing 
for it but to alight and test mine host’s wine. 
Then each party drank confusion to the other, 
and Madame, icily touching the cup with her 
lips, flashed daggers from her brilliant eyes at 
Monsieur. But the journey was brought to a 
close by the looming turrets of La Motte one 
Summer evening, and under cover of twilight 
the American commission entered the chfteau. 
Its business here was to examine the servants 
of the hotel, some peasants of the vicinity, and 
Dr. Hippolyte Durand, concerning the relations 
that bad existed between Madame and the ex- 
gg Algiers, Col. Dumarais, in the Summer 
of 1882. 

The following morning the commission held 
the first of five sessions, and the interrogatories 
were duly framed and addressed to the wit- 
nesses. The servants were chambermaids, and 
the chambermaids at the chateau were all men— 
Jean, Jacques, and Adolphe, And very stupid 
maids they were, unless Madame’s mother from 
Lyons had weighted their tongues with silver. 
But there were amusing features of the sessions. 
A chambermaid would be recalcitrant. Then 
would the majesty of the Commissioner mani- 
fest itself. He was a gentleman who had swayed 
hostile political gatherings in his own free 
country, and he could look fierce and awful on 
occasion. Drawing himself to his full height he 
would again propound the interrogatory, and 
thunder forth: “The Supreme Court of 
the State of New-York, in the United 
States of America, demands your answer, 
and will visit your contumacy with the 
statute penalty.” This invariably cowed the 
witness and he replied submissively. But Dr. 
Hippolyte Durand, pompous, fat, and deco- 
rated, was horrified that these insolent Ameri- 
cans could conceive of unseemly things happen- 
ing in the hotel over which he presided. * C'est 
impossibie,” he would declare, with his plump 
hand aloft and never the ghost cf a smile on his 
rosy, solemn face. Sometimes a very delicate 
query precipitated an unpleasant scene, when 
Mr. Fee would produce some odorous Henry 
Clays, and the petulance passed off out of 
the window in smoke. Between sessions the 
party make excursions to pinnacles and torrents 
around La Motte, and many a bottle of Burgun- 
dy from the cellars of the ch&teau was 
cracked among the mountain pines. Once the 
Commissioner, Who was a gentleman of delicate 
organization, holding that the commission 
should be clean if not godly, dared to take one 
of the La Motte baths. Whether the attendants 
were hostile to the cause of Monsieur will never 
be known, but they rolled, tumbled, rubbed, and 
abrased the Supreme Court of New-York until 
he howled with anguish, and, seizing his clothes, 
made his escape. 

The commission at the close of its labors at La 
Motte took diligence for Vizille. Madame by 
this time was exasperated to the point of solilo- 
quy. ‘* Brigands of character!" she would ex- 
claim spitefully and with a snap of her eyes; 
“they call themselves men, but they are brutes 
traducers and enemies of a helpless woman.’ 
This language when the gentlemen alighted to 
taste the local claret produced an atmospherio 
depression in the party which neither wit nor 
gallantries could clear away. And her solilo- 
guies about Monsieur were not conducive to 
sweet temper in that gentleman. ‘“ He is a 
Swiss,” she would say; “all the Swiss are false. 
He thinks he looks well with nis beard and his 
air, but he looks like a fool, But then heisonly 
a Swiss.” 

At Grenoble the commission satin a room in 
the Hotel of the Three Dauphins, where Napo- 
leon had slept after landing at Cannes during 
the memorable Hundred Days, Here a pretty 
waiter girl, Marie, was examined about a gay 
evening that Madame had passed with the ex- 
officer of Algiers, at a retired inn or brewery 
near Grenobie. Marie testified that Madame 
had once sent away her child to be alone with 
the Colonel, but what she further swore to can- 
not be set down here. The curious thing about 
this session wasthat Marie was to have been 
married on the same day toa handsome youn 
peasant whe regarded the commission that ha 
stepped in between him and his happiness with 
malevolent glances, 

Aiter Grenoble came Lyons, where the most 
interesting sessions were held. At Lyons resided 
the reputed father and mother of Madame, 
with whom she had lived during her girlhood. 
And here a little history will be apposite. Soon 
after Madame came to America with her hus- 
band she fell into a depression of spirits, which 
was unaccountable. Upon.being questioned by 
her husband she _ disclosed a romantio and 
touching story. While at school, she said, in- 
deed since the time she looked attractive in 
short frocks, flowers, presents, money, ana bon 
bons had been showered upon her from some 
unknown hand. It all made her very happy, 
but it was mysterious, and she couldn't under- 
stand it. One day when she was bud- 
ding into womanhood a grave and sol- 
dierly gentleman came to _ her and said: 
**Dear Victorine, lam your father. It is I who 
have been the donor.” It was Col Dumarais., 
She had accepted the avowal in simpie faith. 
There could be no doubt of it; she felt through 
all her veins he was ber father. She yearned 
for his companionship, Could he come to visit 
them? The softened husband consented smil- 
ingly. The ex-officer of Algiers reported and 
intrenched himself. How suspicion grew and 
festered it matters not here. The Colonel re- 
turned to France at the hint of M. Moreau. The 
following Summer Madame made a visit to 
Lyons without Monsieur. Her travels with the 
hero of Algiers were the subject of the commis- 
sion’s investigation. 

At Lyons Ool. Dumarais was set full in the 
fire of examination. It will be seen that his 
position was aay delicate. If he said he 
was Madame’s father he would compromise her 
reputed parents; if he denied that relation he 
would compromise Madame. Was rere gentle- 
man and a soldier so tortured ! hen an 
American financier is asked painful questions in 
pn examination of his business methods he 
takes off his glasses, turns the white of his eyes 
to the ceiling in meditation, and comes down 
from aloft with the emphatic response, ** I don't 
remember.” The Coilonel’s policy under fire 
was similar, but with a distinction. Asearching 

uestion was put to him by Mr. Marshall Fee, 

t touched him to the quick. 
and he ruined Madame and 
twirled his mustache, glared venomonsly at 
counsel, and sgbrieked in a_ high key: 
“That is an insult, and I shall demand 
satisfaction on the field of honor.” This 
response, often repeated, never failed to 
break down the dignity of the court. Fee had 
done battle with the sword in German univers- 
ities, and but for the absuraity of the thing 
would not have minded a bout with the soldier 
of Algiers. But the sessions at Lyons had 4 most 
pleasant and picturesque feature. On the banks 
of the Rhone, not far from the city, stood the 
Maison Rouge, an inn whose cuisine was ©6x- 
quisite and whose wines were unexceptionable. 

‘hither the commussion, Monsieur, and the 
counsel wended their way along the river banks 
when the day’s visitations were done, Under 
the trees overlooking the rushing water the 
tablecloth was spread. Each man of them had 
assigned to him his share in the preparations. 
The Commissioner went into the garden to 
select the vegetables, and out and gathe 
them with his own hands. , Monsieur, a 
connoisseur of wines, penetrated {the cellar, re- 
moved the cobwebs on the bottles. The English 
solicitor pinched the capon and picked out the 
tender chops and steaks. And jovial Marsball 
Fee betook him to the fish pond and dipped out 
the carp and eels. Of course, when the feast

EAST NEW-YORK’S CELEBRATION, 





HAPPY OVER .COMPLETED' RAPID TRANSIT: 
AND SHOWING ITS APPRECIATION, 

The Boara of Trade of the town of New- 
Lots, or East New-York, as it is generally called, 
celebrated the completion of the Brooklyn Ele- 
vated Railroadin an expansive manner yester- 
day afternoon and last night. The celebration 
began at 8:30in the afternoon. It was opened 
with an unusually fine display of Japanese day 
fireworks. For half an hour the air of East New- 
York was filled with pyrotechnic animals, and 
the aerial menagerie was witnessed with a great 


deal of pleasure by the residents of the town, 
who gathered in front of the Post Office, in 
Pennsylvania-avenue. After the animals had 
come down several fire balloons went up. Then 
a salute of a bundred guns was fired and the air 
of East New-York became so thick with smoke 
that it was with great difficulty any one could 
see the cause of all the din, 

At8 o’clockin the evening the celebration 
was continued at Schiellein’s Hall with a public 
meeting. The Lage d of the hall and the galleries 
were packed with the people who were expected 
to patronize the elevated road. The platform 
was occupied by the Board of Trade and many 
of the officials of the elevated road. Amon 
them were President Fred Uhiman, Chief Engi- 
neer Geofge B. Connell, and Superintendent 
Martin. Edward Lauterbach, counsel for the 
road, was one of the speakers. The meeting was 
called to order by C. Warren Hamilton, who 
gave a brief history of East New-York. He said 
the beginning of rapid transit dated from 
the da Montgomery Quinn ran a _ stage 
trom Bedford once a day. There was more 
transit than rapid about Mr. Quinn's stage 
line. Rapid transit received another lift when 
a stage line that ran through Broadway was 
started. The time of the start was well known, 
he said, but no man was wise enough to guess 
the hour of its arrival at its destination. To 
Austin Corbin, he thought, belonged much of 
the credit of introaucing rapid transit into Long 
Island. The crowd in the galleries applauded 
uproariously when he announced that the trip 
trom East New-York tothe City Hall in New- 
York could be made in 40 minutes and for the 
sum of 8cents. Abram 8. Hewitt, Austin Cor- 
bin, and Mayor Low regretted by letter that 
they could not be present. Edward Lauterbach 
described the celebration as an “unexpectedly 
magnificent outburst.” During the darkest 
days of the Brooklyn Blevated Road East 
New-York, he said, had stood up like one 
manin itsfavor. It had been stated, he heard, 
that the water of East New-York had bugs in it. 
The crowd roared when Mr. Lauterbach added, 
* T know nothing about water myself. To oblige 
your Chairman I tasted some and I said it was 
good. I suppose it is, but Ido not know.” He 
referred to the Board of Trade as ‘‘a shrewd 
body.” It had not built the elevated road. It 
wanted something more profitable. It induced 
others to build the road, while it puts its money 
into real estate. “* When you sell corner lots 
for $25,000," he said in conclusion, ‘*‘ drop a silent 
tear to the memory of the men who helped you 
at their own expense. And now let me ask you 
to listen to the last speech of its kind you will 
hear from the counsel of the Kings County ele- 
vated roaa.” 

Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, the gentleman in 
question, smiled er as he stepped to the 
front. ‘My friend, Lauterbach,” he said, 
“ wanted me to dropasilent tear to the memory 
of the Brooklyn Elevated Railroad. I shail not 
doit. There’s water enough in the name of 
that company now.” [The crowd yelled with de- 
light.] ‘* Whatever lack of khowledge,” con- 
tinued Gen. Woodford, ‘‘be may have, indi- 
vidually, of water, in his corporate capacity he 
isa perfect reservoir.”» Old men in the crowd 
laughed so long and loud that the speaker was 
compelled to sit down until theyefinished. Gen. 
Woodford said he had been brought to the hall 
on false pretenses. He had been invited to eat 
a dinner with the Board of Trade, and not to de- 
liver an oration. He hopedthat East New-York 
would profit by the completion of the eaeety i 4 
Elevated Railroad, as it undoubtedly would, he 
promised, by the completion of the Kings Coun- 
ty Elevated Road. The latter road would fight 
its rival by attempting to capture two-thirds of 
the passenger traffic. In addition to the speech- 
es there was music by a very fair band, and 
singing by the Brunswick quartet that was very 
warmly applauded. At the close of the meeting 
the Board of Trade and a large number of in- 
vited guests sat down to dinner at the rooms of 
the St. Nicholas Club.

A.BROOKLYN REPUBLICAN SQUABBLE. 

A lively contest ocourred in the First 
Ward of Brooklyn last evening over the elec- 
tion of members of the next Kings County 
Republican General Committee. The trouble 
was caused by what was alleged by Alderman 


Dimon and several others to be double-dealing 
on the part of Mr. William H. Williams, the 
President of the Brooklyn Young Republican 
Club. Mr. Williams was a member of the 
Nominating Oommittee of the First Ward 
Association, which selected a ticket bearing 
the name of Hugo Hirsch for member 
of the General Committee. Mr. Williams, after 
this selection, issued a circular recommending 
that Mr. W. L. Ogden be put on the ticket in 
place of Mr. Hirsch, This circular induced 
Alderman Dimon to issue an open letter, taking 
Mr. Williams to task rather severely for what he 
teamed a “mistake.” Last evening, however, 
Mr. Wliliams stated that he had signed the Ogden 
circular purposely, and that when the Nominat- 
ing Committee voted upon a question of puttin 
the name of Mr. Hirsch on the ticket he vote 
in the negative, leaving himself free to act as he 
pleased. 

The result of the primary was!the election 
by 48 majority of the independent ticket, which 
diftered from the regular one only in the sub- 
stitution of Mr. Ogden'’s name for that of Mr. 
Hirsch. It consisted of the following gentle- 
men: Joshua M. Van Oott, 8 V. White, and 
Robert F. Tilney, three years; Rossiter W. Ray- 
mond, Oliver J. Wells, and Charles W. Dreyer, 
two years; Willis L. Ogden,fand Flaman B. Cand- 
ler, one year. There were contests ina few of 
the other wards, but in every oase the regular 
ticket was elected. The new eral Committee 
will consist of 270 members. 








WANTING ANOTHER WING. 

President Morris K. Jesup and Directors 
Hugh Auchincloss, James M. Constable, H. R. 
Bishop, Oliver Harriman, and Prof. Bickmore, 
of the American Museum of Natural History, 
urged the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
mept yesterday to set apart $200,000 to enable 
the Trustees to erect another wing to the mu- 
seum.

THE ROSLYN ASSAULT. 

John Hart, who was arrested Wednes- 
day for assaulting and robbing Mrs. Firth, of 
Roslyn, was arraigned before Justice Losee, of 
that place, yesterday, and held for trial. The 
only witness examined was Silas Albertson, and 
he testified to the confession made by Hart when 
he was captured. Mrs. Firth was not able to ap- 
pear in court. Shortly after Hart’s commit- 
ment word was received from District Attorney 
Fleming that he intended to be present at the 
examination, and asking that Hart be arraigned 
on Saturday. In yiew of this request, it was de- 
cided to hold another examination, although the 
prisoner had admitted his guilt. The examina- 
tion will be held at Mineola on Saturday atl 
o‘clock. Constables Buehler and Senman had 
great difficulty in preventing some of the men 
in the crowd which followed them from inflict- 
ing serious injury on their prisoner.

N.:C.,:Deo, .17.—It: is authori- 
tatively announced’ that the: Albemarle and 
Raleigh Railroad has passed into the hands and 
ownership of the Wilmington and’ Weldon Rail- 
road Company, and after this will form a part 
of the Atlantic Coast Line, This road is in run- 


ning order from Tarborough, in Edgecombe 
County, to Williamston, in Martin County. It is 
iven out that an extension will be built from 
illiamston to Plymouth, where there isa fine 
harbor, with a water front sufficient for 


all purposes, and that a line of steam- 
ers will be put on to Baltimore and 
New-York. The Wilmington and Weldon 


Company already has a branch road running 
from Tarborough to Rocky Mount. I[t is pro- 
posed to extend it from Rocky Mount to Raleigh, 
a distance of 40 miles.

THE DOMINION LICENSE AOT. 
Toronto, Deo. 17.—A special cable dis- 
patch from London, received this afternoon, 
states that the decision of the Privy Council on 
the license question was rendered to-day. It 
upholds the Provinces-on every point and sus- 


tains the right of all the Provinces of the Con- 
federation to exolusively control the issue of 
licénses. This decision invalidates the Dominion 
act. The case was brought before the Privy 
Council on an appeal from the Supreme Court 
of Canada, which last Spring, a majority of the 
Judges concurring, decided that the Dominion 
License act was unconstitutional. The Domin- 
ion Government appealed to England. The case 
was argued at London last September. The 
Councilors agreed to report their decision to 
the Queen, and this is the result. 


MR. BERGH WANTED IN CHIOAGO. 
OxnIcAGo, Dec. 17.—There is a great deal 
of cruelty shown in the treatment of the cattle 
that are shipped to Chicago from thé country. 
Last Tuesday 55 head were receivyea at the 


stock yards oconfined in two box cars, 
where they had been crowded together 
tor 12 hours without food or drink, and 
s0 closely packed that they could neither turn 
nor fall. Seven of the animals were dead when 
they arrived, and six others were unable to 
stand. Even after the animals reach the yards 
they often suffer terribly from starvation. Last 
week a dealer in sheep was let off with a fine of 
$10 for keeping 120 sheep for three or four days 
without food or water, Cows and a may be 
seen any day ve on the ground mangled, help- 
less, and neglected.

A NOTABLE GATHERING AT THE 
ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 


“BISHOP HARRIS PRESIDES AT THE ANNUAL 


MEETING OF THE MISSIONARY SOCIETY 
—FACTS, FIGURES, AND FUN. 

The Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church held its sixty-sixth anniver- 
sary in the Academy of Music, last evening, in 
the presence of an audience that completely 
filled the great building. Bishop Harris called 
the people to order, and for three hours 
many of them listened to addresses on 
the scope, the necessity, the ability, and 
the aggressiveness of the church’s mis- 
sionary efforts. The audience was notable 
for anassemblage of its character, because of 
the large number of young and middle-aged 
people present, these outnumbering the gray- 
headed ones by three or four toone. Notable 
Methodists well along in life there were, of 
course, President D. H. Bates, of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Telegraph Company, ocoupying apro- 
scenium box; Oliver Hoyt and family one of 
the artist’s boxes, and J. B. Cornell, John 


D. Slayback, William I. Preston, the 
Hon. John. French, of Brooklyn; Judge 
E ncher, John Biliott, Henry 


W. Knight, of Brooklyn, and Banker Bangs, son 
of the Rey. Nathan Bangs, founder of the soci- 
ety, being among the best known of the laymen 
present. Among the prominent clergy were the 
Rey. Dr. Andrew a of Philadelphia; 
the Professors of the Drew Theological Semi- 
nary, the Rev. Dr. J. O. Peck and D. A. Goodsell, 
of New-Haven, Conn.; Drs. John P. Newman, 
O. H. Tiffany, Daniel Curry, and Day, of this 
city; the Rey, Mr. Partingdon, of Brooklyn, and 
nearly every Methodist minister resident in this 
olty rooklyn, Newark, Jersey City, and Ho- 
oken, 

On the stage of the Academy was a chorus of 
850 voices under the leadership of T. BE. Perkins, 
who sang a number of hymns to the accompani- 
ment of a piano and organ, and the entirely 
rors accompaniment to such singers fur- 
nished by the Park Family of Boston, four 
= ladies and a gentleman, who played on 

rass instruments. Addresses were made by 
Bishop Hurst, the Rev. Dr. Buckley, editor 
of the Christtan Advocate, and Gen. Clinton 
B. Fisk, and statements regarding the work of 
the society were made by the Secretary, the 
Rev. Dr. Reid, and the Treasurer, J. M. Phillips. 
The addresses of Gen. Fisk and Dr. Buckley 
were received with the most favor, that of the 
latter especially bristling not only with facts 
and figures, but with anecdotes and ministerial 
jokes which put the audience in the best 
of humor, Their pride, as Methodists, in 
the work of their society was ap- 
pealed to by a clever defense of the 
people against the critical and carping 
ministers, who accuse the members of not con- 
tributing as liberally as they ought to mission- 
ary funds. Dr. Buckley held that no church 
with a membership of 2,000,000 the very great 
majority of whom were poor people could be 
called stingy which hadin one year contributed 
nearly $1,000,000 for foreign missions. The 
total contribution to the society by church 
members since its organization by the 
Rev. Nathan Bangs, 66 years ago, aggregated 
$19,026,615, of which amount over $17,500,000 had 
been contributions put into boxes in the various 
churches and Sunday schools. This sum in- 
cluded no legacies, endowments, or interest 
upon such missionary funds, but was whol] 
gifts from living members of the church. It 
was also exclusive of the vast sums raised for 
home missions, church extension, women’s mis- 
sion work, and various other like aoe 

Had Chaplain McCabe taken up his collection 
at the conclusion of this address the $80,000 
raised last evening would probably have been 
considerably increased, but Bishop Hurst fol- 
lowed Dr. Buckley ina long talk, during which 
about half the audience left the Academy. The 
Chaplain managed, however, to secure some lib- 
eral gifts, including $2,500 from the Meth- 
odist church at Stamford, Conn.; $2,000 
from one Pennsylvania district; a promise 
of an inorease of $1,000 from three other dis- 
tricts; a gift of a like amount from a gentleman 
who would not allow the announcement of his 
name; 81,200 from the Hedding Church, Jersey 
City; a Jarge number of gifts of $500 each from 
Sunday schools in all parts of the country, and 
several batches of $500 subscriptions raised in 
churches Hastand West by subscriptions of $5 
each by 100 persons, ‘There was one gift of $3, 
raised by Chaplain McCabe from a_large 
number of personal friends. The Exeter 
Sunday School, of Baltimore, subscribed 
$150, a Chicago Sunday school $500, a Connecti- 
cut Sunday school a similar sum, the aap i 
(N. J.) church subscribed $200, and the Irvington 
(N. J.) church $125. George J. Hamilton, ofithis 
city, subscribed $100, as did four others, whose 
names were not announced. D. H. Bates gave 
$50, and there were a host of contributors of 
$25, $20, $10, and smaller amounts each. All of 
these sums were announced to be the nucleus 
for a subscription of $1,000,000 to be raised and 
expended in foreign mission work during the 
coming fiscal year.

DENNIS E. M’CARTHY. 

Dennis BE. MoCarthy, editor and propri- 
etor of the Virginia City (Nevada) Chroniole, 
and one of the best known and most popular of 
the journalists of the Pacific coast, died on 
Wednesday night in Irvington, Alameda Coun- 
ty, Cal. Mr, McUarthy was one of the old 
pioneers of California and Nevada, going to the 
coast in 1848, at the outbreak of the gold fever, 
and “roughing it.” like all the early settlers, 


in the mining camps. He finally drift- 
ed to Virginia City, Nev., and was em- 
ployed on the Enterprise, of that city, as 
a reporter. His companions in gathering 
the news of the satning, camp were Samuel L. 
Clemens, (Mark Twain,) then a young and com- 
paratively unknown writer, anda William 
Wright, (the ‘“‘Dan de Quille” of the Pacific 
coast,) who still works as a reporter on the 

aper, though he is an old and gray-haired man. 

cCarthy was full of wit, a jrilliant writer, 
and of an entertaining social disposition, and he 
soon became recognized as one of the best re- 

orters and most popular men on the Comstock. 

e was a practical joker of the most incor- 
rigible type, and was the author of the mock 
robbery to which Mark Twain was sub- 
jected one dark night on_ the _ “ Divide,'’ 
between Virginia and Gold Hill, where he was 
relieved of his watch and all his spare cash by 
McCarthy and his jolly companions, and only 
secured the return of his valuables on condition 
that he shoulda spend the money in treating the 
boys, a condition which waa faithfully executed. 
In 1869 Mr. McCarthy attracted the attention of 
Charles De Young, who was then pushing for- 
rancisco Chronicle to a fore- 
Pacific coast jour- 


ward his San 
most plave among the 
nals. He secured Mr. McCarthy as _his 
managing editor, and during the four 
years that he occupied this position he raised 
the Chronicle from a comparatively common- 
place paper to the position of a popular and 
prosperous journal. He was Mr. De Young's 
right band man until 1873, when he returned to 
Virginia City, and purchased the Chronicle, a 
Democratic evening paper and the organ of the 
Democrats in Nevada. This journal he conduct- 
ed successfully until his death. Mr. MoCarthy 
was a member of the last National Convention 
which nominated Grover Cleveland to the Presi- 
dency, and was one of the committee appointed 
to go to Albany and notify Mr. Cleveland of his 
selection as the Democratio standard bearer. He 
was about 55 yoars old.

THE REV. WINTHROP H. PHELPS. 

The Rey. Winthrop H. Phelps, who died 
on Tuesday, at his residence, No. 206 West Twen- 
ty-third-street, was born at Albany, N. Y., in 
1818. Soon after his birth the family removed 
to Hartford, Conn., where they remained till 
1829, when they came to this city. Four years 
later Mr. Phelps entered the University of 


New-York, and after graduating, studied for 
the ministry. His first pastoral charge was a 
small Congregational church near Saratoga 
Springs, where he preached a little more than a 
aa Then he accepted a call to Hillsdale, N. 

. While there he married Mrs. Lucy F. Benja- 
min, who survives him. After leaving Hillsdale 
he was settied at Curtisville, Mass., at Montrey, 
Mass., and at Riverton, Conn., remaining in each 
place two orthree years. In 1862 he was ap- 
pointed Chaplain of the Second Connecticut 
Heavy Artillery, which position he held till the 
close of the war. Hethen purchased a farm at 
South Egremont, Mass., where he lived until 
three years ago, when hecame to this city. Dur- 
ing his residence in New-York Mr. Phelps did po 
active pastoral work, but was engaged in writ- 
ing a theological work on the ** Threefold Nat- 
ure of Man,” which, at the time of his death was 
nearly ready for publication.

THE INDIANA REPUBLICANS. 








ACTIVE STEPS'TO BE TAKEN TO CARRY THE 
STATE NEXT FALL. ‘ 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 17.—In pursu- 
ance toa call issued by the Republican State 
Central Committee a gathering of more than 
100 prominent and representative members of 
the party, from all parts of the State, met 
here to-night‘€to take the preliminary steps to- 
ward organizing for the campaign of 1886. The 
Hon. John C. New, Chairman of the committee, 
presided. The interchange of opinion was free 
and full, and all the speeches indicated the ut- 
most confidence among the rank and file of re- 
deeming the State next year. The reasons for 
this feeling were generally stated to be 
the existence of deep-seated dissensions 
among the Democrats, who are dissatisfied 
with the Administration and who occupy their 
time by sitting around the village store stove, 


bemoaning the hard times and lamenting the 
meagreness of offices, which prevents them all 
from getting a job under the Government. In 
addition to this there isa feelingof despond- 
ency over the death of Vice-President Hen- 
dricks and a fear that the contest for 
succession to leadership will prove disastrous. 
Another reason for tbe confidence of the Re- 
ublicans is the fact that almost invariably since 
860 the outs have carried the State in 
the off years, and they see no reason 
to doubt that the usual programme will 
be enacted in the next campaign. It was 
decided to hold county mass_ meetings 
in every county seat on Jan. 80 next, at which 
one delegate from every voting precinct in the 
county shall be chosen to attend Congressional 
district conventions on Feb. 11, at which the 
members of the new State Central Commit- 
tee shall be selected. At the county meetings the 
several Oounty Committeemen shall be named, 
so that an entire new organization shail be per- 
fected directly from the voters interested. his 
is a radical departure from the method hereto- 
fore in vogue for selecting these committee- 
men, but it is believed that by enlisting the 
active co-operation of every Republican in 
the State in the matter an _ interest 
will be invoked that shall be productive 
of the best results. The State Central Commit- 
teemen thus chosen will meet at Indianapolis 
Feb. 25 and organize forthe campaign. There 
was no talk at the meeting of candidates or the 
conyention, but all expressions beard favored 
the holding of alate convention. The date will 
probably be fixed for some time in September. 








AN ALL NIGHT MEETING.

AN EXCITING CONTEST FOR THE PRESI- 
DENCY OF A GERMAN ASSOCIATION. 
With the prudence characteristic of the 
German, the proprietor of Beethoven Hall 
secured from Capt. McCullagh the services of a 
Sergeant and a platoon of policemen last 
night before opening the hall for the meeting 
of the German-American Independent Citizens’ 
Association. When the meeting was called to 
order by School Commissioner Tamsen, the blue- 
coated minions of the law stationed themselves 
about the hall, and fora few moments relapsed 
into the ordinary quietude of the average po- 


liceman, but the excited Germans were so 
noisy that a row seemed always imminent, 
and this kept the guardians of the peace on 
the alert. The occasion of the meeting was 
the election of officers for the ensuing year, and 
all went well until the Seoretary omitted to call 
the roll from the Third Assembly District. As 
this district was solid for Edward Grosse, one of 
the candidates for President, this action led to 
trouble at once. The Secretary explained that 
the district had not been called because the ine 
spectors’ certificate of the election of delegates 
had not been sworn to, and further that one of 
the inspectors had sent inan affidavit that he 
was not a member of the association. 

President Tamsen ruled peomeeey that the dis- 
trict could not be called, and this broucht Mr. 
Grosse to his feet at once. In an impassioned 
speech he declared that he had personally ob- 
tained the sworn certificute of the inspectors, 
and handed it to the Secretary of the dis- 


trict. He appealed, amid a tremendous 
hubbub, as nearly every one in the 
hall was  howlin for recognition, and 
asked the delega not to permit the 


district to be disfranchished, and was ably 
seconded in this by ex-Justice Otterbourg, who 
declared that the certificate had been stolen, in 
order that the district should not be wunrepre- 
sented. On being sharply called to order he said 
the German language was too poor to otherwise 
describe the means employed to defraud the 
district. He, too, was interrupted: as had 
been his_ predecessors, and the vigilant 
Sergeant looked on hopefully, all the indica- 
tions pointing to e row before the close. After 
vigorously thumping the table with his cane, 
the President reiterated his decision, which was 
sustained on an appeal by a vote of 145 to 120. 
The ordinary committees were then acpi 
and during their deliberations resolutions were 
adopted thanking President Cleveland for his 
Pos mat 2 to office of Franz Sigel and Jacob 
ichoenhof, both members of the association. 
At midnight the Committee on Permanent Re- 
organization brought in two reports, one in 
favor of Samuel D. Sewards and a second for 
Edward Grosse for President. By this time most 
of the delegates had become harmoniously in- 
clined, and the election proceeded quietly. At 
lo’clock this morning the vote for President 
had been canvassed, resulting in the election of 
Mr. Sewards by a vote of 141 to 123. As there 
were still a dozen more officials to be voted for 
anda certainty of a contest over each one, the 
probabilities were good at 1 o’clock that the last 
— would not be canvassed before breakfast 
me.

From an Interview with Jamrach, the Dealer, in 
the Pall Mall Gazette. 

I have nolions at present; in fact, I don’t 
care to keep them in stock; they are much too 
expensive. You see the market is well supplied 
und is even suffering from a glut. Lions used 
to come in large numbers from the Cape, but 


colonization has driven them into the inte- 
rior, and the heat of the interior seems to 
bleach the beautiful black mane which is the 
distinguishing feature of the South African 
lion, and the black mane isscarce. After all, 
the lion is buta show beast. The Soudan war 
has stopped for a time one of the chief 
sources of the lion supply. Before the 
war it was customary for any one in 
the business, who was necessarily a capitalist, 
to equip a caravan of his own, with which he 
traveled. He would go forth into the desert and 
buy from the native hunters until he hae asuffi- 
cient number, and then make his way to Suakin 
and ship to Trieste or elsewhere. Abyssinia, of 
course, supplies a great many, and these are col- 
lected either by the natives or by professional 
dealers. But the business is full of risks. The fact 
is, lions breed like cats, and I know one French 
showman who has 28 in one menagerie. But 
animals ** bred in’ are liable to many diseases, 
and suffer from malformations, bandy legs, weak 
noe and are not to be compared to the forest- 
red lion.

AN OLD FIREMAN: GONE, 


THE DEATH-OF EDWARD BUNNELL, ,..LONG 
IDENTIFIED WITH THE VOLUNTEERS, 
Edward Bunnell, who was prominently 
identified with the old Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment, died at the Putnam House yester- 
day morning. He had been suffering from 
a complication of diseases for a num- 





ber of years, but his sickness only as- 
sumed ®& dangerous spect about six 
months ago, when he was forced to 


take to his bed. Ouring the last months 
of his life, the gray-haired veterans who used to 
run with the ‘‘ masbeen” in their boyhood days, 
visited the hotel and made matters as pleasant 
as possiblo by relating anecdotes of the daya 
when steam fire engines and a paid department 
were never thought of. The old veteran en- 
joyed immensely any good “fire story,” and 
when suffering severe pains a humorous story 
of that character would cause the “old man,” 
as he was familiarly termed, to laugh aloud, 

Mr. Bunnell was bornin thls city in 1826. When 
23 years of ago he joined Engine No. 41—* Old 
Stag’’—whose headquarters was at the corner 
of Delancey and Attorney streets, ‘*Old Stag” 
was the pride of the east side, and had the 
record of being theonly “*masbeen”’ tnat couid 
get to _a fire quicker than Americus No, 6, 
** Bill” Tweed’s famous “* Big Six.” In 1853 Bun- 
nell helped to organize Tompkins Hose, No. 16. 
Headquarters were secured at Houston and Co- 
lumbia streets, and nearly oe shipwricht of 
prominence on the east side handled the rope of 
this carriawe. Bunneli was made foreman. He 
took a prominent part in all the large fires, and 
he was afterward elected a Fire Commissioner, 
He served two terms in this capacity, and held 
office when the old department was mustered 
out of existence in April, 1865. His colleagues 
were William M. Tweed, John J. Gorman, Henry 
Wilson, and Thomas Flanders, 

In he bought “The Gotham,” a well 
known landmark, now gone, on the Bowery, 
opposite First-street. At this resort all of the 
fire laddies used to congregate and tell stories 
by the hour while sipping their hot toddies. 
Bunnell remained proprietor of this establish- 
ment for two years. The place got into bad re- 
pute through a number of gamblers, who 
made if their headquarters, and Bun- 
nell sold it on this account. Another exouse he 
used to give was that he “couldn’t attend to 
fires and business,” so he thought he would give 
up the “business.” After this he paid more 
attention to fires. He also took an active part 
in local politics and was the Tammany leader in 
the Seventeenth Ward. During 1863 he kept a 
sutier’s store in Washington, under en. 
Cochrane. In 1864, during the Fulton 
Bank fire, Bunnell showed good judg- 
ment. The fire was gaining rapidly on the men 
at work. All the available engines in this city 
were called out, but they could not get the 
flames under control. A consultation was held 
by the Commissioners, and Bunnell favored the 
scheme of sending foraid rrom the Brooklyn de- 
partment. They were too proud to do this, and 
laughed at his suggestion. Bunnell, however, 
went personally to Chief Decker and asked him to 
make the request. It was done, Engines came 
over from Brooklyn, and witn this aid, what 
promised to be a disastrous confiavration, was 
averted. When the paid department came into 
existence, Bunnell entered the tin roofing bus- 
iness with “Tea” Donovan, who was foreman 
of Tompkins Hose after Bunnell resigned to 
accept the position of Commissioner. They did 
a flourishing -business, but in 1867 Bunneli sold 
out his interest to open a public house in 
Philadelphia. He opened a saloon in that city 
on Tenth-street, below Chestnut, and it was a 
resort for sporting men about town. George 
Mountjoy, another New-York fireman, was his 
partner in this venture, He remained in Phila- 
delphia until 1878, when he returned to this city. 
Since his return he has resided at the Putnam 
House. He was one of the founders <of the 
Veteran Firemen’s Association, and was a Di- 
rector at the time of his death. 

Funeral services will be held at the residence 
of Sheriff Davidson, No.8 Van Nest-place, to- 
morrow evening at 5 o’clock, The Sheriff was a 
warm and persona! friend of the deceased. The 
interment will take place in Cypress Hills Cem- 
etery Sunday morning. It will be private.

“THE LOW PRICE OF COPPER. 





To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Your issue of the 8th of November con- 
tains a very interesting article on the cheap 
price of copper in tnis country and of Chili 
copper bars in England. 

In submitting the following statistics I intend 
to demonstrate that all the unfavorable reports 
from English sources during the last year have 
not been‘made in good faith, but were designed 
to bear the English market to the detriment of 
American copper producers. However, success 
granted these efforts, and we have seen the price 
of Chili bars declining from £54 to £39 per ton 
of 06 per cent. copper, thus reducing earnings 
of our producers, the latter having sold part of 
their material in Hurope based on the current 
price of Chili bars. The reports{circulated, and 
ostensibly believed, have been (1) an enormous 
accumulation of stock in Europe; (2) an enor- 


mous increase of production in 1885, and subse- 
quently apprehended larger shipments of fur- 
nace material to Europe. Result, the lowest

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STEPS TO SECURE THEM PRIORITY 
IN THE CIVIL SERVICE. 
SOLDIERS AND CIVIL SERVICE REFORMERS 
INDORSE A BILL DRAWN BY WALTER 
HOWE FOR PRESENTATION AT ALBANY, 


A subject that will engage the attention 
of the Legislature this Winter, and one which 
ought to provoke no friction if properly han- 
dled, will be the bestowal of additional advan- 
tages upon those honorably discharged veterans 
who seek to enter the publio service of the 
State. It would seem that an amendment 
of some sort to the civil service law, giving 
enlarged recognition to this deserving class, is 
bound to pass the next Legislature and receive 
the Governor's signature. The two political 
parties are pledged to such an idea in their plat- 
forms, and the representatives of neither are 
likely to lose the opportunity of presenting its 
embodiment in the shape of an amendment to 
existing laws. 

The Republican plank reads as follows: 

“*Honorably discharged soldiers and sailors who are 
shown by competitive examination to possess the 

requirements should be given the prefer- 
ence in certification and appointment.” 

The plank inthe Democratic platform reads 
thus: 

* We are in favor of such legislation as 1 insure 
to honorably discharged soldiers and sailors of the late 
war for the preservation of the Union priority in cer- 
tification under the civil service laws and regulations 
of this State and the cities thereof, and, upon passing 
such examination successfully, priority in certification 
and ap; tment over al! other persons.” 

The spectacle of a flery demagogue like Earl, 
of Brooklyn, posing as the mouthpiece of the 
veterans last Winter, was very humiliating to 
hundreds of old soldiers, The veterans asa 
body were misrepresented by his attitude and 
by his demagogic declarations, Some of the 
more thoughtful and infivuential of their num- 
ber are desirous of preparing and presenting to 
the next Legislature, in the name of their entire 
organization, an amendment that will secure to 


the veterans their exact rights; that will en- 
able them to maintain an attitude of independ- 
ence toward the spoils seeking politician and 
one whose spirit, at the same time, will not clash 
with the advanced public sentiment of to-day. 
The Veterans’ Rights Union, which needs no in- 
troduction to the Grand Army of the Republic, 
and the Union Veterans’ Union, of Brooklyn, 
have the subject under consideration, and have 
taken several steps which are interesting. The 
result of it all will, it is thought, be to cause dis- 
cussion and to fix public opinion in advance of 
the operations of illy informed legislative com- 
mittees, 

Soon after the election Secretary Thomas Bell, 
of the Veterans' Rights Union, in behalf of the 
association, wrote Assemblyman Walter Howe, 
asking if he would give the veterans the benefit 
of his legislative and legal experience in fram- 
ing an amendment to the civil service law. 
What was wanted, wrote Mr. Thomas, was “a 
bill which the union can reasonably present as 
embodying the principle of giving the prefer- 
ence to honorably discharged soldiers 
and sailors of the late war, in oivil 
employment, under the civil service laws 
of the State; a bill which shall recog- 
nize the services of this class of citizens, who 
only ask a fair show in the race for life.” Cer- 
tain correspondence between Mr. Howe, while 
a candidate for Senator in October last, and 
Corporal Tanner, in which the former's views 
upon the rights of veterans were accorded gen- 
eral commendation, had much to do with his 
selection as an adviser. He replied to Mr. 
Thomas that he would cheerfully undertake to 
serve the association by drawing such a bill as 
was suggested. Mr. owe is a member of 
the Executive Committee of the Civil Service 
Reform Association, and he laid the matter be- 
fore the committee at its next meeting, and sug- 
gested the appointment of a subcommittee to 
confer with a similar committee of the veterans. 
The committee was appointed. It is compcsea 
of George W. Greene, Chairman; Walter Howe, 
Theodore Roosevelt, Charles Collins, and George 
William Curtis, The veterans’ committee is 
composed of Nicholas W. Day, Joseph W. Kay, 
Walter Mathieson, and Thomas B. Odell, repre- 
senting the Veterans’ Rights Union, and Dr. J. 
T. Burdick, of the Union Veterans’ Union. 

Several meetings were held, at which the feat- 
ures of a bill drawn by Mr. Howe were discussed 
and agreed upon. These features have received 
informal consideration by members of the 
Veterans’ Rights Union and of Kings County 
Grand Army posts, and have generally been in- 
dorsed. With the exception of George William 
Curtis, who was prevented from attending any 
of the meetings, and! whose position is not yet 
fully defined, the members! of the reform asso- 
ciation’s subcommittee are in entire accord with 
the amendments proposed by the Howe bill. The 
members of the veterans’ committee were 
coy satisfied with it. The bill will be re- 
porte back to the reform association 
which body, at its next meeting, will 
doubtiess take action upon it, The association 
sf recoguize the strong ——— sentiment 
which found expression in the two Saratoga 
platforms and decide to offer no objection to its 
passage at Albany. The views of the subcom- 
mittee tind sympathizers in Oarl Schurz and 
other prominent friends of reform. Many of 
those citizens who have taken the most active 
part in promoting civil service reform believe 
this bill does not call for any sacrifice of 
principle, preserving as it does the competitive 
feature. The criticism directed against it with- 
in reform ranks is that it isa concession to one 
class in the community (the soldiers) and it may 
open the way to another class seeking exemp- 
tions. The furtherargument against it by the 
same stern critics is that itis a violation—a mild 
one to be sure—of the strict theory of appoint- 
ments for merit only. 

The bill itself is appended. The italicized por- 
tion of its first section are the proposed amend- 
ments to the existing law. The second section 
is new matter entirely: 

AN AOTto amend chapter four hundred and ten of 
the Laws of one thousana eight hundred and eighty- 
four, entitled “ An act'to amend chapter three hundred 
and fifty four of the Laws of one thousand eight hun- 
dred and eighty-three, entitled ‘An act to regulate 
and _epeore the civil service of the State of \ew- 

or ’” 


The people of the State of New-York represented in 
Senate and Assembly do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1 Section four of chapter four puageet 
and ten of the Laws of eighteen hundred and eighty- 
four, entitled “An act to amend chapter three hun. 
dred and fifty-four of the Laws of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-three, entitled ‘An act to regulate and 
improve the civil service of the State of New-York,’”’ 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Src. 4 In grateful recognition of the servicas, sacri- 
fices, and sufferings of sons who served in the y 
or navy of the United Btates in the late war, and have 
been honorably discharged therefrom they shall be 
certified by the miner or Board of Examuners, as the 
case may to the appointing officer or other appointing 
power and shall be preferred for appointment to posi- 
tions in the civil service of the State and of the cities 
affected by this act and the several acts hereby amended 
over ali other persons, provided their qualifications and 
fitness shall have been ascertained as provided under this 
act and the several acts hereby amended, and the per- 
son thus preferred shall not be disqualified from hold- 
ing any position in said civil service on account of his 
age nor A reason of any physical disability, provided 
such disability does not render him incompetent to 
perform the duties of the position applied for. 

SEC. 2. Said chapter four hundred and ten of the 
Laws of eighteen hundred and elzhty-four is hereby 
amended by adding thereto the following: 

SEc, 5. henever it shall appear aiter a competitive 
examination for appointment to a position in the civil 
service of the State or of the cities affected by this act, 
and the several acts hereby amended, that more than 
one such honorably discharged soldier or sailor is 

ualified to fill the same, the Examiner or Board of 

xaminers, as the case may be, shall certify for ap- 
pointment to the appointing officer or other appointing 
power trom among such honorably discharged soldiers 
or sailors whose qualifications and fitness have been 
ascertained as aforesaid those graded highest as the 
results of such examination. 

Suc. 8. This act shal) take effectimmediately. 

This bill differs altogether from the notorious 
Ear! bill. Itseffectis to preserve the competi- 
tive feature, the feature which has always been 
demanded by the promoters of civil service re- 
form. In this respect its provisions are in sharp 
contrast witb those of the Earl bill of last Win- 
ter, which provided for the appointment of 
veterans without any competitive examination, 
or, indeed, without any examination whatever 
by the head of adepartment. The Kar! bill os- 
tensibly left existing civil service statutes 
upon the books, but practically abrogated 
the whole law, because after a vacancy 
had been certified to the Civil Service Commis- 
sioners, and an examination as required by law 
had taken place, and the successful applicants 
had been certified to the appointing power, they 
might be coolly informed that in the meantime 
the place had already been filled by the og se 
meént of a veteran personally known to the head 
of a department or his political supporters. The 
Howe bill has no feature in common with the 
Ear! bill. It gives absolute priority in certifica- 
tion to those who pass the examination and abso- 
lute priority.in appointment. 

An inquiry would be natural as to the 
operations of the bill and its effect amonga 
class of applicants where one soldier passes to- 
gether with one or more civilians. In sucha 
case, under this bill, the soldier would receive 
the appointment. In a case where several 
soidiers and several civilians passed, the ap- 
pointing officer must select one of the certified 
soldiers in preference to the civilian. The law 
requires in such examinations that three names 
shall be certified to the appeinting officer for 
appointment. The section under which the ap- 
pointing officer must make his selection is sec- 
tion 2 of the civil service law of 1888, which 
reads: 

* Allthe offices, pinces. and employments 60 arranged 
or to be arranged in classes shall be filied by selections 
from among those graded highest as the results of 
such competitive examinations.” 

The foregoing applies with full force where 
there are more applicants who pass than the 
three successful soldiers. In such a case the 
three soldiers woula be certified, and the ap- 
pointing power could select any one of the 
three, a freedom of choice which is permitted by 
the existing law. . , 

The section of the civil service law that has 
caused all the trouble and has led to the circu- 
lation of a vast amount of misinformation 
about civil service reform methods, is section 4 
of chapter 410 of the Laws of 1884, the very sec- 
tion that the Howe bill seeks to amend. That 
section provides that the soldiers and sailors 
**sball be preferred for appointment to positions 
in the civil service of the State, and of the cities 
affected by this act over other persons (of equal 
standing) as ascertained under this act and the 
act hereby amended.” Its practical effect bas 
been to exclude the soldier, even though he 
p the minimum grade in the euemization, 
for he received no preference if he failed to stan 





among the three who had to be certified to the 
appointing officer, 

r. Howe's bill is so drawn as to leave a dis- 
cretion to the eppatnting oticer to select from 
among those certified to him by the examiners. 
While the State law fixes the number of those 
to be certified at three, the United States law 
makes it four. A justification for this freedom 
to select is found in the second annual report of 
the United States Civil Service Commission. The 
commission defended it upon two grounds: 
First, that the appointing power con- 
ferred by Oongress upon the heads of de- 
partments under the strict terms of the 
Constitution is a power of choicea, a 
right of selection from among several; second 
the head of a department knows best the kind 
of excellence needed in a particular vacancy, 
and he is therefore allowed a choice of severa 
The report concludes upon this point by saying: 
“A choice between four seems to preserve the 
authority of the appointing power, and to allow 
a sufficient variety of capacity for answerin 
the needs of the public business. For bot 
these reasons a requirement that the avplicant 

rare the highest be taken would be-indefensi- 
eC. 





A BIG SMUGGLING SCHEME. 


HOW WESTERN MERCHANTS GET POTATO 
FLOUR FREE OF DUTY. 


Customs officers bring grave charges of 
fraud against certain Western merchants, whom 
they accuse of having brought into the country 
dutiable goods from Germany under false pre- 
tenses. Chicago merchants are the chief offend- 
ers. A week ago a New-York officer, sent to 
Chicago under instructions from Special Agent 
Peck of this port, seizeda quantity of these 
goods, and investigations made before and since 
warrant the customs officers, it is said,.in declar- 
ing that the frauds committed aggregate losses 
of many thousands of dollars to the national 
Treasury. The goods fraudulently entered are 
known as potato starch and potato flour, used 
largely in curing hams in the West, serving as 


the basis for many of the popular baking pow- 
ders, and much used by contectioners, It is liable 
to a duty of 2 cents a poynd, being shipped here 
from Germany in bags containing about 220 
pounds each. There also comes from abroad 
what is known as “sifted farina,” which 
may be entered free of all duty. In New- 
York there are many importers of both 
of these goods, and until quite recently 
New-York has had a big trade in reselling the 
potato fiour to Chicago and other Western mer- 
vhants. But some time ago the Western de- 
mand suddenly fell off, and New-York mer- 
chants found themselves heavy losers by their 
investments through heavy importations, No 
evidence could be obtained to show that Chi- 
cago was importing potato flour direct without 
the use of New-York middlemen, but Chicago 
merchants all the while were showing big 
stocks of the imported goods, and at a cent or 
more per pound under the New-York price. 
This made New-Yorkers suspicious, and Special 
Agent Peck was asked to make an official inves- 
tigation. His work disclosed the fact that, 
while potato flour was not being imported, 
large consignments of sifted farina were coming 
right along, free of all duty, addressed to West- 
ern importers. 

Goods for Chicazo, New-Haven, and certain 
other inland places are classed in what is known 
as “‘intertransportation,” and sent} through to 
their destination as soon as they arrive here, 
without the interference of New-York customs 
officers. Atthe place of destination local cus- 
toms officers have charge of the goods before 
delivery, and with them rests the duty of ex- 
amination and appraisement. The “sifted fa- 
rina’ for Chicago has been receiving this sort of 
treatment, though it seems that Chicago officers 
accommodatingly gave little attention to ex- 
amining the goods, for the New-York Special 
Agents a week ago discovered that the ‘sifted 
farina” was not sifted farina at all, but regular- 
ly made potato flour, liable to a duty of 2 cents 
per pound. Two hundred bags—44,000 pounds, 
subject to a duty of $880—were seized in Chica- 
go, consigned to the Davies Warehouse and Sup- 
ply Company, of that city. Other consignments 
to the same firm were seized in this city yester- 
day, and the officers have clues to a much great- 
er quantity delivered during the past year. Ar- 
rests will be made in Chicago. A number of 
firms are suspected of participation in the 
crookedness. Not only at this port, but through 
the ports of Baltimore, Philadelphia, and Bos- 
ton, the same class of goods has been receivod 
from abroad and forwarded for “ inter-trans- 
portation” West, and over 50,000 bags are believed 
to have been smuggled in under a false entry 
within the last 12 months.

HOW GEORGE 8S WALSH WAS PUNISHED 
FOR SHOOTING MRS, THORB2. 

George 8. Walsh, who shot Mrs. Laura 
M. Thorpe in the parlor of her residence, No. 206 
West Twenty-first-street, on the night of March 
28, 1884, yesterday pleaded guilty in the Court of 
General Sessions to assault in the second degree. 
The prisoner was accompanied by his counsel, 
the Hon. Ira Shaffer and ex-Police Justice Bank- 
son T. Morgan. Thecomplainant was not pres- 
ent in court, and curiosity seekers were not 
gratified by a glimpse of her. Mr. Shaffer, after 
his client hac pleaded guilty, urged upon Judge 


Gildersieeve, who was on the bench, the advisa- 
bility of punishing the offender bya fine only. 
Walsh had been at liberty since the shooting, 
a period of nearly two years, and previous to 
the offense charged had conducted himselr 
with propriety andas became a good citizen. 
Especial stress was laid upon the fact that the 
accused was not a criminal and had never been 
charged with any offense before the law. The 
prisoner had asserted ever since the shooting 
that he was at the time so much under the influ- 
ence of liquor that he did not know what he 
did, and remembered none of the circumstances 
of the affair. Ex-Police Justice Morgan strong- 
4 urged thatthe demands of justice would be 

ully met by the imposition of afine. He said 
he bad Known Walsh for 27 years, not only as 
counsel, but as a friend, and knew him to be a 
man of good character and in no sense a criminal. 

Judge Gildersleeve asked District Attorney 
Martine if he would recommend such a disposi- 
tion of the case. Mr. Martine declined to make 
any such recommendation, but said he would 
not oppose such punishment. Then Judge Gil- 
dersleeve sentenced Walsh to pay a fine of $1,000. 
or stand committed until the fine was worked 
out at the rate of $laday. In passing sentence, 
he said this seemed to be one of the few cases 
where a fine would fill the requirements of the 
law and satisfy the demands of justice, as the 
prisoner was apparentiy not one of the crim- 
inal class. 

Walsh did not have the money with which to 
pay his fine, and was accordingly taken to the 
Tombs. Walsh and his friends say that the fine 
will be paid and he be restored to liberty. 





A SALVATION SOLDIER IN TROUBLE. 

On Monday night thestore of Westbrook 
& Stoll, at Port Jervis, N. Y.. was entered by 
thieves and robbed of a large quantity of silks, 
cloaks, silk handkerchiefs, &o. Suspicion fell 
upon Charies Beach,a native of Port Jervis, 


who went to Paterson, N. J., some time ago and 
took charge of one of the Salvation Army bar- 
racks. The polico of Paterson captured Beach 
yesterday morning. He had leftalot of goods 
at a second-hand store, the owner of which gave 
notice to the police. Among the goods were 
about 500 yardsof silk dress goods, valued at 
upward of $600, the product of the robbery of 
Westbrook & Stoll. Besides, other property 
was recovered, which is believed to have been 
stolen in some of the recent burglaries in Pater- 
son. Beach usserted that he was innocent, but 
made no objection to going to Port Jervis with 
an officer. 





A TICKET SPECULATOR IN TROURLE. 

Col. Locke W. Winchester went with a 
friend to Harrigan'’s theatre on Wednesday 
evening and purchased two tickets from James 
Lappin, a ticket speculator. The seats which 
were pointed out to him on the diagram were 
onthe right side of theaisle near the sans. 
When Col. Winchester entered the theatre he 
found that the seats were not as good as he had 
been led to expect. He sought out Lappin and 
demanded the seats he had purchased or the 
return of his money. Lappin refused and Col. 
Winchester caused his arrest. At the Jefferson 
Market Police Court yesterday a complaint of 
larceny was made against Lappin, and Justice 
Smith required him to find $300 bail for trial. 





FUNERAL OF EX-JUDGE OCLERER. 
The funeral of the late Thomas W. 
Clerke, who died at his home, No. 181 East 
Thirty-fourth-street, on Tuesday, was held at 
the house at 4:80 o’ciock yesterday afternoon. 
The services were conducted by the Rev. Corne- 


lius R. Duffie, assisted by the Rev. Arthur 
Brooks. Among the friends present were ‘Theo- 
dore Bleecker, ex-Judge Porter, John Kelly, 
and ex-Judge Charles A. Peabody. The body 
will be taken to Schenectady this morning for 
interment in the family burial plot. 





LADY ROLLE'S CHOSEN GRAVE. 
From the London Truth. 

Lady Rolle was buried on Saturday aft- 
ernoon in the little churchyard at Bicton, which 
isone of the most beautiful in England. ‘The 
family vault, in which Lord Rolle was buried in 


1842, and in which successive generations of 
Rolles have been interred for nearly three cent- 
uries, is underneath the chancel of the old 
church, but Lady Kolle left directions that she 
was to be buried in the adjoining churchyard, 
andthe grave was dug at a spot which was 
chosen by herself only a few months ago. It 
was lined with white tiles, which were covered 
all over with moss, violets, white chrysanthe- 
mums, and maidenhair ferns, the effect being 
mest charming. ‘The coffin, which was covered 
with “royal” purple velvet. was quite con- 
cealed by a mountain of wreaths, of which 
there were 80 many that, even atter the deep 
grave had been filled up with them, more than 
a dozen remained. The long procession walked 
from the mansion to the handsome new church, 
the interior of which had been hung with pur- 
ple silk and velvet. 





MANY VESSELS AND LIVES LOST. 
—__—~———_—— 
THIRTY PERSONS DROWNED DURING A TER- 
RIFIO STORM AT ASPINWALL. 

On the morning of Dec. 2, in Aspinwall, 
the sky to seaward gave indications of an ap- 
proaching storm. Steam vessels prepared to let 
go their moorings andrun out to sea if it should 
become necessary. Masters of the sailing ves- 
sels, of which there were a number at anchor in 
the harbor, let go their spare bow anchors and 
payed out extra cable in the hope of being able 
to withstand the storm. Eatly in the afternoon 
a heavy swell set in from the open sea and was 


soon followed by a squall of hurricane force. 
Then the storm began in earnest. Waves which 
looked like solid walls of water rolled in from 
the open sea and swept across the harbor, 
lifting the smaller vessels upward to a great 
height and then letting them fall until 
their keels struck the bottom. The Pacific 
Mail steamship Acapulco, which was_ lyin 
at her wharf without any cargo and ballaste 
only by her coal, cast off her lines at 4:30 P. M. 
and steamed toward the open sea, As she forced 
her way through the huge walis of water which 
swept against her bows and against the furious 
blast which opposed her, Capt. Shackford could 
see the sailing craft tugging violently on their 
cables, while sheets of spray almost buried their 
decks from sight. The German mail steamship 
attempted to put off from her dock, but was 
driven against the Royal Mail wharf where she 
lay for about an hour in a very dangerous 

osition. At length by good seamanship the 

erman Captain succeeded in heading his vessel 
around to the storm and she slowly steamed out 
into the open sea, The French and Spanish 
steamers followed. 

Tne French man-of-war Fourne! and the sail- 
ing vessels were leftgto stand up against_the 
fury of the storm as best they could, Few 
poopie ventured down to the shore. No one 

ared to send boats to the rescue of the crews of 
the sailing craft. The latter proved unable to 
cope successfully with the storm. One by one 
they were lifted up and dashed against the bot- 
tom until they became wrecks. The brig Lyn- 
ton was dashed against a ledge of rocks, where 
she caught. The next heavy sea which struck 
her tore her to pieces. The crew. with the Cap- 
tain’s wife and two children, got into their 
boat and attempted to reach the shore. 
The boat was upset and the occupants were 
thrown into the water. The Captain and all but 
two of the sailors were drowned. The Captain’s 
wife and her two children found themselves 
struggling in the water beside the upturned 
keel of the boat. The mother placed her chil- 
dren on the bottom of the boat and with them 
clung to the keel until they were rescued. She 
was bruised and almost insensible when she was 
picked up. A boat’s crew from the French man- 
of-war Fourtel attempted to save the crews of 
two of the other wrecked sailing vessels, and in 
these gallant attempts the Chief Engineer and 
another officer lost their lives, The brig 
Blanche Ortelan was lost, with all on board. 
The brig Weaver was lost, and all of her crew 
perished, with the exception of one of her 
mates, who was ashore when the storm began. 
The Norwegian bark Karnau was wrecked, and 
her crew perished with her. The Atwood, 
Holden, Ariel, Veteran, Ocean, Avelina, Stella, 
Catalina, Douglas, Tigri, and _the American 
schooners Frank Atwood, Avis, Rio Grande, and 
Mark Time and several other sailing vessels were 
also wrecked, with more or less loss of life. As 
the storm continued all day on Dec. 3 the Aca- 
pulco remained at sea. She returned to Aspin- 
wall at noon on Dec, 4, but the sea was still so 
heavy that Capt. Shackford did not dare to come 
in tothe dock. He accordingly sailed out as 
far as Port Toro, where he anchored. 

The Acapulco returned again on Dec. 6, and 
made fast to her pier, which had been somewhat 
injured during the storm. There seemed to have 
been little damage done ashore during the storm, 
although the Chagris River had risen some 20 
feet above its level. About 30 persons, Capt. 
Shackford says, perished in the harbor. Among 
the passengers who arrived on the Acapulco 
were Col, W. E. Barrows, United States Minis- 
ter H. C. Hall, and L. Taber Hernand. 





PROHIBITION OR HIGH LICENSE. 
acsineeibtesaass 
A PUBLIC DISCUSSION OF TEMPERANCE 
QUESTIONS IN BROOKLYN. 

Temperance enthusiasts, with conflict- 
ing ideas and theories about methods of dealing 
with liquor and liquor sellers, met in the Brook- 
lyn Musio Hall last night to listen to a dis- 
cussion between advocates of high license and 
men who will be satisfied with nothing but ab- 
solute prohibition. Robert Graham, of the 
Church Temperance Society, in opening the 
fight for high license, sald that he had seen 
plenty of drunkenness in Portland and Bangor, 
Me., where the prohibitory law was sup- 


posed to be enforced. There were several clubs, 
also, where very young men kept locked cup- 
boards with liquor in them. If prohibition 
could not be enforced in these two places, which 
were hardly worthy to be called cities, he 
argued, it was certainly impracticable to try it 
in big cities like New-York, where the liquor 
dealers had such a firm hold on legislation. Mr. 
Graham quoted statistics from Iowa, also, to 
show that high license laws decreased the num- 
ber of saloons and of drunkards more than pro- 
hibition did, 

Judge W.J. Groo, of this city, was the first 
speaker for prohibition. He said that there was 
no neutral groundin temperance. Men must be 
either for or against it. The Judge had statis- 
tics, too, osee, that the increase of liquor 
selling under the high license system would in 
the course of time make us a nation of drunk- 
ards. The country was full of prohibitionists, 
he said, who would never rest until they got 
what they wanted. 

John Brown Leavitt, of this we & came up as 
the second champion on the high license side, 
with the remark that it would take years to 
constitutionally prohibit the sale of liquor, and 
that meanwhile the prohibitionists had better 
go in for high license. The Rey. Wilbur F. 
Crafts, of this city, hit from theshoulder at non- 
abstaining temperance men and said that it was 
wrong even to look on wine when it was red. W. 
C. Beecher, of Brooklyn, struck at prohibition 
that did not prohibit. E. J. Wheeler, of Brook- 
lyn, said that prohibition could and should be 
made to prohibit. The meeting was under the 
auspices of the Brooklyn Temperance Union.

The 
ball was kicked off by the Canadian Captain at 
9:30 P. M., ana in less than four minutes the 


first and only pone was secured by the Newark- 
ers through theaid of Britchford, who madea 
capital shot. Canada got three successive shots 
atthe Newark goal after this, but they were 
well stopped by R. Buchanan, the goal keeper. 
F. E. Buchanan, the Canadian goalkeeper, also 
made a good stop just before half time was called. 
The forwards of the Newarkers played up 
very energetically when the ball was startea 
again, while their backs haa but little to do and 
did that badly. Two shots were made at their 
goal, but went wide. Asnrill whistle proclaimed 
the fact that time was up, and then the skaters 
again took possession, leaving the Newarks the 
victors by one goal to none.

GEN. TOOMBS'S EXILE. 
From the Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle, Dec. 16. 
Probably the most picturesque chapter 
in an eventful life was Gen. Toombs’s escape 
from his home after the war. His wife detained 
the Federal guard at the door while he escaped 
through the back yard. Taking to the woods 
he remained three days in the country, but in 
constant communication with hisfamily. Se- 


curing one of his carriage horses he rode 
through to Crawfordville to see Mr. Stephens. 
He was joined by Mr. Charles D. Irvine, of 
Washington, a close friend of the family, who 
accompanied him through his long exile, and 
was his faithful guide always. While riding in 
a boat from Mobile to New-Orleans, Gen. 
Toombs spied a man who was eyeing him close- 
ly and suspiciously. Fearing detection and im- 
prisonment Gen. Toombs called Mr. Irvine 
quietly from the deck of the steamer and said: 

* Charlie, that man knows who Iam. We must 
et rid of him, If he informs on me we are lost. 
shove him off the boat.” 

True to his friend, Mr, Irvine was preparing 
even for this emergency, when the “suspect” 
said: 

‘*] know that is Gen. Toombs. You can’t fool 
me; but you mistake me. I was under him in 
the war,and I would not betray him for the 
world.” And he did not. 

Gen. Toombs sailed to Cuba, thence to Paris, 
which he had visited before, and where he was 
joined by his loving wife, Together they made 
the journey of the Continent, and were prepar- 
ing for an Eastern tour when the Amnesty act 
of 1867 suffered Gen. Toombstoreturn. This he 
was the more anxious todo on account of the 
illness of one of his daughters. 





RUN TO COVER BY BLOODHOUNDS. 

MontoomeRy, Texas, Dec. 17.—The 
negro, Andrew Jackson, who perpetrated the 
horrible crime at Mink Prairie on Friday night, 
was run to cover yesterday by the bloodhounds 
ata point about 15 miles from the scene of the 
murder. When the dogs got the scent they fol- 
lowed him day and night for 24 bours, through 
&@ most circuitous path in the dense woods. The 
murderer waded creeks for long distances to 
throw the dogs off the scent, but they bayed 
him and he took to atree, where he was capt- 
ured by officers some hours later. He arrived 
at the county jail here last night, badly cut up 
around the legs and face from his wild chase in 
the underbrush. Itis thought that an attempt 
will be made to lynch him. 





LOTS OF FUN BUCKING ICE 


——_o————— 


AN INCIDENT OF EARLY STEAM-. 


BOATING ON THE HUDSON. 
ONE LIVELY EXPERIENCE ON THE “‘ ICE 

KING’— HOW PASSENGERS GOT ON 

BOARD WHEN VESSELS WERE RACING. 

‘““A man who has been piloting steam- 
boats on the Hudson River for thirty-odd years 
couldn't very well help meeting with some inter- 
esting adventures, but I think after all the most 
exciting times I ever had was bucking ice when 
the bulk of freight that passed between New- 
Yark and Albany used to float on sloops and 
canalboats.” 

The good nature of a Captain on one of the 
night line Hudson River freight boats saveda 
reporter from passing s dismal night in a way 
station close to the broad waters of the Tappan 
Zee, Easy gradations of good fellowship led to 
an invitation to the pilot house, some common- 
place observations on the touch of wintry 


weather, and a prediction from the Captain that 
the river boats would have to face solid ice at 
Atheus before the dawn of Christmas day. The 
veteran pilot was a little taciturn at first, as 
though he rather resented the intrusion into the 
gloom of his snug little kingdom, but, singularly 
enough, the mere mention of ice thawed him 
out, “jest as I knowed it would,” as the Captain 
afterward informed the reporter confidentially. 

“The old Norwich was always called the ‘Ice 
King,’” said the pilot, ‘**and in all my born days 
Inever saw a boat that could cut open an ice 
field like she could. I’ve seen her manya time 
get out a sloop caught where the ice was so 
thick that teams were crossing the river, The 
Norwich had a bow shaped like the runner 
of an old-fashioned bob-sled, and almost as 
sharp as an axe. We hada jolly set of fel- 
lows on board, who liked nothing better than 
an order to go up the river to get out a * freeze.’ 
It wasa profitable job for the boat, and we 
generally found a little extra in our pay 
envelopes at the end of the month. The 
Norwich used to lie up at Rondout when not 
out witha tow, so that skippers caught ina 
cold snap knew just where to find her. When 
business was brisk vessels used to run pretty big 
risks in getting out of Albany. On very col 
nights we always kept steam at full head, and 
in 10 minutes after the Captain gota telegram 
calling for help we would be on our way up the 
river. In nine cases out of ten woe found the 
sloop, or sometimes it wasa tow of canalboats, 
fast in the ice just above Athens, where there is 
a bend in the river, or somewhere between 
Athens and the islands below Castleton. 

*“*We used to fasten up everything liable to 
breakage, and then sail in full speed, bow on. 
The shock made the old boat tremble from stem 
to stern. Backing water a short distance she 
plunged in again, every blow of her sharp bow 
crunching into the ice like a woodcutter’s adze 
into a pine log. When the river was frozen solid 
and smooth we often got the vessel out of 
trouble in three or four hours, but we didn’t oft- 
en find it that way. The chances were that the 
vessel would be fast in a block of floating 
ice that held her like a vise, and 
threatened to crush her, I have seen a big 
canalboat almost hidden from view by great 
chunks of ice piled up in windrows, and as 
solid as a wall of, masonry. That 
meant business. Sometimes we bucked 
away for bours without making any perceptible 
progress, when suddenly the whole mass, 

oat and all, would come lurching down on us 
withthe force of an avalanche. Woe tothe 
man who fell overboard about that time, as our 
cook did once. We saw him fairly ground to 
death before our eyes without being able to 
help him. In three minutes usually we were 
fast to thetowand guiding her through the 
floating ice to open water, but it was the smart- 
estand most exciting kindof work getting at 
her. Sometimes we come pretty near getting 
caught ourselves, tow and all. I remember once 
that we were eight hours moving half a mile, 

“But in the six years I was on her,” contin- 
ued the pilot, “*the old Norwich never got beat 
but once. Then there was fun. We had re- 
leased one tow, and, after getting itinto clear 
water, we went back to get another one that had 
been caught sideways in the drift and was mak- 
ing rather bad business of it. The Captainrung 
for full steam, and the Norwich plunged head- 
long into the wali of ice. To our amazement 
she slid right up over the ice without as much as 
making a hole in it until her wheels were 
whirling in the clear air. Here was a fix, 
Before anything could possibly reach us we 
might be on our beam ends. To make mat- 
ters worse it came on to rain, and 
the water froze as fast as itfell. The bow stood 
out of water until the deck sloped at an angle 
of 80 degrees and was as slippery as a glacier. 
Well, we found that the ice was solid clear to 
the bottom of the river. Things began to look 
serious. 1 was sent ashore tocut a good, stout 
hickory tree, and in a few hours we managed to 
rig a very fairtoggle by putting both ends of 
the stick deep in the ice, fastening a hawser to 
the centre of it and running the other end 
around the wheel shaft. The engine was started 
slowly and the wheels began to revolve. The 
hickory creaked and groaned, and the ice held 
like iron. Ina minute the keel of the old Nor- 
wich began to slide over the smooth surface, 
and in less time than it takes to tell it we were 
off into clear water as gracefully asa new ves- 
sel goes off the stocks in ashipyard. We didn’t 
bother about the barge, I believe she went to 
pieces when the ice broke up. 

“We used to get various prices for getting 
boats out of an ice jam, all depending upon the 
owners. If the barges belonged to the old 
“White Elephant” Railroad that used to run 
north from Athens, on the west shore of the 
river, the owners paid pretty high. Contracts 
were made very much as some doctors make out 
their bills. according to the purse of the patient. 
Some jobs were taken as low as $150 and I’ve 
seen $1,500 paid for a really less amount of work 
and lessrisk. At any rate it was enough to 
ruin the profits ofatrip. Of late years the Nor- 
wich hasn’t had much of that kind of work to do, 
though they got her down to Hell Gate once to 
open up a path for the Sound steamers. I believe 
she is running from Rondout to Albany now, 
and once or twice during the Winter she makes 
herself useful in opening up the ferry between 
Rondout and Rhinebeck landing. 

* After all is said,’’ remarked the pilot, ‘* the 
big palace boats running on the river to-day 
don't make any quicker time than they did when 
I drew my first month’s pay as a deck hand. 
Some of the old boats are going to piecesup the 
river now that were flying birds in my youth, 
When my father first began to sail on the Hud- 
son River, in 1824, passengers used to go to Al- 
bany by sloop and take a week overit. When I 
was 10 years old Iwas cabinboy on his vessel, 
but the passenger steamers were monopolizing 
the traffic by thattime. Competition was so hot 
that they would not run up to a wharf 
for passengers between New-York and New- 
burg. If one man or four men wanted to get on 
board at Tarrytown they had to row to mid- 
channe! In a small boatand wait for the steamer. 
She slowed her wheels just long enough to hitch 
the small boat on to her davits, and then rushed 
on again, while some sailors at a capstan slowly 
hauled the boat, passengers and all, up the side 
of the speeding vessel. The ladies? Well, if 
they wanted to go at all they went that way. 
I bave heard lots of stories about people getting 
tipped into the river, but I never saw it happen 
but once. The rope broke then, and a fat par- 
son from Nyack wasonly saved by getting a 
boathook in the seat of his trousers. Oh, there 
was plenty of fun in those racing days. 

** Passengers used to be very timid about the 
boiler blowing up, and for a long time the big 
steamers used to tow a ‘safety barge’ for people 
who were willing to pay 50 centsextra. It was 
fitted up with staterooms just like those on the 
steamer. The boilers were made of copper then 
and cost almost as much as the rest of the vessel. 
1 never heard of a ‘safety barge’ breaking loose 
even in a storm, for they towed them with 
chains instead of ropes. I supposo the idea died 
out because it was too ridiculous. It got so at 
one time that they used torun a plank from 
the steamer to the barge, so that passengers 
could pass over when they pleased. When the 
railroad was built I thought steamboating was 
ruined, and so did most everybody else who had 
anything to do with the buats. I talked of going 
West on a farm. ,Yet I’ve never seen an idle 
day, and my boy’s working up to my place on 
this very boat.” 





KING MiLAN IN ARMOR.

When Servia first began to ferment dark 
rumors were heard that King Milan was con- 
stantly in dread of assassination, and that he 


had taken to wearing a coat of mail next his 
royal skin. Whether the King fears assassiua- 
tion or not it seems to be perfectly true that he 
wears armor, for some interesting particulars 
thereto regarding have been obtained from the 
Vienna firm which manufactured it. The coat 
of mail is hardly what a Norman warrior would 
have understood by the phrase. Next the body 
itis of the softest silk. Over this is a thick, 
tight!y compressed layer of eider down, upon 
which againis a layer of wadding; the outer 
surface is of the toughest leather. This armor 
reaches from the neck to the knees, and covers 
the arms as far as the elbows. The cost of King 
Milan's dagger and bullet proof case was £50, 
which seems to be remarkably cheap. It is no 
doubt very comfortable wear in Winter, but it 
would be aninconvenient attire fora Summer 
campaign.

TO RESTOCK VAST FORESTS.

Prince Liechtenstein and other great 
landowners in Austria have resolved to make an 
attempt to restock the vast forests of Styria 


with elks. The Prince has ordered a well known 
Hambure dealer to provide’ him with three 
herds, which will be turned out in the forests on 
his estate. The Emperor Francis Joseph, who is 
an enthusiastic sportsman of the genuine Tyro- 
lean type, heartily approves of the project. An 
experiment of a somewhat similar kind is being 
tried in Bohemia by Count Czernin-Morzin, who 
has introduced chamois from the Tyrol and 
Switzerland on the mountain range around his 
hunting seat of Marschendorf,

IOWA’S AUTOGRAPHS.

A REMARKABLE COLLECTION PRESENTED BY 
THE HON. CHARLES ALDRICH. 
Correspondence of the Omaha Bee. 

Drs Mores, Iowa, Deo. 6.—A visit to the 
State Library in the new Capito) is rewarded now 
with an opportunity tg inspeot one of the finest 
collection of au in the United States. 
This collection, known as the “ Aldrich collec- 
tion,” is the gift of the Hon. Charles Aldrich, of 
Webster City, and represents the accumulation of 
alifetime, Mr. Aldrich has been very enthusiastio 


and very assidtious in this chosen work, and has 
spared neither time nor expense to add to its 
interest and value. Realizing that compara- 
tively few could enjoy fits treasures if kept at 
his own home, he has presented the entire col- 
lection to the State, on the simple condition that 
@ suitable place be prepared and set apart for it, 
that it shall be always open to visitors, and that 
he shall have the privilege of making further 
additions to the collection. 

The collection now numbers several thousand 
autographs and beak snrvwe and some of the speo- 
imena are almost priceless in value. The auto- 
graphs of a large number of prominent people 
are accompanied by portrait engravings, adding 
much interest to the collection. In some cases 
several pictures are exhibited, showing the sub- 
ee at different ages, and in some instances his 

irthplace or other places of interest connected 
with hisname. One of the latest additions to 
the collection is the autograph of the Emperor 
of Japan—the only one in America. It was pro- 
cured through the joint services of the Hon. 
Frank Hatton (at the time Postmaster-General) 
and Mr. Bingham, the United States Minister 
to Japan. These gentlemen communicated to 
the ikado through various officiais of low 
and high degree the desire of the people of 
Iowa to have his autograph in their new State 
House. The Mikado’s signature, written on 
silk, colored with gold and bright red, fastened 
to a species of cardboard about six inches by 
eight, now rests peacefully at the top of the col- 
lection in the new library. An enterprising firm 
in Philadelphia wrote Gov. Sherman a few days 
ago making the modest request for a loan of 
his Roya! Highness’ autograph to hang in their 
shop window afew days to draw attention to 
their store. But the Mikado will not leave Iowa, 
and his official signature and compliments are 
very carefully and jealously guarded. 

Another valuable addition to tho collection 
recently received is the gift of Gen. W. T. S8her- 
man. It is the official report of what was kuown 
asthe Big Biack campaign or expedition some 
20 miles south of Vicksburg. The report, writ- 
ten in the field, is about 20 pages long, and all in 
Gen. Sherman's bandwriting, and is directed to 
Gen. Grant ee his Adjutant-General. An- 
other letter, which will always be regarded with 
peculiar interest, is_ the letter written by 
Gen. Grant to Gen. Buckner concerning the 
surrender of Fort Donelson, in which Grant 
announces “unconditional surrender” as his 
pat A terms of peace. Gen. Buckner's por- 
trait and ambogreee accompany it. The collec- 
tion is peculiarly rich in the autographs 
of American poets and scholars. All of the 
leading poets of America are represented, many 
of them with steel portraits as well as auto- 
graphs, and many of them furnish the whole or 
a part of one of their poems. Longfellow’s face 
appears in balf a dozen different portraits, 
taken at different times, and he has contributed 
in his own hand a manuscript of the poem 
“The Anon and the Song.” Oliver Wendell 
Holmes is represented by portraits and auto- 
graphs and by a proof sheet of his poem “Ave,” 
written for the Atlantic Monthly, marked with 
the typographical corrections in his own 
hand. Accompanying the portrait and auto- 
graph of James Russell Lowell is the 
manuscript in his hand of his poem, 
“The First Snowfiake.”” Thomas Buchanan 
Read sends the first stanza of his famous 
lines on ‘Sheridan's Ride.” Bret Harte con- 
tributes a stanza ot the poem that includes the 
well-known lines—‘* For ways that are dark and 
tricks that are vain, the heathen Chinee is pe- 
culiar.” There are half a dozen portraits of 
Horace Greeley, taken at different ages, and an 
interesting letter from him, and a facsimile of 
the editoria) he wrote on “* The Arctic Calamity.” 
Ella Wheeler Wilcox sends in her own writing 
her poem “The Creed,” while accompanying 
the portrait of Mary N. Murfree, the now 
famous ‘‘Charies Egbert Craddock,” is a 
setter from her to her publishers thanking 
them for a present of a Longfellow calendar. 
There is an interesting letter from Bayard Tay- 
lor, a part of a poem from Edmund Clarence 
Stedman, aletter from Fita Greene Halleck, a 
letter from Nathaniel Hawthorne, one from FE, 
P. Whipple, one from Jean Ingelow, one from 
John G. Saxe, one from Whittier, and one from 
Charles Dickens. Tbe author of ‘“ Proverbial 
Philosophy,” Martin Farquhar Tupper, is repre- 
sented by a part of a poem on ‘Self Reliance.” 
Grace Greenwood sends a favorite poem. R. H. 
Stoddard contributes a verse. Anna Dickinson 
sends with her portrait the sentiment, * The 
world belongs to those who take it,"” 

There are many letters in the collection which 
poseane far more than mere autographioc value. 

hus the heroic struggles of Unton women dur- 
ing the war are recalled by a letter written b 
Susan B. Anthony from the office of the anti- 
slavery society in New-York City in 1863, urging 
upon a fellow-worker to do all that is possible 
to uphold the hands of the Government and en- 
courage the soldiers in the field who are fighting 
forthe Union. There is a modest letter from 
Will Carleton, the poet, to the managing editor 
of Harper's Weekly, asking if there jis any place 
in that paper for one of his ballads, which he 
incloses. Old John Brown, whose soul goes 
marching on, is represented in the collection by 
a large portrait, anda long and interesting 
letter written during exciting times. There isa 

roof page from one volume of Bancroft's His- 

ory of the United States, with the typographical 
corrections marked in the margin, just as he 
sent it back to the printers. There is an interest- 
ing letter from Josiah Quincy, President of Har- 
vard College, written in 1837. A fine portrait of 
Victor Hugo, accompanied with his autograph 
aud a few words of compliment, were obtained 
through the kindness of the Hon. Levi P. Mor- 
ton, late Minister to France, 

The whole fleld of American literature is most 
admirably represented. Besides those already 
mentioned, there are letters or autographs from 
nearly every prominent poet, novelist, and 
magazine writer in the cng ad American 
humorists are represented by Mark Twain, B. P. 
Shillaber, (Mrs. Partington,) Artemus Ward, 
Nasby, and Burdette. The poets of Europe are 
represented by Goethe, Schiller, Tennyson, Tom 
Moore, Campbell, and others, and historians by 
Edward A. Freeman, Ranke, whose ‘** Popes” 
are famous the world over; Curtius, of Berlin, 
whose history of Greece every college boy is 
supposed to have read; Mommsen, whose 
**Rome” is equally famous and valuable, and 
many other popular writers. The scientists in- 
clude Darwin, Huxley, Spencer, Audubon, 
Agassiz, Humboldt, and many other names 
famous in the New World and the old. 

There are autographs of a long line of Amer- 
ican statesmen, including all the Presidents of 
the Unitea States and the most prominent poli- 
ticians of the country. The autographs of 
Queen Victoria, the a of Lorne, and many 
other lords and ladies of highSdegree abroad lie 
with great democratic familiarity against the 
names of the untitled lords of America. The 
Confederacy is represented by letters from Jeff 
Davis and other prominent rebels. An interest- 
ing autograph is that of the great railroad king, 
Tom Scott, It is signed to an annual pass over 
the Union Pacific Railroad from Omaha to Og- 
den and return, and bears the signature of Scott 
as President of the road. It was issued to a for- 
mer member of Congress from Iowa. This col- 
lection, so rich and rare in many lives, is receiv- 
ing constant additions that add to its value. Mr. 
Aldrich, who founded it, has just sailed for Eu- 
rope to obtain several important autographs 
that he has not yet had.

AN OLD-TIME CONGRESSMAN. 
ne nn nee 
AN INTERESTING OLD GENTLEMAN WHO 
SERVED EARLY IN THE FIFTIES. 
From the Lewiston (Me.) Journal. 

In an eld-fashioned square house, ap- 
proached by a moss-grown walk, in the quaint 
German town of Waldoborough, a tall and court- 
ly old school gentleman, with his soft gray hair 
twisted in a cue on the top of his head, re- 
ceived me and another caller last Saturday. This 
gentleman was the Hon. Isaac Reed, who 40 
years ago was one of the most influential of 
Maine’s public men and one of her leading ship- 
builders. He has served his State in Congress, 
in the Legislature, in the Treasury, and in other 


offices. He is 76 years old now, and has retired 
from active !ife. As the shadows deepen around 
him he sits in his armchair by the open fire and 
reads the Boston Post, or rides over to his farm, 
whose sloping acres he can see from his library 
window. 

It is a large, square, and congenial room where 
the venerable ex-Congressman sits. Daniel 
Webster looks down on him out of those great 
eye-caves from over the mantel. Webster was 
in the Senate while Reed was in the House, 
**I remember well the last time I saw Daniel 
Webster,” said Mr. Reed: ‘He was leaning 
against a pillar in the Senate chamber with his 
head bent down. He looked haggard and mel- 
ancholy. His face made such an impres- 
sion on me that can see it and pity 
it as well to-day as I could then.” Another 
striking picture on the wall is that of 
the famous Mose McDonald, with his hich 
brow and thick crest of hair rising from 
it, and strong bandsome face. McDonald was 
in Congress with Mr. Reed, and_subseguently 
became Collector of Portiand. Mr. Reed con- 
siders him one of the brainiest men of his time 
and the foremost member of that Maine delega- 
tion. Clevelandand Hendricks are also posed 
there, over the fire-dogs and tongs, and pre- 
somes. are not the least regarded of the vete- 
ran politician’s surroundings. One side of his 
room is covered by an old-fashioned bookcase 
and cabinet, and conspicuous on It is the coat of 
arms of the Reed family—for tne Reeds trace 
their ancestry beyond the days of Cromwell. 

Itisa part of Maine history that the town of 
Waldoborough turned a curious political somer- 
sault. Before the war of the rebeilion it was 
one of the strongest Whig towns in_New-Eng- 
land, After-the organization of the Republican 
Party it became one ot the famous Democratio 
strongholds of New-England. Mr. Reed went 
with the current. Although he has been known 
for many yearsasa Democrat, he was a Whig 
when he was elected to Congress in 1851. Then 
Maine had seven Representatives in the lower 
house of Congress. The only Whigs were Mr, 
Reed, Israel Washburne, Jr., then a lawyer at 
Orono, and Robert Goodenow, of Farmington. 
Israel Washburne, Jr., was Mr. Reed’s boon 
companion and stanch friend. ‘They roomed 
together at ‘Mrs. Carter’s on the hill.” 
Mr. Reed said that in the last part 
of his term he told Mr. Washburne that 
he was not coming back to Congress, 
“The fact is I had so much private business to 
attend to that I couldn't afford to go, although 
I might easily have been elected,” says Mr. Reed. 
“I told Washburne so, and he said, ‘Very well, 
then. You must be the next Whig candidate 
for Governor of Maine. I’m going to have you 
nominated, and will commence on it to-day.’ He 
sat down and wrote some letters, and the result 
was thatI had the misfortune to be the Whig 
candidate for Governor in 1854. Amos P. Morrill 
buried me out of sight. He was the Maine law 
and Knownothing candidate and got about 
44,000 votes and I got only 14,000. One incident 
of this election I remember with pleasure, La- 
ther Severance, the famous Whig editor and 
Congressman, cast his last vote forme. He was 
- and had to be taker to the pollsin his car- 
riage.’ 

ra gg the acquaintances made by Mr. Reed 
during his Congressional life he retains the 
warmest admiration perhaps for old Solomon 
Foote, of Vermont, who boarded at “* Mrs. Car- 
ter’s on the hill,” too. ‘He was a white-haired 
old Puritan and a model man,” says Mr. Reed. 
“If I were asked to pick out a thoroughly vir- 
tuous man in those days I should have named 
Solomon Foote, and he was the handsomest pre- 
siding officer I ever saw.” Mr. Reed and the 
rollicking Tom Corwin, then Secretary of the 
Treasury, also became friends, and he can tell 
many an anecdote of Corwin’s fondness for rum 
punch and the consequences of it, and his rem- 
iniscences of other distinguished men ana of 
ante-war politics are entertaining. 

When he was in Congress his district ranked 
third in point of commerce in the Union, and 
this fact gave its representative considerable 
prominence. A large number of ships were 
built there every year, and his constituents 
owned and sailed vessels in every-sea. ‘The Wal- 
doborough ot 1850 was a different place from the 
Waldoborough of 1885. Mr. Reed has built 40 or 
50 vessels there himself and the drawers in that 
sola old cabinet are odorous of those flush old 
times of East Indian charters and spices, 

Mr. Reed was nota talking mangbut he had 
an enviable faculty for making friends and 
making his friends work for hisends. He ac 
complished more in his quiet way than many 
men who were on their feet much of the time 
and butting every stone wall they came across, 
Although he was a member of a strongly Demo- 
cratic House, he seoured an appropriation fora 
Custom House at Bath and another at Waldo- 
borough. Congressman Smart, of Camden, who 
represented the Second District then, wanted an 
appropriation for his district and couldn’t get 
it, although he wasa Democrat. It galled him 
and with a big Congressional oath, he declared 
“things had come to a —— pretty pass when a 
Whig could get an appropriation from a Demo- 
cratic House and a Democrat couldn't.” 

Mr. Reed went to the Maine Senate in 1862 
under peculiar circumstances. He tells the 
story as follows: * Three parties held conven- 
tions in our county. The Union Party met first 
and nominated me for the Senate, the Demo- 
cratic Convention met next and indorsed me, 
and then the Republicans fell in. I got three 
nominations, you see, and was eleotea without 
opposition. There were two other men in the 
Senate, sent there in the same way that I was, 
These were Col. Starr and John A, Peters, now 
Chief-Justice of Maine. We three constituted 
an independent party. We never caucused with 
either of the other parties but once, A one- 
armed man named Brett wanted to be nomi- 
nated for the Presidency of the Senate. He 
lacked just three votes of having enough, 
so we went into the caucus and nominated 

im, 

Mr. Reed served three terms in the Senate and 
five years in the House. He was elected State 
Treasurer in 1856, but the next year was retired 
by the election of the notorious Elder Peck, 
And as to town affairs, children have become 
men and had children of their own, and known 
no other Moderator of Waldoborough town 
meetings but Squire Reed.

As both sides are pleased with the arrange- 
ment made—the Sultan with his confectionery 
and the German with his pay, the outside world 
can have nothing to say.”

A SHARP ADVANCE IN THE PRICE 08 
THE DECORATIONS. 


Christmas greens begin to be in moden 
ately lively demand, but dealers generaily be« 
lieve that this demand wili hardly equal that of 
previous years, One of the reasons seems to be 
that keepers of saloons and restaurants, who 
have been in the habit of profusely decorating, 
their places during the holidays, have allowed 
that habit to fall into disuse. This neglect 
makes a material difference in the sales of the 
simple designs for window and interior decora<- 
tions. The demand for Christmas trees, on the 
other hand, has increased, and this fact, 
coupled with a scarcity of well-shaped 
trees, has resulted in a marked increase in th@ 
price over the figures of last year. Yesterday 
dealers were charging $1 a foot for the large, 
perfectly shaped trees, and handsome straight- 
branched trees suitable for church purposes ar@ 
held at from $30 to as high as $50 each. A 
Barolay-street dealer yesterday refused the 
latter figure for a tree 40 feet high, and 
which he thinks the most perfect in_ the 
city. He hopes to obtain $75 for it i 
some wealthy man who may want it fo 
home use. ‘This basic price will probaly) 
hold good up to within a day or two of Chris 
mas, unless some unexpected and unanticipated 
supply may come to tho market. Most of thé 
trees come from the Catskills and the Maine for« 
ests. On Wednesday 80 carloads were shipped) 
from the Catskills to Philadelphia by an ente 
prising speculator, The cars contained from 
to 1,500 trees each, the entire cargo numberin 
about 80,000 trees, and cutting considerably 
into the supply for New-York and Broo 
lyn. The pricesat which tho trees were held h 
the effect of dampening the ardor of many 
would-be purchasers, especially among Italians, 
who yesterday were numerous among the secke 
ers for Christmas decorationé& Some satisfied 
themselves with the smali trees, whose delicate 
branches would sustain the weight of but ver 
diminutive presenta or decorations, Many o 
these sell for from 25 cents up to $1 each, an 
bunches containing from three to half a dozen 
of these trees are prepared for purchasers with 
limited means, 

New-Jersey ana Staten Island are the sources 
from which comes the bulk of the running pine, 


laurel, holly, ivy, and boxwood, which play an’ 
important part in house decoration. Then busy 
fingers formulate the material into ae 


crosses, stars, and horse shoes, there being 
painful lack of originality among the creato 
of this class of greens. The holly, with i 
bright red berries, a dozen sprigs in a bunch, 
sells for from 50 cents to $1 a bunch. The, 
wreaths of solid running pine bring from 
cents up to $1 50a bunch. Other de-igns, whi 
are frequently of,laurei, with the pale pink an 
usually bursted berries, bring about the sam«q 
prices. Pale gray mosses, immortelles, eithed 
white or dyed a brilliant red or a pale yellow, 
with dried grasses or small flowers, are muoh 
used in constructing these decorative designs, 
These sell largely among the Germans and Scan« 
dinaviaus on the east side, who wish the dead 
green relieved by these dashes of color. The 
Italians, as a rule, like the native-born Ameri- 
can, seem to prefer the solid masses of green., 
These colors add very little or nothing to the 
cost of the designs. Grasses died in pronounced 
biues and reds are used to some extent this year, 
and the designs thus made, usually stars, cos 
from $1 50 to $2 50a dozen. They have not met 
with particular favor thus far. 

The mistletoe, without a sprig of which no 
English house is considered prepared for the 
Christmas holidays, has not yet appeared in the 
market.

It closely resembles the English 
green, but the difference can easily be detected 
by one at all familiar with both. 

Steamers and sailing vessels which find a 
anchorage in the river in the rear of Wes 
Washington Market will now daily bring large 
quanities of greens to this market, and every 
steamer from New-Jersey has as passengers peo« 
ple supplied with wreaths, stars, &c., of the vark 
ous kinds named, which they dispose of at a trifiq 
below the ruling prices on the streets. The 
Minnie Cornell, which runs between Keyport, 
N. J., and this city, yesterday brought up such 
& mass as to make her decks and saloon look like 
a sailing floral establishment. Twenty-one men, 
women, and children occupied as good positions 
as they could find at one time a after- 
noon, and managed to do a thriving trade witb 
smnall dealers and chance visitors.

Mr. Dibble, of South Carolina, asked leave te 
introduce, in the House to-day, a joint resolution pro» 


posing a constitutional amendment. It provides that, 
in case of the removal from office by death. resigna- 
tion, or constitutional inability both of the President 
and Vice-President of the United States. the office of 
President shall devolve on the Second Vice-President, 
who shall be voted for in distinct ballo:s atthe same 
time and in like manner and for the same term as the 
President and Vice-President by Electors appointed 
by the several States. ‘he Second Vice-President 
shall preside over the Senate in the absence of the 
Vice-President or in case the office of President shall 
devoive upon the Vice-President. Mr. Randall said 
that he had a like measure which he would like to go 
with the proposition of the gentleman from South Car. 
olina. Mr. ‘l'ueker, of Virginia, saw no reason why 
the measures should have any precedence, and he ob- 
jected to their introduction. 


Assistant Secretary Fairchild has written to the 
Collector at New-Yorx in regard to the question as to 


whether imported wool, (which, under the statute, 
pays duty according to Its value per pound,) when ad- 
vanced in vaiue on appraisement over 10 per cent.

The House is evidently determined to 
edopt the amended rules substantially as 
reported by Mr. Morrison. The votes 
taken yesterday show that a large and 
controlling majority is in favor of the 
zhange, and it is probable that in spite of 
Mr. RaNpDALL, and in spite of others 
whose sober judgment of the changes pro- 
posed is more weighty than his because 
less swayed by personal interest, the duty 
and responsibility of preparing six of the 
general appropriation bills will be divided 
among several committees instead of re- 
maining in the hands of one. It is no 
doubt true that the House will havea 
more perfect control of its business 
under the new rules, and some of 
the changes are to be commended, but 
the distribution of the appropriations 
is, in our opinion, a most unwise step. 
Mr. RANDALL is right in asserting that 
‘‘experience and observation demonstrate 
that such distribution leads to , con- 
tinually increasing appropriations, and 
renders it more difficult to keep 
expenditures within the limits of re- 
ceipts.” Mr. Morrison and his associates 
will discover, we fear, that the. Demo- 
pratic weakness for liberal appropriations, 
with the too cheerful co-oferation of 








certain high tariff Republicans, will, 
under the new rules, and in the present 
condition of the revenues, be quite as ef- 
fectual a bar to tariff revision as was Mr. 
RANDALL, with all his autocratic powers 
under the old rules. Mr. Morrison will 
not get his whistle even after having paid 
this 6éxtravagant price for it. 








After Mr. Evarts had closed his ad- 
dress to the Senate yesterday, and Mr. 
Epmunps had briefly but with much em- 
phasis replied to him, Mr. Hoar’s “Suc- 
cession” bill was somewhat unexpectedly 
brought to a vote and passed the Senate. 
The only vote that was taken was on the 
Edmunds amendment intended to se- 
cure the retention of the present 
law for special elections when both the 
President’s and Vice-President’s offices 
shall be vacant. This was defeated by a 
strong vote, though rather more Republic- 
ans supported than opposed it. The bill 
goes to the House by ‘itself, Mr. EDMUNDS 
having concluded not to offer his Electoral 
Count bill as an amendment. 








The Church Temperance Society has 
been working in a very effective manner 
to enlighten public opinion on the subject 
of restrictive liquor legislation. It has 
excited a lively controversy among the 
earnest advocates of temperance as to the 
relative merits of high license and prohi- 
bition. As the result of a careful collec- 
tion of facts, and of a desire to at- 
tain the utmost restriction practicable, it 
has settled upon the policy of high license 
for cities and local option for smaller 
places as best calculated to curtail the 
evils of the liquor traffic and promote 
temperance, so far as that can be done by 
legislation. It has a high license bill 
ready to be introduced at Albany on the 
first day of the coming session, and is pre- 
pared to support it with a cogent array of 
facts and arguments. It should have all 
the help possible from public opinion to 
carry it through. 








The declaration that Mr. GLADSTONE is 
trying to get the help of the Prince of 
WALES to pass his Home Rule bill is not 
supported by evidence; but it is not in- 
trinsically improbable. There is a great 
deal of talk in London which does not get 
into the newspapers about the relations of 
the Queen and the heir apparent, which 
would make it likely that the Prince 
would exert his influence in such a matter 
on the side opposed by the Queen. There is 
little doubt that the Queen would oppose 
any measure of local self-government for 
Ireland, as tending to dim the lustre of 
that brightest jewel in the British Crown. 
The political influence of the Prince of 
Wats is probably as great as that of the 
Queen, in so far as the chances of a Parlia- 
mentary measure are concerned; though 
deprived of any direct control over poli- 
tics, the sovereign can still indirectly 
keep such acontrol by reason of the enor- 
mous and scarcely abated social prestige 
of the Crown. Queen VicTortia has for some 
years completely neglected this source of 
power, while the Prince of WaLEs has as- 
siduously cultivated it, and for many pur- 
poses has already taken his mother’s place. 
The declaration the cable brings that Mr. 
GLADSTONE’S measure is acceptable to the 
Whigs of his late Government, like Lord 
SPENCER and Lord GRANVILLE, while the 
Radicals have not yet decided to accept 
it, makes it more probable that it will be 
satisfactory to the Prince of WALEs than 
that it will be satisfactory to the Parnell- 
ites, who are the persons chiefly to be 
consulted. 








MR. GARRETT TO NEW-YORE. 


Mr. GARRETT, on Wednesday evening, 
in the most courteous manner but with 
force and precision, pointed out some de- 
fects in the methods of doing business in 
New-York which THE Times has not in- 
frequently commented on, but which 
still remain only too obvious. They are 
connected with our failure to use to their 
full value the great advantages of our 
insular situation, our extended water 
front, our great harbor, and the ab- 
sence of any special obstacles to easy and 
rapid transportation to and across our ter- 
ritory. Mr. GARRETT pictured the surprise 
of a foreign capitalist coming up our har- 
bor for the first time at seeing no signs of 
commerce until he was close in upon the 
thickly occupied end of the city at the 
Battery, and his continued surprise when 
he should go down into the business parts 
of the city to find there few great ware- 
houses, or elevators, and but inadequate 
docks and wharves. He also described 
the mode of handling grain from the rail- 
way to the canalboat or barge to the 
ocean steamer, involving more than twice 
the cost and delay and difficulty incurred 
in his own city. And he added: 

** You have made yourselves thejgreatesticom- 
mercial community, I believe, in the world; but 
with all your greatness, ail your towering 
strength, remember that there are cities and 
there are communities in this country anxious 
and untiring in their determination to wrest 
from you much of that which gives you so great 
a pre-eminence. When the opportunity presents 
itself to so thoroughly strengthen your weak 
points, upon which the attack will be concen- 
trated, you are notso big and so mighty that 
you can afford to pass it by without a thought. 
The injurious effectson commerce of wasteful 
methods and insufficient resources of transpor- 
tation and storage cannot be questioned any 


more than can the people be kept from a knowl- 
edge of the same.” 


It is impossible to deny the substantial 
correctness of this statement. It is met 
usually by the statement that New-York 
holds its own and has no reason to worry 
about the rivalry of other cities. That is 
true in a general way. New-York con- 
tinues to receive five-eighths of the imports 
for the entire country, and that gives it 
an enormous advantage. It continues 
also to maintain a fair standing in the 
grain exports of the country. Its share 
was 55.8 per cent. in 1867, 53.4 per 
cent. in 1872, 50.2 per cent. in 1877, 
and 542 per cent. again in 1882. 
During that period the shares of 
Baltimore, Philadelphia, and Boston 
varied considerably more than that of 
New-York, but came back to about the 
point at which it started. But these 
figures only show how greatly the ad- 
vantages of New-York have counted in 
spite of the inadequate manner in which 
they have been used. They show also, 


and just as conclusively. that if New-. 





York had taken the necessary measures to 


reduce the cost of handling both the in- 
coming and the outgoing commerce of the 
country it would not have been forced to 
be content with holding its own, but 
would have largely increased its share 
in the general business. It is not flatter- 
ing to the business men of New-York that 
the most substantial improvements in at 
least one branch of its business methods 
are first put in process of realization by 
men from a far-away seaport with only 
about one-fourth of our population and 
with far inferior advantages of position. 
It is true that Mr. GARRETT is compelled 
to come to New-York to develop fully the 
interests of his great railway system, but 
it is also true that hé comes with ideas 
and plans distinctly in advance of those of 
the men whom he finds here, 

Doubtless much of the relative inertness 
of the business community of New-York 
has arisen from its assured prosperity. 
Men who are doing extremely well will 
not use as much effort to do better as will 
men who are not doing so well and have 
more to gain. Then, again, a community 
as large as ours is less easily aroused; its 
energies are concentrated and its interests 
combined with more difficulty than in 
the case of asmaller community. There 
is a greater number of conflicting pur- 
poses to be reconciled, and there is less of 
the uniting influence of local sentiment. 
These considerations, however, hardly 
explain fully the slowness with which 
this great city has moved in the develop- 
ment of its really wonderful advantages. 
Probably one of the most serious obsta- 
cles in that direction has been the very 
bad character of our city administration, 
and that has been inflicted upon us by 
causes too numerous and complex to be 
recited here. The most active of these 
causés may be mentioned, however, the 
prevalence of the corrupting and blight- 
ing spoils system in our local politics, fos- 
tered and aggravated by the influence of 
the same system in our national politics. 
Until quite recently, for many years, the 
administration of the affairs of New- 
York City has been determined by 
“‘deals” between one or more branches 
of the City Government and_ the 
Custom House bosses, » The evil is cer- 
tainly checked, and is in a fair way to 
be removed. If we can once fairly get 
the civil service, municipal and Federal, 
under the operation of the merit system, 
one of the greatest barriers to intelligent 
and honest improvement of our natural 
advantages will be broken down. Great 
enterprises will no longer be met at the 
outset by the greedy exactions of the city 
authorities. Medntime, Mr. GARRETT, 
from his camp on Staten Island, will be 
welcomed as a friendly invader, who 
comes to spy out the land and the fatness 
thereof, not that he may despoil it, but 
that he may find his profit in increasing 
and extending its prosperity. 








THE SHIP RAILWAY SCHEME. 


The scheme of Capt. James B. Eaps for 
constructing a railway across the Isthmus 
of Tehuantepec over which loaded ships 
may be taken from one ocean to the other 
can be regarded only as an experiment. 
There are wide differences of opinion as 
to its practicability, but the weight of en- 
gineering opinion is against it. It is the 
inability of Capt. Eaps to convince prac- 
tical men with capital to invest that it 
would be successful that leads him to ap- 
ply to the Government to give life to the 
enterprise by guaranteeing to the com- 
pany a certain income for aseries of years. 
The provision in the bill introduced in the 
Senate the other day that the guarantee 
shall take effect only when a vessel of 3,000 
tons sha!l have Leen successfully trans- 
ported across the isthmus may be taken 
as an evidence of the confidence of the 
projector, but the purpose of the guaran- 
tee is nevertheless to encourage capitalists 
to put their money into the scheme and 
help Capt. Eaps to carry out his experi- 
ment, No doubt it is calculated that the 
guarantee would insure a liberal return 
for the outlay in case of success and there- 
by furnish an inducement for the risk. 
The primary object is to raise the money. 
In its expenditure somebody would find a 
profit whether the enterprise was success- 
ful or not. 

Even if there were an absolute assur- 
ance that such arailway could be con- 
structed and successfully operated the 
arrangement proposed for the Government 
would be inexpedient. It is proposed that 
it shall guarantee for a period of fifteen 
years that two-thirds of the revenue shall 
equal $2,500,000 a year. This is without 
regard to the actual cost of the undertaking 
or the amount of capital to be embarked 
in it. It is proposed that Mexico 
and the United States together shall 
guarantee a net income equal to 5 
per cent. on $75,000,000, whether the 
work costs that sum or one-half of it. It 
furthermore has no regard for the chances 
of financial success after one vessel shall 
have been taken over uninjured. Even if 
that should be done it will not necessarily 
follow that the success of the route is as- 
sured. If itshould turn out that the risks 
incurred or the cost of transit were such 
that commerce would not take this route 
to a paying extent the Government would 
have to make good an income to the 
company that might reimburse the 
cost of a failure. The value of the 
company’s bonds for the repayment of 
the Government’s disbursements would 
depend absolutely on ultimate success, 
and the Government might find itself 
in possession of a debt increasing for a 
term of fifteen years for which it would 
have no means of enforcing a payment. 
In other words, it is asked practically to 
take the whole risk of a financial failure 
after the engineering success has been at- 
tained and demonstrated by the trans- 
portation of one vessel that may be hired 
or bought and prepared for the experi- 
ment. 

Assuming that the route can be estab- 
lished and that it would be used to a 
profitable extent there is no limit placed 
to the obligations which the company 
might issue or to the expenses that it 
might incur to use up its income in order 
to secure payments from the Government. 
The provision that a part of the income in 
excess of 10 per cent. on the obligations 
should be devoted to repaying the Govern- 





ment advances could ¢gasily be rendered 
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nugatory by issuing obligations enough 
to prevent such a surplus. The debt to 
the Government might become the source 
of as much trouble and annoyance as that 
of the subsidized transcontinental rail- 
roads. The whole scheme is one to en- 
tangle the Government in an uncertain 
venture on the plea of a benefit to com- 
merce, and to make it bear the chief loss 
if the benefit does not come. 

Capt. Eaps should follow the example 
of p= Lxssrps and ask no other favor of 
the Government than an act of incor- 
poration for his company, and place his 
enterprise on a strictly commercial basis. 
He claims to have something far more 
practicable, far less costly, and far more 
promising than the Panama Canal Let 
him go to work and convince investors 
that there are great-profits in the project 
for carting loaded ships overland 150 
miles and he will have no difficulty in 
raising capital for the purpose, If the 
judgment of capitalists is against it, and 
they cannot be persuaded to take the 
risks, the Government should keep out of 
the scheme. It is not its business to bol- 
ster up such undertakings and take risks 
in them itself. 





A LOST COMMISSION. 


The last that was heard of the Electric- 
al Subway Commission two of its mem- 
bers, Messrs. LOEW and Hgss, were on a 
junketing expedition in Chicago, where 
they were reported to be examining the 
system of underground wires in practical 
operation in that city with the object of 
procuring material for their final report. 
That was a month ago, and since then 
the work of the commission has dropped 
from the public view. Itis two months 
since the holding of open sessions for the 
preseniation of plans before the Commis- 
sioners was dispensed with, and at that 
time enough systems had been examined to 
furnish the basis fora dozen plans. Some 
of them were in practical operation in 
other cities, and their fitness had been 
tested by experience. In the case of 
one at least of the systems the offer 
was made that if the commission would 
adopt it a company with ample capital 
would be formed at once, and the work of 
burying the wires would be promptly done, 
But the poles still tower aloft in our 
streets, and the webs of wires still en- 
danger property in the most valuable 
part of our city, and the Subway Com- 
mission makes no move to show that it is 
even considering the propriety of making 
@ report on the subject at all, 

THE Times has been disposed from the 
creation of this commission to credit its 
members with an honest desire and inten- 
tion to faithfully perform the work for 
which they were appointed. The public 
generally has credited them with the 
same good intentions, although two of 
their number were known to be identified 
with the worst elements of the machine 
politics of the city. But this constant 
delay in taking the first step toward the 
completion of their work is necessarily 
creating suspicion in regard to the mo- 
tives which actuate them, and unless 
something in the way of practical sug- 
gestion comes from them soon the new 
Legislature will have good ground to give 
them early attention. 

If the commission is really incompetent 
to grapple with the problem intrusted to it, 
the plain duty of the members is to resign; 
if it is competent, its plain duty is to act 
in the matter at once and see to it that 
the wires are removed from the poles and 
properly buried. The public will not 
patiently endure the delay much longer. 
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THE GAS TRIBUTE. 


**TIs it not true,” said Gen, TREMAIN yes- 
terday to JoHN P. KENNEDY, President of 
the old Mutual Gaslight Company, “that 
the price of gas furnished to consumers is 
wholly dependent upon the amount of the 
dividends to be paid and the amount of 
capital stock on which the dividends are 
paid?” ‘‘ That’s the whole story in a nut- 
shell,” replied Mr. KENNEDY. 

The capital stock of the Consolidated 
Gas Company is $39,000,000, and the com- 
pany asks or compels the people to pay 
for gas a price sufficient to meet the com- 
pany’s expenses and supply, in addition, an 
annual dividend of 7 percent. But this 
capital is watered. Before consolidation 
the capital stock of the several companies 
was $17,000,000. A dividend of :7 per 
cent. on $89,000,000 is a dividend of 
16 per cent. on $17,000,000. But there 
was water in the old capital stock 
of $17,000,000, and for this reason a 7 per 
cent. dividend on the so-called capital of 
the Consolidated Company must be at 
least a dividend of from 20 to 25 
per cent. on the money paid in by the 
gas men who have been bleeding the 
people these many years. Mr. KENNEDY 
remarked yesterday that the people did 
not understand the gas question. They 
are beginning now to understand some of 
‘the methods of the companies. 

The Manhattan Gas Company was or- 
ganized in 1831. The total amount of 
money invested ascapital by the company 
was $3,280,000. Upon that investment 
has been received in benefits the enormous 
sum of $34,287,675, or an average of 19 3-4 
per cent. a year for the whole term. 

The Metropolitan Gaslight Company be- 
gan businessin 1862. The benefits derived 
by the stockholders from their investment 
amount to $12,260,787. Mr. YALDEN as- 
serted the other day that the only cash 
actually paid in was $612,700. But the 
plant was paid for in stock. The capital 
stock was nominally $2,500,000. Even if 
it had all been paid in the benefits for 19 
years from 1866, when the company began 
to pay dividends, would have been equal to 
an average annual dividend of 25 4-5 per 
cent. Uponacash capital of $612,700 the 
annual dividends would have been 105 per 
cent. The real percentage lies somewhere 
between these, and represents an enor- 
mous tribute paid by the people. 

An analysis of the accounts of the gas 
companies of London made by Account- 
ant Nasu, of the Commercial Gas Com- 
pany, for the half year ending on June 
80, 1884, contains facts that cannot fail to 
be interesting in this city. In the first 
place this analysis shows what the price 
of gasin London was for the half year. 
It was 2s. 8d. per 1,000 feet, or a little 
less than 65 cents in our money. The 








price of gas here is $1 75, and not. long 
ago it was $2 25. But are the Lon- 
don companies, that sold 10,559,607,000 
feet in that half year, able to pay 
dividends? The Gaslight and Coke 
Company paid dividends upon ordinary 
stock amounting to £5,441,820 at the rate 
of 12 per cent. a year, besides paying 
interest on preferential stocks and deben- 
ture bonds. The South Metropolitan Com- 
pany paid upon ordinary stock of £1,882,- 
000 dividends at the rate of 12 4-10 per 
cent. a year. The Commercial Gas Com- 
pany paid upon £675,846 in ordinary stock 
dividends at the rate of 12 6-10 per cent. a 
year. Atthe beginning of the half year 
the three companies reduced the price of 
gas by 2d. a thousand feet, and while the 
consumer gained by this reduction the 
stockholders’ returns were slightly in- 
creased over’those of the preceding six 
months. 

So it appears that in London the com- 
panies can sell gas at 65 cents a thousand 
and still make 12 per cent. dividends, 
But in New-York we must pay $1 75, and 
the companies attempt to deceive the 
people by showing a 7 per cent. dividend 
on an inflated capit#l. What percentage 
upon the cash investment does this divi- 
dend actually represent? Judging from 
the cost of supplying gas, the testimony 
given to the public in the last two years 
and other facts, it may be 50 per cent. a 
year oreven more. The people of New- 
York should not be compelled to pay 
more than $1 a thousand for gas, 








A CALL FOR IRISH PATRIOTS. 


The creation of the State of Ireland, 
sustaining a loosely federal relation to its 
sister island, seems to be the most proba- 
ble outcome of Mr. PaRNELL’s victory. 
A new legisiature will be formed to 
meet at Dublin and to take charge of 
Irish affairs in general, and the local af- 
fairs of Irish municipalities, it is to be ex- 
pected, will be administered according to 
charters devised for that purpose. 

It is obvious that Ireland will suffer 
from the lack of statesmen trained to ad- 
minister such a form of government 
unless some steps are taken to meet this 
want. Nobody in Ireland has any expe- 
rience inthe working of the new institu- 
tions under which she is to be governed. 
But, most fortunately, there are Irishmen, 
entirely devoted to the cause of Ireland, 
who have acquired this experience in 
abundant measure. The municipal and 
State legislatures of this country, especially 
the former, have for years been conducted 
utterly regardless of expense as a train- 
ing school for Irish statesmen. The result 
is that the Irish who have emigrated to 
America superfluously abound in those 
qualities in which the Irish who have 
remained in Ireland are so conspicu- 
ously deficient. The Boards of Alder- 
men of New-York and Chicago alone can 
furnish more Irish statesmen versed in the 
practical working of free institutions than 
can be found in all Ireland. 

There never was a more exact and felic- 
itous adjustment of supply and demand. 
The Irishmen who have received an ex- 
tremely liberal education in the holding 
of American offices are the Irishmen 
whose hearts have always beat most 
warmly,‘and their tongues worked most 
rapidly, for their native land, Other 
Irishmen in America have become much 
like other Americans, and have devoted 
themselves to the duties of American cit- 
izenship. But the Irish politicians have 
remained Irish to the core, and have 
never flinched from the duty of de- 
nouncing England and announcing their 
willingness to shed the last drop of their 
blood for Ireland. They have not been 
called upon to shed any. They are not 
called upon to shed any now. All that is 
required of them is to go back to Ireland 
and help their inexperienced countrymen 
to make the experiment of Home Rule 
successful. They can gradually introduce 
into their own land the political improve- 
ments they have brought to such perfec- 
tion here. The New-York police, the New- 
York Excise Board, the New-York De- 
partment of Public Works, the New-York 
Board of Aldermen; these are specimens 
of the institutions they can transplant, 
with the workings of which they are 
thoroughly familiar. They cannot expect 
to attain at once with these appliances of 
Government the success to which they 
have arrived here, Ireland is not rich 
enough to stand it. But they can antici- 
pate the tax-paying capabilities of the 
island and put the tax-spending machinery 
in a condition to grow up with the coun- 
try. For that patriotic purpose we might 
bring ourselves to part with so many Irish 
patriots as would diminish the number of 
groggeries in New-York by one to a block. 

We print in another column a bill with 
reference to the veterans and the civil 
service, with an account of its origin. It 
is the result of an effort on the part of a 
highly respectable veterans’ organization 
to obtain an enactment that will secure 
preference for the soldiers and sailors 
of the Union in appointments with- 
out sacrificing the competitive prin- 
ciple embodied in the law.. The bill 
has been prepared by Mr. WaLTER Howe, 
who was one of the strongest opponents 
of the demagogic and insulting Earl bill 
last Winter, in consultation with Messrs. 
Groraz WALTON GREENE, THEODORE 
ROOSEVELT, and CHARLES COLLINS a com- 
mittee of the Executive Committee of the 
Civil Service Reform Association of New- 
York. The bill in its motive is unques- 
tionably perfectly friendly to the reform 
and deserves careful and candid consider- 
ation. 














The committee that is examining the 
condition of the scientific bureaus appar- 
ently finds the Signal Service a rich field 
for investigation, for itis still engaged in 
taking the testimony of officers and men.

TR AIP EIS 


One of the most remarkable engineering 
projects yet started in Eastern Asia bias fair to 
be revived after several years of complete 
neglect, in consequence of the recent changes in 
Burmah. Four or five years ago the present 
King of Siam, who was at that timo interested 
in promoting the coasting trade of his king- 
dom, took up warmly the idea of carrying a 
railway or a canal across the long straggling 
peninsula of Malacca, which is to the far East 
what the Isthmus of Panama has hitherto been 
to the far West. The point selected was the 
narrow neck known asthe Kra Isthmus, at the 
southern extremity of British Burmah. One 
glance at the map will suffice to show how enor- 
mcusly this undertaking would abridge the 
tedious voyage from Bangkok round the ex- 
tremity of the Malay peninsula, and what a 
close connection it would establish between 
Lower Siam and the thriving British ports of 
the Burmese seaboard. -It was finally decided 
to construct a railway over the isthmus, and 
Commodore Lorrvus, the Siamese King’s Eng- 
lish engineer, was actually sent to survey the 
projected route on elephant-back. Sut al- 
though his report was decidedly favorable on 
the whole, the scheme has made no further: 
progress since that time.

Mr, 
Benjamin’s informing series on Persia is contin- 
uedin this number, and there is a charming 
paper by Mrs, Lillieon Devonshire, with iliustra- 
tions by Reinhart. Gen. McClellan's promised ar- 
ticie on the militia and the army is here, filled with 
suggestions and warnings concerning our sea- 
coast defenses, the Indian problem, and the dan- 
gers of insurrections. Mr. Howells’s promised 
feature—a permanent one—is also here. The * Ed- 
itor’s Study” proves tobe an extramely cheery, 
book-wise, and helpful corner of the magazine.

SMUGGLED JAPANESE BRIC-A-BRA C. 
Information came to Surveyor Beattie 
in an indirect way on Tuesday that a New-York 
merchant was exhibiting for sale some costly 
specimens of obric-d-brac Swhich had been 
brought from Japan in the British ship Ox- 


fordshire, now in this port, and had escaped 
duty. <A seizure was made at the merchant's 
store and an Inspector detailed to search the 
vessel, Three agents were also placed on 
board to kee an eye on the officers 
and watch their movements. The Ox- 
fordshire, Capt. Charles ©. Jones, arrived 
in New-York on the llth inst., having last 
cleared from a Chinese port. An examination 
of the cargo revealed, stowed away among bales 
of goods, upward of 150 articles not mentioned 
in the Captain’s manifest. They consisted of 
screens, fans, carvings, and plaques. There 
were four seizures made in all, atid the Csptain, 
engineer, and steward appeared as claimaots. 
Two large screens were valued at $1,000 each, 
and are undoubtedly as valuable specimens 
of skilled Japanese workmanship as were 
ever seen in New-York. They are made of 
& peculiar black wood, very rarein Japan, and 
are covered with exquisite carvings in ivory 
and mother-of-pearl. It was only after the In- 
spector had overturned some cases of tea near 
the bottom of the cargo that the screens came 
to light. A smali carving in ivory oi a group 
of human figures was valued at $250. The arti« 
cles were taken to the seizure roomin the Cus- 
tom House, and the usual Tt was made on 
the record. The Collector will to-day make 
some disposition of them.

MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC, 


THOMAS POPULAR CONCERTS. 

The solo performances that were part of 
yesterday's programme for the seventh popular 
concert given at the Academy of Music were in 
point of novelty, if not of importance, 
the most interesting incidents of the after- 
noon. The first was a fantasia for oboe 
executed by M. Félix Bour, and the second 
esolo for six tympani or kettle drums, played 
by Mr. G. Gordon Cleather. The composition 
for oboe, which took the formof a fantasia on 
themes from Aimé Maillart’s opera com- 
igue entitled “Lara.” is written with 
the sole object of testing and revealing 
the virtuosity of the instrumentalist. As 
to evenness of tone and rapidity and precision 
of execution, even in the fastest tempo and 
most ornate passages, M. Bour’s performance 
easily fulfilled the demands of the piece. M. 
Bour is the oboist whose recent engage- 
ment by Mr. Thomas raised the tempest ina 
teapot, which has ended—as affairs of this 
kind should end—no one knows or cares how, 


and whose tone has called forth adverse com- 
ment from many persons accustomed to the 
rounder and mellower tone of the musician’s 
redecessor in Mr. Thomas's band. M. Bour, in 
uth, has the peculiarly thin and reedy tone 
more distinctly characteristic of the oboe, 
viewed as a pastoral instrument, than 
of the English horn, to the timbre 
of which that of Mr. Eller’s instru- 
ment approximates. In the ™ Pastoral” 
jeeseny, for instance, M. Bour’s tone would 
more in keeping with the music than Mr. 
ller’s; in purely emotional passages, the 
reathings of Mr. Elier’s instrument are charac- 
terized by a tenderness and nobility to which 
his successor’s can lay no claim. There is 
room here for both virtuosos, however, and 
the audience yesterday set the stamp of 
its approval upon the newcomer’s work 
by recalling him and insisting upon a partial 
repetition of the fantasia. Mr. Cleather’s 
contribution to the concert was edifying, 
ovel, and amusing. He rendered upon six 
ettle drums, tuned respectively in B fiat, 
C, D, E fiat, and F octave, a fantasia by Tausch, 
which was divided into two movements—a 
tempo di marcia and a tempo di polacca. 
Asaspecimen of virtuosity disciosed vrige 
the medium of an instrument demanding the 
nicest sense of pitch, a touch of infinite variety, 
and uncommon physical activity, Mr. Cleath- 
er’s performance must be set down as 
very remarkable. That his talent is not 
likely to place the tympani on a plane with 
what may be termed the singing instru- 
ments of the orchestra is not to be 
questioned, but to those that need informa- 
tion as to its possibilities the English 
virtuoso’s efforts are highly instructive. He 
was recalled yesterday,and the second move- 
ment of the fantasia had to be played anew. 
the selections of orchestral music were all fa- 
miliar, and included, with others, Svendsen’s 
* Norwegian Raoapsody,” the ballet numbers 
from Saint-Satns’s “* Henry VITI.,” and the alle- 
gretto from the Eighth Symphony. 


STEINWAY HALL. 

A concert was given in Steinway Hall 
last evening by Mme. Eugénie de Roode-Rice, a 
pianist, who has acquired some reputation in 
the West, though hitherto unknown in this 
tity. Mme. de Roode-Rice was heard last even- 
ing in a varied programme, which it may be fair 
to infer was chosen with a view to the full ex- 


position of her abilities. She played Hiller’s 
concerto in F sharp minor, a prelude and fugue 
In Csharp minor, by Bach, from the “* Well 
Tempered Clavishord;’” Schumann’s ‘“ Wid- 
mung,” described on the programme as 
**Liebeslied;” Dussek’s * Consolation,” Liszt’s 
*Galop Chromatique,” and Chopin's grand 
concert rondo entitied “ Krakowiak.” me. 
de Roode-Rice proved herself in this varied 
and trying programme to be well equipped in 
point of muscular force and excellently schooled 
esto her technique. Force and dash are her 
salient characteristics. Unhappily these alone 
do not constitute good piano playing. Mme. 
Be Roode-Rice's greatest failing is one that ap- 
parently comes from her very power. She is 
unable to restrain her impetuosity, and in every 
selection last night she ran away witb the 
tempo at a pace that sometimes threatened 
disaster. Added to this was a total lack 
of feeling without which the most dexterous 

iano playing becomes a mere tinkling of sym- 

cls. Mme. de Roode-Rice had the assistance of 
Miss Omach Armstrong and Mr. Frank Van der 
Stucken’s orchestra. The band gave smooth 
and inteliigent performances of Weber's * Eury- 
anthe”’ overture, *“* Wagner’s ** Albumblatt,” the 
“Menuet des Petits Violons,”’ a neatly scored 
bit of music from Pessard’s new opera ‘“ Capi- 
taine Fracasse,”’ and the ballet music of Saint- 
Satns’s “Etienne Marcel.” Miss Armstrong 
made an earnest endeavor to sing ‘* Dove sono” 
from “ Le Nozze di Figaro,” and Arditi’s taran- 
telia ‘“*La Forosetta.” Mr. Van der Stucken’s 
orchestra played the accompaniments with great 
skill and forbearance.

A NEW FARCE AT THE THALIA. 
At the Thalia Theatre last evening 

Eneisel’s new play, “ Papageno,” was given for 
the first time in this country. The author is an 
Austrian comedian of note, and his production 
bears the evidences of more than ordinary con- 
structive skill. It is a farce with plenty of 
action and comical situations and tableaus. Its 
acting value is unquestionable, and as given 
last evening it proved very effective in pro- 
voking mirth. It was first produced at the 
Wallner Tbheutre, in Berlin, and scored a suc- 
cess. ‘Here it is likely to repeat this, and in 
an English dress it would prove none the 
less acceptable. The fun it contains, and 
there is much of it, is little dependent on the 
dialogue or on local peculiarities. The story of 
the play hinges on the mishaps of an elderly 
married man in good circumstances. Hehastwo 
Gaughbters, one of whom is married to a builder. 
The other is in love with a young chemist, 
who returns her affection, but who is 
not acceptable to the father, as the latter 
wishes to have his daughter married 
some person of a higher rank. In_ the 
family isa servant whose discharge is imminent 
‘when the play opens. Her successor is installed, 
and proves to be a voletile young woman with 
whom the head of the family has had a flirtation. 
The retiring servant discovers this, and also 
learns that her master ia his flirtation had 
assumed the name of his son-in-law. She makes 
use of this information so as to bring about, 
among other things, the consent of the master 
to his daughter’s marriage to the young chemist. 
Interwoven in this story isa series of incidents 
and complications resulting from the jealousy 
ofa young hairdresser, who is the betrothed of 
the new servant. A stupid soldier, in love with 
tbe other servant, helps to get the main person- 
ages in still more of a snarl, which is finally dis- 
entangied by a most ingenious bit of lying. The 
part of Boliwitz, the head of tbe family, was 
taken last evening by Mr. Waiter, whose por- 
trayal was avery funny one. His tacial expres- 
sion was comical in the extreme, and his 
acting. regarded simply in pantomime, 
was so good as to make his meaning 
clear without the aid of the spoken text. Miss 
Schatz, as the retiring servant, divided the hon- 
ors with him. Mr. Joseph Urban, who took the 
part of the soldier, was exceedingly amusing, 
and made a decided bit in a laughing song in- 
terpolated in the third act of the play. The re- 
maindes of the cast, including Misses Bertha 
Schulz, Hermine Fanto, Eugénie Schmita, and 
Marthe Berger, and Messrs. Hitzigrath, Pos- 
sansky, Kugelberg, and Hasskerl, aided ma- 
terially in making a success of the piece. Miss 
Schatz and Mr, Hasskerl also sang some clever 
skits that were warmly received. The audience 
was quite large and alternated its frequent 
bursts of laughter with loud applause. The 
play will be repeated at each performance until 
pext Tuesday evening.

RECEPTION AT THE BRUNSWICK—SPEECHES 
BY MR. PARKE GODWIN AND MR. THOMAS 
The ballroom of the Brunswick was 

brilhantly lighted last evening, and toward 9 

o'clock it was comfortably filled by a repre- 

sentative throng assembied in response to an in- 
vitation to attend a celebration of the formal 
opening of the American School of Opera, 
which is intenaed to be the first branch 
of the American National Conservatory 
of Music.

Fursch-Madi 
singing with her wonted combination of 
feeling and power the romance from 
**Herodiade,’ and, with M. Bouhy, “La 
done prende,” from “Il Fiauto Magico.”"=M. 
Bouby, the chief Professor of the male 
department of the school, is an artist 
of high repute in Europe. He is quite a young 
man, possessed of a clear and sonorous baritone 
voice, which he emits with Italian facility, 
while his phrasing and elocution are distin- 
uished by a breadth and clearness for which 
French performers are more renowned than 
their Southern rivals.

The list of numbers assigned 
to the orchestra embraced, with the over- 
ture, a movement from Moszkowski’s ‘ Na- 
tions,” the scherzo from “A Midsummer 
Night's Dream,” and the firat series of 
Rubinstein’s ** Bal Costumé.” After the con- 
cert Mr. Parke Godwin read an address explana- 
tory of the objects of the school A 
large portion of his remarks was de- 
voted to a consideration of the artis- 
tic and material greatness of the United 
States, notwithstanding which, said Mr. God- 
win, “we need more books, museums, and gal- 
leries, onen on all days of the year, and we need 
more than anything else the gentle, genial, and 
inspiring infiuences of music.’ The speaker 
proceeded to set forth the purpose of the scbool, 
which was to discover the best voices in tbe 
land, and have them developed in the best 
manner by the best teachers. These had 
n secured. and out of nearly 1,000 
applications a fair proportion haa been 
looked into, with the result that 60 prom- 
ising students were now profiting by tu- 
ition. Mr. Godwin then read the names of the 
Faculty, the notable members of which 
are Mme. Fursch Madi, M. Bouby, Mr. 
Behrens. Mr. Fritsch, Mr. Frederick Rob- 
inson, Mrs. Asbforth, and M. Sénac. Malibran, 
Patti, Alboni, and Bosio, continued the speaker, 
had achieved their earliest triumphs in America 
and hence there was reason to believe that 
there were many native voices to which the 
native air would be as propitious as it has 
been to toreigners. The present school, he 
would observe, wes but a branch of the 
national conservatory of music of the 
future. Mr. Godwin closed his address, 
which would have been more impreas- 
ive but for sundry mistakes in its de- 
livery, by an appeai for substantial aid for the 
school. Through one of these Germany was 
represented as “wresting from the brows 
of Italy the sceptre of music,” and lateron the 
speaker referred to a clergyman that prom- 
ised to come, but failed to appear, 
as havin been “fortunately” unable to 
attend. hese little incidents, however, 
were rather iospiriting than offensive. Mr. 
Theodore Thomas succeeded Mr. God- 
win and also read a short speech, in 
which he deprecated study abroad, when 
America had a character and a taste of its own. 
Mr. Thomas advocated‘the importation of com- 
petent teachers instead of the exportation of 
native talent. He concluded by _ remind- 
ing the audience of the fact that yes- 
terday was the one hundred and fifteenth 
auniversary of Beethoven's birth, and expressed 
the hope that the omen would be auspicious for 
the new enterprise. A final number by the 
band came next, anda social reunion and in- 
formal supper wound up the festivities.

THE GEORGIA PROHIBITION FIGHT. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 17.—This morning, In 
the United States court, Judge McCoy decided 
the contested election case growing out of the 
recent prohibition election inthis county. He 
had previously granted a temporary order re- 


straing the ordinary from announcing the re- 
sult of the election, which was tor prohibition. 
The Judge refused to continue this injunction, 
deciding the case against the liquor men ou 
every point. There isin the bill adopted a pro- 
vision that Georgia wines may be sold, but as 
wines from other States were excluded that por- 
tion of the bill Judge McCoy decides was uncon- 
stitutional, and that no wines can be sold. 

Ata late hour to-night Judge Marsball J. 
Clarke, of the Superior Court, Fulton County, 
granted a temporary restraining order in the 
nature of an injunction to prevent Ordi- 
nary Calhoun from declaring the result 
of the Prohibition election. The bill is similar 
in every respect to the one which Judge McKay 
has been bearing argued for several days, and 
upon which he made a decision to-day, 
with the exception that the petitioner 
in the bill presented to Judge Clarke 
to-night is J. W. Clayton, a wholesale 
liquor dealer of this city. Judge Clarke has set 
down the argument for Monday next, to be 
heard at Chambers. Calhoun was to have can- 
vassed the vote and declared the result in the 
morning. The Prohibitionists are indignant at 
this second delay in awarding them the victory. 





A GANG OF YOUNG CHICAGO THIEVES.

NORWAY’S TRADE WITH CANADA. 

QueBxc, Dec. 17.—How surely the Ner- 
wegians are monopolizing the shipping trade 
of the St. Lawrence is shown by a comparative 


statement just published of arrivals from 
sea at this port during the past season 
and in 1884 Of a total of 6580 ar- 
rivais in 1885, as compared witn 564 
in the previous year, only 306 were British ves- 
sels, including all the steamsbips, as against 249

Your advocacy of the opening of muse- 
ums, libraries, and other proper resorts for in- 
struction and amusement on the Lord’s Day 
clergymen should be the last and the least to 
oppose. They will defend their right to work,

Sunday to the bitterend, ButI find no exemp- 
tion in the law for the clergy and the choirs of 
churches any more than for coachmen and car 
drivers who carry the easy-going congregations 
to their prayers and hymns and sermons. In 
truth, the whole doctrine of the Sabbath is 
based on a false assumption as it is promulgated 
by the *“*unco guid.” The true principle is that 
laid down by Jesus of Nazareth, who violated 
be orthodox traditions of his day as flagrantly 

many a righteous man is accused of doing 
now. His law was this: The Sabbath was 
made for man, not man tor the Sabbath. And it 
this be true, 1t was made for his physical, men- 
tal, and moral health, all of which are contem- 
plated in the opening of proper places of amuse- 
ment and instruction, and by proper I mean ap- 
propriate to the day of rest and gladness. The 
attempt to impose a Puritan Sabbath upon the 
American people at this late date will result only 
in greater laxity of observance, and those who 
are trying to push it to this conclusion are doing 
only barm. Al! that may be demanded of the 
State is the assurance of the right of every man 
to enjoy the day of rest according to the dictates 
of his own conscience, and so that such observ- 
ance will not interfere with the good of othors. 
If the churches fear the rivalry of more attract- 
ive places, that is only another reason for mak- 
ing them accessible, for the church must vindi- 
cate its own raison d’étre, and any artificial sup- 
port can only result in weakness and fall.

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ATALK WITH THEEBAW. 

From a Mandalay Dispatch to the / ondon Timea, 

I had a lengthy and somewhat remark- 
able interview to-day with King Theebaw. Along 
with him were the Queen Soopyalat, her gister, 
the Queen mother, widow of the late King, ahd 
Theebaw’s sister. I was introduced by Col. 
Sladen to the royal party, no other person being 
present but an interpreter. I believe that the 


previous interview of Col. Sladen with the King 
was the first occasion on which any Buropean 
was allowed to come into the presence of King 
Theebaw, or any previous King of Burmah, 
without taking off his shoes and assuming a 
crouching attitude. Col. Sladen and I remained 
standing during the interview, the royal party 
being seated in a gallery of the garden pavilion, 
raised about four feet from the ground. 
Theebaw is a stout, young, good looking man of 
about 30, with a weak face. He has not the re- 
ceding forehead which has always been the dis- 
tinctive mark of the descendants of Aloungpra. 
Since he found that he had no violence to fear, 
King Theebaw bas recovered his nerve, and _he 
displayed a good deal of quiet dignity. Col. 
Sladen told the King that I was the correspond- 
ent of the Times. He was anxious the English 
people should hear his words, and he re- 
quested me to write down what he said. 
At the close of the interview I rcad 
over my notes, through the interpreter, to Thee- 
baw, who said that they were correct. * * * 
‘*You_ English think that I killed all my rela- 
tions, but itis notso. I was under a guard my- 
self, and they were murdered. The reason that 
1 was not murdered myself was that before the 
King died he told the Queen I was the quiet son. 
A horoscope was also drawn by the priests, and 
my name came out first. For the first seven 
months after I became King I was not allowed 
to interfere. I was not eyen crowned. I con- 
tinued to wear the Phoongyee priest’s robes. 
I ordered that my relations should not be killed 
but imprisoned, so that there might not 
be a disturbance in the country. 1 was 
sleeping in bed when the order to. kill 
them was given by the Ministers. After 
eight months the Yenout Mengyee, who 
killed the Princes, tried to murder me. The 
Engiishg people knew much that I did, but not 
of what was going on behind me. I never left 
the palace. 1 wish the English to know that I 
am nota druntard. I amareligious Buddhist. 
Ihave given up all the Crown jewels, andI am 
sure the English, who area great people, will 
not object to me,as a King, keeping my ring 
{showing me & magnificent ruby ring he was 
wearing] or to my wife keeping her jewels,”

WHY~-GAS CONSUMERS HAVE TO 
PAY HIGH PRICES. 

YWO OFFICERS BEFORE THE SENATE COM- 
MITTEE WHO WERE VERY FRANK IN 
TELLING ABOUT CORPORATION METHODS, 

Thomas K. Lees, First Vice-President of 
the Consolidated Gaslight Company, gave the 
Senate Gas Committee. some interesting testi- 
mony yesterday. Before the consolidation he 
was President of the New-York Gas Company, 
and at a meeting of the Directors in September, 
1984, a resolution was adopted giving him a sal- 
ary of $10,000 a year for 10 years for his faithful 
services as President. Mr. Lets could not ex- 
plxin the points of difference between the qual- 
ities of eas produced, respectively, by 
the different companies that entered 
into the consolidation. He did not be- 
lieve that the effect of the consolidation 
was to perpetuate the faults and short- 
comings of any of the constituent companies. 
Mr. Lees was asked by Senator Gilbert if he 
thought the quality of gas furnished to con- 
sumers had been changed since the consolida- 
tion, and he replied in the negative. Before the 
consolidation Mr. Lees thought that the gas 
supplied by the New-York Gaslight Company 
was the best. He. however, had no scientific 
knowledge of the comparative merits of the gas 
products of the several companies. 

“Suppose,” said Senator Gilbert, “the gas 
furnished to consumers in one part of the city 
bas only half the lighting power possessed by 
the gas furnished to consumers in another part 
of the city, do you think that the price of the 
gas in each case shoulé be equal?” 

“i donot see howit could be helped,” an- 
swered the witness. *‘Some persons like gas 
with a ctrong lighting power and other persons 
like gas with a lesser iighting power.” 

“What advantage isthere in gasof a weak 
lighting power?” asked the Senator. 

* Absence of smoke for one thing,” was the 
answer. 

“In the matter of smoke isthe fault with the 
burner or with the gas ?”’ asked Senator Gilbert. 

“Ifthe gasistoo rich the fault is with tbe 
gas,” said Mr. Lees. 

The witness explainea that the candle power 
of the gas made by the New-York Company 
ranged from 16 to 24 prior to 1880, and subse- 
quently, in consequence of the introduction of 
R new process, the gas was richer and averaged 
about 25-candle power. 

Lawyer Tremain asked: **On what principle 
Was the price of gas fixed by your company ?” 

“TI don't know,” replied the witness very 
frankly. 5 

* Is it not a fact,” pursued the counsel, * that 
the price of gas to the consumers was fixed by 
your company arbitrarily without regard to 
vither the cost of manufacture or the amount 
of capital invested °” 

**T can’t say as to that,”” answered Mr. Lees. 

** Ts it not true,”’ asked Senator Gilbert, “* that 
the capital stock of the New-York Gas Com- 
pany was increased from $750,000 to $7,560,000 
without any additional subscriptions of money 
—tbat is, the increase was made from the sur- 
plus earnings ?” : 

* Yes, that is so.”? said Mr. Lees. 

“Then the greater part of that large increase 
of capital stock came from the consumers?” 

* Probably,” admitted the witness. “ But 
some of the surplus earnings of the company 
were derived from. selling expensive down- 
town property and buying cheaper property up 
town. 

** With these ficures in view, do you not think 
that the increase of the capital stock of a gas 
company tends to increase the price of gas?” 

“Ido not think it does,’ replied Mr. Lees, 
** However, that is a matter of opinion.” 

*“ What do you regard asa fair dividend on 
your Consolidated gas stock?" inguired Senator 
Gilbert. 

*In the present state of the market, 6 or7 
per cent.,” was the reply. 

Gen. Tremain read the result of an examina- 
tion made in 1884 by Edward G. Love, au analyt- 
ical chemist, showing the candle power of the 
gas products of each of the gas companies then 
operating in this city, as follows: Manhattan, 
18.51; New-York, 24.03; Mutual, 28.53; Munic- 
ipa). 28.16; Metropolitan, 22.07; Knickerbocker, 
24: Harlem, 18.64. 

John P. Kennedy, President of the old Mutual 
Gaslight Company, explained tothe committee 
the circumstances of the organization of that 
corporation. The works were constructed in 
1866, when the cost of materials and labor was at 
thetop notch. Works of a prodmcing capacity 
equai to the present capacity of the Mutual 
plant, Mr. Kennedy thought. could be repro- 
duced for abont 80 per cent. of the original out- 
lay. The Mutual planot,as it now exists, cost 
about $4,100,000. 

While questioning the witness concerning the 
price of gas, Gen. Tremain said: “Asa matter 
of fact, is it not true that the price of gas fur- 
nished to consumers 1s wholly dependent upon 
the amount of the dividends to be paid and the 
amount of capital stock on which the dividends 
are paid?” 

*That’s the whole story in a nutshell,” an- 
swered Mr. Kennedy. 

“So long, then, as it remains necessary to 
inciude in the price of gas an amount sufiicient 
to pay dividends on the $39,000,000 of capital 
stock of the Consolidated Company, insteaa of 
on the $17,500,000 which was formerly the aggre- 
gate capital of the six constituent companies, 
it is not likely that the Consolidated Company 
will reauce the price of gas is it?’ asked the 
counsel, 

“No, Sir; it is not likely that the Consolidated 
Company will make any reduction under those 
circumstances.”’ ’ 

When asked whether the effect of the consoli- 
dation was not to keep up the price of gas 
when it otherwise might be reduced, Mr. Ken- 
medy said that such was not the design of the 
consolidation, although such might be the effect. 
“The operation of the Equitabie Gas Company 
has hurt our business,’’ he added. 

“ What advantage was promised or likely to 
accrue to the consumers of gas by reason of the 
consolidation of the six companies?” asked Gen. 
Tremain. 

“Now you are putting mein a nole,” replied 
the witness. ‘I don't want tosay anything about 
the other companies. I run my own machine.” 
Mr. Kennedy said that the public did not under- 
stand the gas question. There was a general be- 
lief thatall that the gas companies received 
above the actual cost of making gas was clear 
profit. Thecost of distribution and collection 
of bills was not taken into consideration. ‘ As 
a matter of tact,”’ said the witness, **it costs us 
more to distribute the gas than itdoes to make it.” 
Mr. Kennedy said that New-York City was now 
consuming about 5, 900,000 cubic feet of gas 
perannum. If he could have his own way he 
would make all of the gas on the other side of 
the Harlem River, because it could be made 
there so much cheaper than in the central locali- 
ties of tbe city. It could be conveniently dis- 
tributed by means of branch stations. 














POSSIEBLY A MURDER. 

Early on Wednesday morning a woman 
of about 50 years of age, named Eliza Maroney, 
was taken in an ambulance from No. 609 Water- 
street to the Gouverneur Slip Hospital in an un- 
conscious condition. The neighbors said she had 


been moving from Water-street to No, 348 Mad- 
ison-street, and that she had been garinking 
heavily and had failen down and hurt herself. 
The house surgeon, Dr. Charles F. Stokes, ex- 
amined her and came to tbe conclusion that she 
was suffering from compression of the 
brain, but whether caused by violence he 
wes undecided. At midnight on Wednes- 
day the woman died without having 
regained consciousness, and the hospital 
physicians intended making an autopsy to as- 
certain the causes of death. Yesterday morning, 
however, Undertaker Jobn Galvin, of 455 Grand- 
street, appeared at the hospital with a permit to 
remove the body signed by Coroner Kennedy. 
The hospital authorities were unwilling to give 
up the body, but they had no alternative but to 
comply, and it was taken away. The husband 
of the woman on learning of her death made 
statements to the police which led them to ar- 
rest Johu C. Maroney, ason of the deceased, on 
suspicion of being coucerned in the death. He 
was beld for examination and the father was 
detained as a witness.

The half-boiled ham that the Weitzel 
family ate at their daughter's birthday party on 
Thanksgiving Eve is likely to cause the death of 
the mother and four of her children from 
trichinosis.

The mother, the father, and the four children, 
who lived with them and were affected by eat- 
ing the ham, were removed from their house, 
No. 78 King-street, on Tuesday to the Trinity 
Hospital, which is supported by Trinity Parish, at 
No. 50 Varick-street. The married daugter, Mrs. 
Lawson, in whose honor the party was given, 
has so far recovered that she is able to go out. 
Her husband is still confined to his room. Mrs. 
Pierce, who liyes in the same house as the 
Weitzels, was able to get ei 4 and do her house- 
work yesterday. Of eight other persons poisoned 
by eating the meat, all have recovered but Den- 
nis Forbes, a young truck driver, who boarded 
near the Weitzel family, and who partook very 
heartily of the birthday feast. is condition 
was so serious yesterday afternoon that he was 
taken to the New-York Hospital in an ambu- 
lance. He was so restless and the pains in his 
muscles were s0 severe that the people in his

Several persons who ate from the outside por- 
tions of the ham have not been affected at all 
by it. The worst sufferers are those who got 
slices close to the bone. Among the latter are 
Oscar, Bertha, and William Weitzel, now at 
Trinity Hospital. Hardly a hope is entertained 
of their recovery by the hospital physicians. 
The temperature of allthree of them is above 
105°, the maximum reached in the disease being 
adout 106°, and their pulses continue corre- 
spondingty high.

The 
chances for the father’s recovery ure considered 
good. ‘he disease had so far advanced before 
the patients were taken to the hospital that the 
physicians and nurses can do little except to 
alleviate their terrible sufferings. They have 
now reached the most painful part of the 
disease. when the trichina begins to get into the 
muscles, So far as the microscope can dis- 
cover they have ceased to appear in the ex- 
cretions. The only way to make sure of their 
presence in tbe muscles before death is to cut 
into the fiesh. This has not been done. Dr. 
Charies E. Hackley is the hospital physician 
who has immediate charge of the cases, and he 
is keeping a careful record of each day's prog- 
ress, ant Des. William L. Harding, E. M. Came- 
ron, C. P. Tucker, and George N. Humphreys, 
all physicians on the bospital staff, have seen 
the patients, and are taking greut interest in 
them. 4 

The sick people are very drowsy most of the 
time, and it is quite hard to arouse them when 
members of their family go to ths hospital to 
seethem. No medicine can affect the trichina 
after they once get into the muscles. If the 
patient survives their presence six or seven 
weeks they usually form into capsules and be- 
come harmless dead tissue. It was said yester- 
day that two of the Weitzel children were like- 
ly to pass away at any moment. 








THE MUSEUMS ON SUNDAY. 





A HUGE PETITION FOR THEIR OPENING 
SIGNED BY REPRESENTATIVE PEOPLE, 

S. P. Putnam, who has had charge of the 
circulation of the petitions asking for the open- 
ing of the Museums in Central Park on Sundays, 
wrote yesterday to the Directors of the Ameri- 
can museum of Natural History and the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art the following letter: 


To Morris K. Jesup, John Taylor Johnson, and others: 
GENTLEMEN: I inclose you a petition for the 
opening of the museums on Sunday. ‘To this petition 
1 have received several! thousand signatures from the 
officers of the city, judges of the courts, prominent 
business men, and citizens and large numbers of the 
working people, and also resolutions in its tavor from 
almost ali the iabor organizations of the city. 
These signatures of our best citizens represent a 
great part ofthecommunity. There is but little oppo- 
sition, and it is only a question of time as to lengthen- 
ing indefinitely the list ot signers. But we have 
preferred to obtain an expression of opinion 
from men who of themselves adequately rep- 
resent public sentiments rather than to mul- 
tiply names. Their desire thus expressed is 
worthy of a most careful consideration on the part of 
the Directors of the museums. I should like an oppor- 
tunity to present this petition, and to state the reasons 
there are for the opening on Sunday of the institutions 
under yourcare. I also desireto hearfrom you or 
others the objections there may be to Sunday opeuing. 
The demand for this is based upon justice and public 
policy, ana should be met withthe utmost respect, 
and all reasons for or against be fairly and openly 
stated, sothatathorough understanding can be ar- 
rived at. A question of such importance should be 
wisely discussed and decided in order that the public 
may be satisfied as to the course ultimately adopted, 
Will you please arrange for a meetng of the Board 
of Directors in a fe days, so that 1 can present this 
petition and the reasons why it should be granted? 
All the petitions circulatea have not yet been re- 
turned. [ peaouaee. however, that some day next week 
or the week after will do for the meeting. 1 shouid 
hke to have the matter decided be'ore Jan. 1, in order 
that during the coming Winter the people may enjoy 
the benefit of atrial in favor of the petition. I hope 
that you will respond cordially to this request for a 
conference. Surely only the right can prevail where 
there is a froe, open, und thorough discussion among 
reasonable men. ‘sours truly.

Upon the casket rested the fire- 
man’s hat, inscribed * Atlantic, 18,°° which 
Paddy used to wear years ago when he was a 
member of the old Volunteer Fire Department. 
There were no flowers. Upon the sidewalk in 
front of the house, which was No. 1,844 Third- 
avenue, were a hearse, four carriages, and a 
group of members of the Michae! Duffy Associ- 
ation, wearing badges covered with crape. 

There were no services at the house. At2 
o’clock the casket was placed in the hearse by 
the pall bearers, William F. Burke, John Allen, 
Peter Waters, Andrew Martin, Thomas Maguire, 
and Richard De Courcy. Then the carriages 
were filled up and the funeral procession start- 
ed on its way to Calvary Cemetery, where serv- 
ices were said at the grave. pee the per-

WANDERINGS OF AN INSANE MAN. 

William A. Morrison, the insane drug- 
gist who had been missing from his home, No.

Morrison in his 
insanity imagined that his family were plotting 
to destroy him by poison, and for days he would 
not eat any food prepared at home.

He 
said that he had spent most of the time since he 
had been away from home in wandering about 
Brooklyn. On the way to his house he became 
so violent that police assistance was called and 
he was taken to the Jefferson Market Police 
Court, and there committed for an examination 
asto his mental condition, He was taken to 
Bellevue Hospital.

THE FATE OF THE KING OF CATTLE. 

When the “ King of Cattle,’ as he was 
afterward called, was born on the Dutchess 
County stock farm of George Ayrault seven 
years ago he was considered a fine calf, but 
nothing more. For three years he led the ordi- 
nary life of a bullock “intended for slaughter. 
Having reached that age he suddenly developed 
such an extraordinary tendency to run to fat 
that his owner decided to give him a chance in 
that direction. The“ King” was furnished with 
a private stalland with all the hot and cold 


mashes he could swallow. Everything he ate 
turned to fat, and he finally became sufficiently 
obese to be exhibited asa curiosity. For over 
three years the “King” traveled from one 
county fair to another. He was curefully 
weighed every day, and the operation rroved 


that he was steadily gaining in weight. 
About a month ago he weighed 2,800 
pounds. On the following day he was 


weighed again. The scales marked 2,800 pounds. 
The next day the King mountea the scales once 
more. He weighed exactly 2,800. He was weighed 
a half dozen times by different persons, but 
always with the same result, Thiscircumstance 
created much astonishment, and Mr. Ayrault 
decided to sell the animal. He was bought by a 
firm of butchers on West-street. An attempt 
was made todrive the King on foot from the 
farm to the railway station at Poughkeepsie, a 
distance of four miles. It was a failure. The 
King became footsore, and lost one of his hoofs. 
He was killed on the road. The four quarters 
and other parts of the animal hung on hooks in 
front of the West-street shop yesterday. So 
many people stopped to look at the fat, or to 
try and find the lean, that passing pedestrians 
were compelled to take to the street. The quar- 
ters weighed, respectively, 580, 545, 462, and 434 
pounds.

WOULD NOT ACCEPT THE STOCK. 

Francis W. Savin is at the head of the 
stock brokerage firm of Savin & Vanderhoof, of 
No. 26 New-street, and yesterday he was in 
trouble. About2 o'clock vesterday afternoon 
Collis & Levy sent to him, for delivery, 1,100 
shares of Northern Pacific preferred stock, and 
Mr. Savin refused to accept it. The Stock Ex- 
change hasa law requiring all deliveries to be 
made before 2:15 P. M., and this stock was on 


time. Gen. Collis, of the firm selling the stock, 
called upon Mr. Savin for an explanation, but he 
did not get much satisfaction. Mr. Savin was 
not in an amiable mood. Heclaimed that some 
contract had been broken, but Gen. Collis, sup- 
ported by his broker, denied this, and referred 
the matter at once to the Stock Exchange 
authorities, upon whose advice the entire 1,100 
shares were bought in for Savin under the rule. 
The announcement of this proceeding caused 
some excitement in Stock Exchange circles, for 
it was believed that Savin, thus being practical- 
ly put short of 1,100 shares of the stook, would 
be squeezed in a lively way, but expectations of 
this sort were not realized, for Gen. Collis him- 
self bought in the entire lot on his own account 
on the spot, so giving to Savin the chance to 
cover without further loss. This bit of gener- 
osity upon Gen. Collis’s part was applauded, 
but a good many brokers were unhappy be- 
cause they missed the opportunity to see one of 
the brethren forced to dance over hot coals, 
Mr. Savin apologized for his rude words to Gen. 
Collis last night. 








THE WORK OF FIFTY YEARS. 

The chapel of the Protestant Half-Or- 
phan Asylum, at No. 67 West Tenth-street, was 
well filled with friends of the institution last 
evening, the occasion being the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the founding of the asylum. Charles 


Butler, one of the founders, who has been a 
Trustee ever since, presided. Boys and girls to 
the number of 200 marched into the chapel, each 
carrying a little bouquet. They sang carols and 
mude recitations. The Rev. Dr. R. R. Booth 
read the» Secretary’s report. The asylum was 
started, he said, in White-street, in a 
basement, with four children. The great fire 
immediately afterward nearly crushed the insti- 
tution, but it was decided to continue. Ina few 
months the basement was not big enough, and 
then the lots on Yenth-street were purchased. 
Since the institution was started 4,291 children 
have received its benefit. During the past year 
73 children were received and 81 dismissed. 

Dr. Booth called attention to the fact that the 
institution has never received any substantial 
endowment, and year after year money has 
been raised by subscription to carry on the 
work. Mrs. Robert L. Stuart has given some 
lots up town to the institution, and Dr. Booth 
none some one would give money to erect new 
buildings. The Rev. Dr. Deems also spoke,
